ANNUAL    ADDRESS    OF    HON.     JOHN    F. 
COLLINS,   MAYOR   OF   BOSTON 

Thank  you,  Councillor  Craven. 
Reverend  Clergy,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

Six  years  ago  the  City  of  Boston  was  beset  with 
many  problems — some  old,  some  new,  but  all 
serious  and  even  forbidding. 

The  people  of  Boston  were  at  a  crossroad:  One 
road,  comparatively  easy  to  traverse,  because  it 
went  downhill,  led  nevertheless  to  inevitable 
decay  and  disaster. 

The  other  road,  a  difficult  uphill  road,  led 
hopefully  to  municipal  strength,  pride  and  pros- 
perity— but  it  required  an  enormous  amalgamation 
of  courage,  energy,  and  determination  if  those 
goals  were  to  be  reached. 

The  people  of  Boston  made  the  hard  decision, 
the  courageous  decision,  but  also  the  right  decision^ 
and  embarked  successfully  on  "operation  revival,' 
the  beneficial  and  visible  results  of  which  are 
obvious  to  all. 

That  decision  was  also  irrevocable.  We  shall 
continue  to  follow  that  road,  because  no  matter 


how  many  clouds  may  darken  the  horizon  from 
time  to  time,  our  direction  remains  clear.  Boston 
has  become  a  first-rate  city.  It  is  our  intention 
that  it  shall  become  the  first-rate  city. 

In  this  eflort  and  in  this  accomplishment  the 
citizens  of  Boston  closed  ranks,  and  no  amount 
of  praise  is  adequate  to  acknowledge  the  con- 
tributions made  to  this  result  by  people  from  all 
walks  of  life,  and  representing,  without  exception, 
every  element  of  our  population. 

Credit  and  thanks  must  also  be  given  to  our 
thousands  of  municipal  workers,  without  whose 
good  will  and  unstinting  cooperation  our  efforts 
might  very  well  have  been  in  vain. 

Special  credit  and  congratulations  must  be 
given  to  the  outgoing  City  Council,  whose  far- 
seeing  accomplishments  these  last  two  years  will 
redound  to  the  benefit  of  Boston  for  decades  to 
come.  I  am  convinced  that  the  outgoing  City 
Council  will  be  remembered  as  one  of  the  most 
responsible,  most  capable,  and  perhaps  the  greatest 
City   Council  in   the   modern  history  of   Boston. 

Nineteen  hundred  and  sixty-six  and  the  re- 
maining years  of  this  decade  will  nevertheless  be 
critical  years  for  Boston,  as  they  will  be  for  all 
the  major  cities  of  this  nation. 

For  many  years  the  large  cities  of  this  country 
have  been  beset  with  staggering  problems — none 
of  which  are  of  their  own  creation,  few  of  which 
are  within  their  own  control,  but  all  of  which 
have  been  made  their  exclusive  responsibility. 

These  problems  have  run  the  gamut  of  trans- 
portation, education,  juvenile  delinquency,  chronic 
poverty,  care  of  the  aged,  and  intergroup  relations. 

None  of  these  problems  is  essentially  local  in 
origin.  All  of  them  are  problems  of  universal 
existence  and  concern  within  this  nation. 

For  many  years  the  cities  of  this  nation  have 
cried  out  to  their  national  and  state  governments 
for  assistance  in  the  solution  of  these  problems — 
but  until  very  recently  their  voices  have  had  no 
more  effect  than  voices  in  the  wilderness. 

Except  in  the  fields  of  housing  and  urban 
renewal,  until  very  recently  the  national  and 
state  governments  have  turned  an  almost  deaf 
ear  to  the  municipalities,  leaving  not  only  the 
solutions  of  these  problems  to  the  cities,  but  also 
placing  the  unbearable  financial  burden  of  these 
problems  on  the  backs  of  local  taxpayers. 

But  now,  under  President  Kennedy  and 
President  Johnson,  the  federal  government  has 
finally  recognized  that  if  the  future  of  the  United 
States  is  in  the  hands  of  its  city  dwellers,  the 
problems  of  the  city  have  become  a  proper  and 
urgent  object  of  national  concern. 

Today,  more  than  70  percent  of  the  national 
population  resides  in  its  cities  and  urban  areas, 
and  President  Johnson  has  wisely  and  with  great 
statesmanship  announced  his  plan  for  a  new 
federal  department  of  urban  affairs — a  major 
stride  forward  to  progress  in  this  area  of  such 
vast  significance  to  every  American  citizen. 

But  this  can  only  be  the  first  step  forward. 
"Democracy,"  as  the  late  Adlai  Stevenson  said, 
"is  not  self -executing.  We  must  keep  at  it  con- 
stantly to  make  it  work." 

Democracy  in  these  United  States  cannot  be 
said  to  work  if  cities  in  which  70  percent  of  our 
population  resides  are  to  be  treated  as  orphans 
of  the  federal  government. 

And  if — as  has  been  said — we  can  afford  830 
billion  for  a  race  to  the  moon — then  surely  we 
can  afford  a  like  amount  to  make  sure  that  every 
American  has  a  reasonable  chance  for  the  physical, 
mental,  and  social  well-being  that  should  be 
his  lot  in  life. 

Your  voices  and  mine — and  those  of  our  fellow 
urban  citizens  throughout  the  nation — must 
continue  to  cry  out  in  support  of  President 
Johnson's  plans  and  efforts. 

And  when  our  goals  are  reached,  we  will  be 
that  much  closer  to  demonstrating  to  the  world 
that  democracy  does  truly  work,  because  we  keep 
at  it  to  make  it  work. 

Hopefully,  we  also  note  an  increasing  awareness 
of  urban  problems  on  the  part  of  our  state  govern- 
ment, both  executive  and  legislative.  Would 
that  hope  could  turn  to  cheer,  but  as  of  this  time 
it  appears  that  conflicts  of  political  philosophy 
have  created  an  impasse  that  denies  to  Boston, 
and  its  sister  cities  and  towns  throughout  the 
Commonwealth,  the  aid  which  they  so  desperately 
need,  and  which  all  agree  they  must  have  at  once. 

Uppermost  in  our  minds  is  the  tax  relief  which 
Boston  and  its  sister  municipalities  so  urgently 
require.  _  In  the  absence  of  such  relief,  our  tax 
outlook  is  dark  and  discouraging.    So  much  so  that 
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I  urge  upon  our  Legislature  that  we  have  reached 
a  status  of  crisis  and  emergency. 

The  intelligent  and  realistic  citizen  recognizes 
that  as  we  increase  the  amount,  variety,  and  qual- 
ity of  governmental  services,  the  total  tax  cost 
to  the  federal,  state,  and  city  taxpayers  must  go 
up.  Everyone  understands  that  our  govern- 
mental units  are  not  impervious  to  inflation,  and 
the  rising  costs  of  materials,  labor,  and  supplies. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  local  taxpayer  sees  no 
warrant  or  justice  in  saddling  him  with  so  dis- 
proportionate a  part  of  this  increase  that  he  can 
no  longer  bear  the  burden  of  the  tax  thus  imposed. 
Especially  does  he  complain  where  the  tax  rate  not 
only  interferes  with  his  ability  to  provide  properly 
for  his  family,  but  also  stifles  new  industry  and 
new  construction  in  his  locality. 

The  fact  is  that  in  Boston,  unless  tax  relief  is 
immediately  forthcoming  from  the  Common- 
wealth, our  1966  tax  rate  will  mount  to  at  least 
$130,  because  of  unavoidable  increases  in  expendi- 
tures, including  burdens  imposed  on  the  city  and 
beyond  its  control,  totaling  not  less  than  23  million 
dollars  after  offsetting  credits. 

These  increases  include  the  following:  Additional 
MBTA  assessments;  an  increased  county  budget; 
additional  debt  service  cost;  additional  pension 
and  retirement  costs;  additional  provision  for 
welfare  and  veterans'  services;  wage  increases 
for  low-paid  city  employees;  minimum  additional 
provision  for  school  and  hospital  costs,  and  a 
minimum  allowance  for  increased  costs  resulting 
from  state-mandated  collective  bargaining  pro- 
cedures. 

I  repeat — unless  compensating  relief  or  revenue 
becomes  available,  then  these  increases  in  city  re- 
quirements will  result  in  a  $15  increase  in  our  tax 
rate — to  $130  per  thousand. 

What  a  tragedy  that  such  a  result  looms  before 
us,  when  a  clear  majority  of  both  houses  of  the 
Legislature  agrees  both  on  the  need  and  the  amount 
of  relief  for  the  cities  and  towns,  but  has  not 
hitherto  been  able  to  resolve  the  impasse  resulting 
from  a  conflict  of  opinion  as  to  how,  or  from  what 
source,  such  relief  shall  become  available. 

So  long  as  the  domestic  problems  of  America 
are  located  almost  entirely  in  our  cities  and  the 
resources  for  their  solution  are  in  Washington  and 
the  state  capitals,  we  cannot  succeed  in  our  great 
national  eflort  to  renew,  rehabilitate,  and  rein- 
vigorate  our  cities. 

Increased  employment  opportunities,  better 
educational  opportunities,  better  mass  transit, 
better  housing,  and  improved  environment  to 
make  urban  living  an  ideal  status,  all  require 
money  and  this  is  the  greatest  shortage  of  the  cities, 
particularly    in    Massachusetts. 

Ab  we  gather  here,  the  Legislature  is  about  to 
convene  for  the  final  two  days  of  this  session,  a 
situation  unprecedented  in  the  history  of  our 
state.  However  late  the  hour,  it  is  not  too  late  to 
hope  that  some  assistance  to  the  hard  pressed 
cities  and  towns  may  yet  be  forthcoming. 

All  citizens  and  legislators  of  good  will  recognize 
the  need  for  action.  Let  us  pray  that  discussion 
as  to  the  means  may  be  speedily  concluded  with 
decisive  action  for  the  benefit  of  all.  The  alter- 
native is  bleak  and  repelling. 

As  we  face  the  New  Year  I  bespeak  the  coopera- 
tion of  the  Honorable  City  Council  and  the 
Honorable  School  Committee  in  making  1966  a 
banner  year  for  all  the  people  of  Boston. 

Despite  the  difficulties  which  face  us,  let  ua 
look  back  one  year  from  now  with  pride  and 
satisfaction,  and  with  even  greater  confidence 
and  optimism  in  the  future  of  our  city. 

To  this  end,  I  pledge  you  faithfully  my  own 
unstinting      efforts. 

Let  us  all  remember  that  in  these  wonderful 
United  States,  in  this  proud  Commonwealth,  and 
in  this  our  beloved  City  of  Boston,  each  citizen  is 
indeed  his  brother's  keeper — that  the  essence  of 
democracy  is  not  man's  indifference,  but  man's 
humanity  to  man — that  our  efforts,  our  activities, 
and  our  objectives  must  ever  be  keyed  to  making 
democracy    work. 

May  God  attend  your  efforts  and  mine,  to  the 
everlasting  benefit  of  the  people  of  Boston,  who 
have  entrusted  this  city  to  our  care. 
(Applause.) 

Chairman  CRAVEN — Mr.  Mayor,  in  behalf  of 
each  member  of  the  Council  and  the  guests  in 
the  Chamber,  we  thank  you  for  a  comprehensive, 
enlightening,  and  clear  enunciation  of  the  issues 
in  your  program.

In  December,  1965,  you  appr  ved  salary 
increases  for  city  and  county  emplo  ,-i  es  in  the 
first  twelve  pay  grades,  R-l  throu;ii  R-12L, 
retroactive  to  December  1,  1965.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  TO  PRE- 
PARE AND  REPORT  RULES 

Coun.  FOLEY,  for  the  Committee  ap- 
pointed to  Prepare  Rules  To  Govern  the  Pro- 
cedure of  the  City  Council  for  the  year  1966- 
1967,    submitted    the   following: 

The  Committee  appointed  to  Prepare  Rules 
To  Govern  the  Procedure  of  the  City  Council 
for  the  year  1966-1967  respectfully  recom- 
mends for  adoption  the  accompanying  draft 
of  rules  as  governed  by  the  City  Council 
during  the  year  1964-1965  with  the  exception 
of   the   following    changes: 

1.  Rule  25,  subsection  2,  your  Committee 
recommends  that  the  words  "all  the"  be 
stricken  and  in  place  thereof  there  be  in- 
serted   the   word    "seven." 

2.  Your  Committee  recommends  Rule  25, 
subsection  5,  be  stricken  and  in  place  thereof 
there  be  inserted   the  following: 

"Committee  on  Public  Health  to  consist  of 
five  member's  of  the  Council  to  which  shall 
be  referred  all  matters  concerning  public 
health   and   hospitals." 

3.  Rule  25,  subsection  12,  your  Committee 
recommends  that  the  words  "public  welfare" 
as   they  appear  be  stricken. 


4.  Your  Committee  recommends  that  Rule 
25  be  further  amended  by  adding  thereto  new 
subsection    15   to   read  as   follows: 

"A  committee  on  Public  Welfare  to  consist 
of  five  members  of  the  Council  to  whom  shall 
be  referred  all  matters  concerning  public  wel- 
fare." 

As  to  the  other  matter  which  was  referred 
to  your  temporary  committee,  the  question 
of  the  drafting  of  rules  to  govern  the  con- 
duet  of  hearings,  investigation  indicates  that 
this  is  not  the  practice  in  parliamentary 
bodies  of  long  standing.  Your  Committee 
recommends  that  this  matter  be  handled  by 
way  of  quiet  and  informal  understanding  be- 
tween the  President  of  the  Council  and  the 
chairmen  of  the  various  committees  whom 
he  shall  see  fit  to  appoint.

RULES  OF  THE  CITY  COUNCIL 
1966-1967 
Rule  1.  Unless  otherwise  ordered  from 
time  to  time,  and  except  on  holidays,  the 
regular  meeting  of  the  city  council  shall  be 
held  on  every  Monday  at  two  o'clock  P.M. 
Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  presi- 
dent at  his  discretion,  and  by  the  city  clerk 
for  the  purpose  only  of  drawing  jurors.  No 
special  meeting  of  the  city  council,  except 
to  draw  jurors  shall  be  called,  except  with 
the  consent  of  all  the  members,  upon  less 
notice  than  twenty-four  hours  from  the  time 
the  notices  are  mailed  or  dispatched  by  spe- 
cial   messenger. 

Quorum. 

Rule  2.  A  quorum  of  the  city  council  shall 
consist  of  five  members.  If,  at  the  time 
any  meeting  is  called  to  order,  or  if,  during 
a  meeting,  on  a  vote  on  the  adoption  of  a 
motion  or  order,  a  roll  call  shows  less  than 
a  quorum  present,  the  president  may  declare 
a  recess  of  not  more  than  ten  minutes,  after 
which  time,  if  a  quorum  is  not  present,  the 
meeting  shall  be  adjourned.  If,  on  the  ques- 
tion of  lack  of  a  quorum  a  roll  call  shows 
less  than  a  quorum  present,  the  president 
shall    declare   the    meeting    adjourned. 

President. 
Rule  3.  The  president  of  the  council  shall 
take  the  chair  at  the  hour  to  which  the  coun- 
cil shall  have  adjourned  and  shall  call  the 
members  to  order,  and  a  quorum  being  pres- 
ent, shall  proceed  with  the  regular  order  of 
business.  In  the  absence  of  the  president 
the  senior  member  by  age  present  shall  pre- 
side as  temporary  president,  or  until  a  pre- 
siding   officer    is    chosen. 

Rule  4.  The  president  shall  preserve  de- 
corum and  order,  may  speak  to  points  of  or- 
der in  preference  to  other  members  and  shall 
decide  all  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an 
appeal.  Any  member  may  appeal  from  the 
decision  of  the  chair,  but  no  appeal  shall  be 
considered  unless  properly  seconded.  No  other 
business,  except  a  motion  to  adjourn  or  to 
lay  on  the  table,  shall  be  in  order  until  the 
question   on   appeal   has   been   decided. 

The   question    shall    be   put   as    follows: 

"Shall  the  decision  of  the  chair  stand  as 
the  judgment  of  the  council?"  The  vote 
shall  be  by  a  roll  call,  and  it  shall  be  decided 
in  the  affirmative  unless  a  majority  of  the 
votes   are  to   the  contrary. 

The  president  may,  at  any  time,  during 
debate  or  otherwise,  declare  a  recess  for 
not  more  than  ten  minutes,  and  such  ac- 
tion shall  not  be  subject  to  appeal,  nor  shall 
any  motions  apply  thereto. 

Rule  5.  The  president  shall  propound  all 
motions  in  the  order  in  which  they  are 
moved,  unless  the  subsequent  motion  shall  be 
previous  in  its  nature,  except  that  in  naming 
sums  and  fixing  times,  the  largest  sum  and 
the   longest   time   shall   be  put   first. 

Rule  6.  The  president  shall,  at  the  re- 
quest of  any  member,  make  a  division  of  a 
question   when   the   sense  will   admit   of   it. 
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Rule  7.  The  president  shall,  without  de- 
bate, decide  all  questions  relating  to  priority 
of   business    to    be   acted    upon. 

Rule  8.  The  president  shall  declare  all 
votes;  but  if  any  member  doubts  a  vote,  the 
president  shall  cause  a  rising  vote  to  be  taken, 
and,  when  two  members  so  request,  shall 
cause  the  vote  to  be  taken  or  verified  by  yeas 
and   nays. 

Rule  9.  The  president  shall  appoint  all 
committees,  fill  all  vacancies  therein,  and 
designate  the  rank  of   the  members   thereof. 

Rule  10.  When  the  president  of  the  coun- 
cil or  the  president  pro  tempore  shall  desire 
to  vacate  the  chaiir  he  may  call  any  member 
to  it;  but  such  substitution  shall  not  con- 
tinue beyond  an   adjournment. 

Motions 

Rule  11.  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced 
to  writing  if  the  president  shall   so   direct. 

Rule  12.  A  motion  to  strike  out  and  in- 
sert shall  be  deemed  indivisible;  but  a  motion 
to  strike  out  being  lost  shall  not  preclude 
amendment,  or  a  motion  to  strike  out  and 
insert. 

Rule  13.  No  motion  or  proposition  of  a 
subject  different  from  that  under  considera- 
tion shall  be  admitted  under  color  of  amend- 
ment. 

Any  motion,  order  or  resolution  which  in 
the  opinion  of  the  presiding  officer  does  not 
have  a  direct  bearing  on  the  business  of  the 
council  shall  be  referred  without  debate  to 
the  committee  on  rules  and  shall  not  be  fur- 
ther considered  by  the  council  except  upon 
report  by  that  committee.  There  shall  be 
no  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  chair 
hereunder,  and  this  rule  shall  not  be  subject 
to  suspension.  No  motion  shall  apply,  nor 
shall  unanimous  consent  to  speak  on  the  mat- 
ter so   referred  be  in   order. 

The  committee  on  rules  may  report  that 
any  motion,  order  or  resolution  so  referred 
to  it  is  out  of  order  because  not  having  a 
direct  bearing  on  the  business  of  the  council, 
and  its  report  shall  be  a  final  disposition 
of  the  matter,  subject  to  an  appeal  which 
shall  be  governed  by  the  same  provisions  as 
those  governing  appeals  from  rulings  of  the 
presiding   officer. 

Rule  14.  When  a  petition,  order  or  reso- 
lution relates  to  a  subject  which  may  proper- 
ly be  examined  and  reported  upon  by  an 
existing  committee  of  the  city  council,  such 
order  or  resolution  shall,  upon  presentation, 
be  referred  to  such  committee.  When  a  mo- 
tion is  made  to  refer  any  subject,  and  differ- 
ent committees  are  proposed,  the  motions 
shall  be  put  in  the  following  order: 

1.  To    a    standing    committee    of     the 
council. 

2.  To     a     special     committee     of     the 
council. 

Any  member  offering  a  motion,  order  or 
resolution,  which  is  referred  to  a  committee, 
shall  be  given  a  hearing  on  the  same  by  the 
committee  before  a  report  is  made  thereon, 
provided  he  so  requests  at  the  time  of  offering 
the  order  or  before  final  action  by  the  com- 
mittee. 

If,  after  thirty  days,  a  matter  referred  to  a 
committee  other  than  a  committee  of  all  the 
members  is  not  reported  upon,  it  may  be 
recalled  by  a  standing  vote  of  three  members 
of  the  city  council. 

If,  within  thirty  days,  a  matter  referred 
to  a  committee  other  than  a  committee  of 
all  the  members  is  not  reported  upon,  it  may 
be  recalled  by  a  majority  vote  of  all  the 
members. 

If,  after  sixty  days,  a  matter  referred  to  a 
committee  is  not  reported  upon,  any  member 
may  recall  such  matter  from  the  committee, 
and  such  matter  shall  not  again  be  committed 
to  any  committee  other  than  the  executive 
committee. 

The  provisions  of  this  rule  shall  not  apply 
to  matters  referred  to  the  rules  committee 
under  Rule  13,  and  such  matters  shall  not  be 
considered  except  upon  report  by  that  com- 
mittee. 


Rule  15.  After  a  motion  has  been  put  by 
the  president  it  shall  not  be  withdrawn  except 
by  unanimous   consent. 

Rule  16.  When  a  question  is  under  debate 
the  following  motions  only  shall  be  enter- 
tained, and  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order 
in   which   they   stand   arranged: 

1.  To  adjourn. 

2.  To    lay    on    the    table. 

3.  The  previous   question. 

4.  To   close   debate   at  a   specified   time. 

5.  To  postpone  to  a  day  certain. 

6.  To    commit. 
1.     To    amend. 

8.  To  postpone  indefinitely. 
Rule  17.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  be  in 
order  at  any  time,  except  on  an  immediate 
repetition  or  pending  a  verification  of  a  vote; 
and  that  motion,  the  motion  to  lay  on  the 
table,  the  motion  to  take  from  the  table, 
and  the  motion  for  the  previous  question, 
shall   be  decided   without  debate. 

Readings 

Rule  18.  Every  ordinance,  order  and  resolu- 
tion, unless  reported  upon  by  a  committee  or 
rejected,  shall  have  two  several  readings,  both 
of  which  may  take  place  at  the  same  session 
unless  objection  is  made,  provided,  however, 
that  all  orders  for  the  expenditure  of  moneys, 
unless  reported  upon  by  a  committee  of  the 
council,  shall  lie  over  for  one  week  before 
final  action  thereon.  AVhenever  the  second 
reading  immediately  follows  the  first  reading, 
the  document  may  be  read  by  its  title  only. 
All  orders  releasing  rights  or  easements  in 
or  restrictions  on  land,  all  orders  for  the  sale 
of  land  other  than  school  lands,  all  appropria- 
tions for  the  puirchase  of  land  other  than  for 
school  purposes  and  all  loans  voted  by  the 
city  council  shall  require  a  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  all  the  members  of  the  city  council,  and 
shall  be  passed  only  after  two  separate  read- 
ings and  by  two  separate  votes,  the  second 
of  said  readings  and  votes  to  be  had  not  less 
than  fourteen  days  after  the  first,  except  in 
cases  in  which  a  shorter  period  is  authorized 
by  law.  Any  order  rescinding  an  order  for 
any  of  the  foregoing  purposes  shall  require 
the  same  number  of  readings  and  of  votes  as 
was  required  for  the  passage  of  the  original 
order. 

Reconsideration 

Rule  19.  When  a  vote  has  been  taken  any 
member  may  move  a  reconsideration  thereof 
at  the  same  meeting.  Debate  on  motions  to 
reconsider  shall  be  limited  to  twenty  minutes, 
and  no  member  shall  occupy  more  than  four 
minutes,  but  on  a  vote  upon  any  subsidiary 
or  incidental  question,  debate  shall  be  limited 
to  ten  minutes,  and  no  member  shall  occupy 
more   than   two   minutes. 

Rule  20.     When  a  motion  to  reconsider  has 
been  decided,  that  decision  shall   not  be  recon- 
sidered,  and  no  question   shall   be  twice   recon- 
sidered  unless   it   has   been   amended   after   the 
reconsideration;    nor   shall    any   reconsideration 
be   had   upon   the   following   motions: 
To  adjourn. 
The  previous   question. 
To  lay  on  the  table. 
To  take  from  the  table. 
To  close  debate  at  a  specified  time. 
A  motion  to  reconsider  may  be  laid  on  the 
table  or  postponed  indefinitely,  and  the  effect 
of  such  action  in  either  case  shall  be  to  defeat 
the  motion  to  reconsider. 

Conduct  op  Members 

Rule  21.  Every  member  when  about  to 
speak  shall  rise,  address  the  chair,  and  wait 
until  he  is  recognized,  and,  in  speaking,  shall 
refrain  from  mentioning  any  other  member 
by  name,  shall  confine  himself  to  the  question, 
shall  not  use  unbecoming,  abusive,  or  un- 
parliamentary language,  and  shall  avoid  per- 
sonalities. Any  member  who,  in  debate  or 
otherwise,  indulges  in  personalities  or  makes 
charges  reflecting  upon  the  character  of  an- 
other member,  shall  make  an  apology  in  open 
session    at   the   meeting   at   which   the   offence 
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is  committed  or  at  the  next  succeeding  regular 
meeting  and,  failing  to  do  so,  shall  be  named 
by  the  president  or  held  in  contempt  and 
suspended  from  further  participation  in  debate 
until  said  apology  is  made. 

Rule  22.  No  member  shall  speak  more 
than  once  on  a  question  when  another  member 
who  has  not  spoken  claims  the  floor,  and  no 
member  speaking  shall,  without  his  consent, 
be  interrupted  by  another,  except  upon  a  point 
of   order. 

RuiE  23.  No  member  shall  be  permitted  to 
vote  on  any  question,  or  to  serve  on  any 
committee,  where  his  private  right  is  im- 
mediately concerned,  distinct  from  the  public 
interest. 

Rule  24.  Every  member  who  shall  be 
present  when  a  question  is  put,  unless  he  is 
excluded  by  interest,  shall  give  his  vote  in 
the  affirmative  or  negative  or  shall  respond 
"present,"  unless  the  council  for  special 
reason    shall    excuse    him    from    voting. 

Standing   Committees 

Rule  25.  The  following  standing  committees 
of  the  council,  and  all  other  committees,  unless 
specially  directed  by  the  council,  shall  be  ap- 
pointed  by   the  president: 

1.  A  committee,  to  be  known  as  the 
Executive  Committee,  to  consist  of  all  the 
members    of    the    council. 

2.  A  committee  on  Appropriations  and 
Finance,  to  consist  of  seven  members  of  the 
council,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  such  ap- 
propriation orders  as  may  be  submitted  to 
the  council  from  time  to  time,  and  all  applica- 
tions  for   expenditure   which   involve  a   loan. 

3.  A  committee  on  Claims,  to  consist  of 
five  members  of  the  council,  to  whom  shall  be 
referred  all  claims  against  the  city  arising 
from  the  act  or  neglect  of  any  of  its  depart- 
ments. They  shall  report  annually  an  account 
of  the  claims  awarded  or  approved  by  them, 
and  the  amount  of  money  awarded  or  paid 
in    settlements    thereof. 

4.  A  committee  on  Confirmations,  to  consist 
of  five  members  of  the  council,  to  whom  shall 
be  referred  all  appointments  which  are  re- 
quired   to   be   confirmed    by    the    council. 

5.  A  committee  on  Public  Health  and 
Hospitals,  to  consist  of  five  members  of  the 
council,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  all  matters 
concerning    public    health    and    hospitals. 

6.  A  committee  on  Inspection  of  Prisons, 
to  consist  of   five  members   of  the  council. 

7.  A  committee  on  Legislative  Matters,  to 
consist  of  five  members  of  the  council,  who 
shall,  unless  otherwise  ordered,  appear  before 
the  committees  of  the  General  Court  and 
represent  the  interest  of  the  city;  provided, 
said  committee  shall  not  appear  unless  au- 
thorized by  vote  of  the  city  council  and  shall 
not,  unless  directed  so  to  do  by  the  city 
council,  oppose  any  legislation  petitioned  for 
by    the    preceding   city    council. 

8.  A  committee  on  Licenses,  to  consist  of 
five  members  of  the  council,  to  whom  shall 
be  referred  all  petitions  for  licenses  and  per- 
mits. 

9.  A  committee  on  Ordinances,  to  consist 
of  five  members  of  the  council,  to  whom  shall 
be  referred  all  ordinances  or  orders  concern- 
ing  ordinances. 

10.  A  committee  on  Public  Housing,  to 
consist  of  five  members  of  the  council,  to 
whom  shall  be  referred  all  matters  concerning 
public  housing. 

11.  A  committee  on  Public  Lands,  to  con- 
sist of  five  members  of  the  council,  to  whom 
shall  be  referred  all  matters  relating  to  pub- 
lic lands. 

12.  A  committee  on  Public  Services,  to 
consist  of  five  members  of  the  council,  to 
whom  shall  be  referred  all  matters  concern- 
ing public  safety,  public  works,  parks,  play- 
grounds   and   recreation. 

13.  A  committee  on  Rules,  to  consist  of 
five  members  of  the  council,  to  consider  all 
mattei's  concerning  the  rules,  and  to  whom 
shall  be  referred  all  resolutions  expressing 
opinions,  principles,  facts  or  purposes. 


14.  A  committee  on  Urban  Renewal,  to 
consist  of  all  the  members  of  the  council,  to 
whom  shall  be  referred  all  matters  concerning 
urban  redevelopment,  rehabilitation  and  re- 
newal. 

15.  A  committee  on  Public  Welfare,  to 
consist  of  five  members  of  the  council,  to 
whom  shall  be  referred  all  matters  concerning 
public   welfare. 

Order  of  Business 

Rule  26.  At  every  regular  meeting  of  the 
council  the  order  of  business  shall  be  as 
follows : 

1.  Communications  from  his  honor  the 
mayor. 

2.  Presentation  of  petitions,  memorials  and 
remonstrances. 

3.  Reports   of  city   officers,   etc. 

4.  Unfinished  business  of  preceding  meet- 
ings. 

5.  Reports  of  committees. 

6.  Motions,    orders    and    resolutions. 

Spectators 

Rule  27.  No  person,  except  a  member  of 
the  council,  shall,  at  any  time,  be  permitted 
to  occupy  the  seat,  in  the  council  chamber, 
of  any  member  of  the  council.  The  city 
messenger    shall     enforce    this     rule. 

Rule  28.  No  person,  excepting  officials 
connected  with  the  city  council,  and  duly 
assigned  reporters  of  the  daily  newspapers, 
shall  be  allowed  in  the  anterooms  or  upon 
the  floor  of  the  council  chamber  while  the 
council  is  in  session.  Spectators  will  be 
allowed  in  the  gallery  of  the  council  chamber 
when  the  council  is  in  session,  and  no  one 
will  be  admitted  to  said  gallery  after  the 
seats  are  occupied.  No  demonstrations  of 
approval  or  disapproval  from  the  spectators 
shall  be  permitted,  and  if  such  demonstrations 
are  made  the  gallery  will  be  cleared.  The 
city   messenger   shall   enforce  this   rule. 

Burial  Grounds 

Rule  29.  No  permission  for  the  use  of 
land  for  the  purpose  of  burial  shall  be  granted 
until  a  public  hearing  shall  have  been  given 
by  the  executive  committee  of  the  city  council 
on  the  application  for  such  permission,  after 
due  notice  has  been  given  abutters. 

Committee  Meetings 

Rule  30.  No  meeting  of  any  committee 
shall,  without  the  consent  of  all  the  members 
thereof,  be  called  upon  less  notice  than  twenty- 
four  hours  from  the  time  the  clerk  shall  have 
mailed  the  notices  or  dispatched  them  by 
special  messenger,  provided,  however,  that 
meetings  of  the  executive  committee  may  be 
held  in  the  recess  period  of  any  meeting  of 
the  council  without  such  consent  or  notice. 
No  committee,  unless  authorized  by  an  order 
of  the  city  council,  shall  incur  any  expense. 
No  committee  meetings  shall  be  called  later 
than  one  hour  immediately  preceding  the 
time  set  for  any  regular  meeting  of  the  city 
council,  nor  shall  any  committee  remain  in 
session  later  than  the  hour  named  for  any 
such    regular    meeting. 

The  clerk  of  committees  shall  mail  notices 
of  all  committee  meetings  to  all  the  members 
of  the  council. 

Form  op  Votes 

Rule  31.  In  all  votes  the  form  of  expres- 
sion shall  be  "Ordered"  for  everything  by 
way  of  command,  and  the  form  shall  be 
"Resolved"  for  everything  expressing  opinions, 
principles,    facts    or   purposes. 

Transfers 

Rule  32.  Every  application  for  an  appro- 
priation to  be  provided  for  by  transfer  shall 
be  referred  to  the  executive  committee,  un- 
less otherwise  ordered,  and  no  such  appro- 
priation shall  be  made  until  the  said  com- 
mittee    has     reported     thereon. 
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Use   op   Rooms   on    Council   Floor 

Rule  33.  No  person  except  members  and 
officers  of  the  city  council  and  regularly  as- 
signed city  hall  reporters  shall  be  admitted 
at  any  time  to  the  president's  room,  the  per- 
sonal offices  of  the  councillors,  executive  com- 
mittee room  or  council  chamber,  except  when 
invited  on  official  business  or  accompanied 
by    a    member    of    the    council. 

Confirmation    of  Appointments 

Rule  34.  The  question  of  confirming 
appointments  by  the  mayor  shall  be  decided 
by  a  yes  and  no  ballot,  if  requested  by  one 
member    or    directed    by    the    presiding    officer. 

Amendment  and  Suspension 

Rule  35.  The  foregoing  rules  shall  not 
be  altered,  amended,  suspended  or  repealed 
at  any  time,  except  by  the  votes  of  two-thirds 
of   all   the   members    of   the   city    council. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  rules 
were   adopted,    yeas    9.

General  Rule  15  reads  as  follows:

Justices 
Ordered,  That,  effective  April  1,  1966,  there  be 
added  to  the  General  Rules  after  Rule  14  the  fol- 
lowing Rule  15: 

15. 

DEPOSITIONS  AND  DISCOVERY 
Section  1.  Depositions  Pending  Action. 
(a)  When  depositions  may  be  taken.  Any 
party  to  an  original  civil  proceeding  pending  in  the 
supreme  judicial  court,  or  to  a  civil  proceeding 
pending  in  the  superior  court,  land  court,  or  the 
probate  courts,  may  take  the  testimony  of  any 
person,  including  a  party,  by  deposition  upon  oral 
examination  for  the  purpose  of  discovery  or  for 
use  as  evidence  or  for  both  purposes.  After  ser- 
vice of  process  the  deposition  may  be  taken  with- 
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out  leave  of  court  except  that  leave,  granted  with 
or  without  notice,  must  be  obtained  if  notice  of 
the  taking  is  served  by  the  plaintiff  prior  to  the 
time  allowed  the  defendant  for  appearance;  or 
where  in  an  action  at  law  there  is  no  reasonable 
likelihood  that  recovery  will  exceed  five  thousand 
dollars  if  the  plaintiff  prevails;  or  in  a  creditor's 
bill  in  equity  the  claim  does  not  exceed  five  thou- 
sand dollars;  or  in  an  action  at  law  there  has  been  a 
trial  in  a  district  court  before  transfer;  or  in  an 
action  at  law  there  has  been  a  hearing  before  an 
auditor;  or  in  proceedings  for  the  custody  of 
minor  children,  or  in  libels  for  divorce  or  for 
affirming  or  annulling  marriage,  or  for  separate 
support,  or  in  any  like  proceeding.  The  attendance 
of  witnesses  may  be  compelled  bv  the  use  of  sum- 
mons or  subpoena  as  provided  by  Section  4  (a). 
The  deposition  of  a  person  confined  in  prison  may 
be  taken  only  by  leave  of  court  on  such  terms  as 
the  court  prescribes. 

(b)  Scope  of  Examination.  Unless  otherwise 
ordered  by  the  court  as  provided  by  Section  4  (b) 
or  (d),  the  deponent  may  be  examined  regarding 
any  matter,  not  privileged,  which  is  relevant  to 
the  subject  matter  involved  in  the  pending  pro- 
ceeding, whether  it  relates  to  the  claim  or  defense 
of  the  examining  party  or  to  the  claim  or  defense 
of  any  other  party,  including  the  existence,  de- 
scription, nature,  custody,  condition  and  location 
of  any  books,  documents,  or  other  tangible  things 
and  the  identity  and  location  of  persons  having 
knowledge  of  relevant  facts.  It  is  not  ground  for 
objection  that  the  testimony  will  be  inadmissible 
at  the  trial  if  the  testimony  sought  appears  reason- 
ably calculated  to  lead  to  the  discovery  of  ad- 
missible evidence.  The  party  taking  the  deposition 
shall  not  require  the  production  or  submission  for 
inspection  of  any  writing,  plan,  recording,  model, 
photograph,  or  other  thing  prepared  by  or  for  the 
adverse  party,  his  attorney,  surety,  indemnitor, 
or  agent  in  anticipation  of  litigation  or  in  prepara- 
tion for  trial  unless  the  court  otherwise  orders  on 
the  ground  that  a  denial  of  production  or  inspection 
will  result  in  an  injustice  or  undue  hardship;  nor 
shall  the  deponent  be  required  to  produce  or  sub- 
mit for  inspection  any  part  of  a  writing  which 
reflects  an  attorney's  mental  impressions,  con- 
clusions, opinions,  or  legal  theories,  or,  except  as 
provided  in  Section  7  (b)  the  conclusions  of  an 
expert.  The  deponent  may  not  be  examined  on 
or  be  required  to  produce  for  inspection  any 
liability  insurance  policy  or  indemnity  agreement 
unless  such  policy  or  agreement  would  be  admis- 
sible in  evidence  at  the  trial  of  the  action. 

(c)  Examination  and  Cross-Examination.  Ex- 
amination and  cross-examination  of  deponents 
may  proceed  as  permitted  at  trial  in  the  court 
where  the  proceeding  is  pending. 

(d)  Use  of  Depositions.  At  the  trial  or  upon 
the  hearing  of  a  motion  or  an  interlocutory  pro- 
ceeding, any  part  or  all  of  a  deposition,  so  far  as 
admissible  under  the  rules  of  evidence,  may  be 
used  against  any  party  who  was  present  or  repre- 
sented at  the  taking  of  the  deposition  or  who  had 
due  notice  thereof,  in  accordance  with  any  one  of 
the  following  provisions: 

(1)  Any  deposition  may  be  used  by  any  party 
for  the  purpose  of  contradicting  or  impeaching  the 
testimony  or  deponent  as  a  witness. 

(2)  The  deposition  of  a  party  or  of  any  one  who 
at  the  time  of  taking  the  deposition  was  an  officer, 
director  or  managing  agent  of  a  public  or  private 
corporation  which  is  a  party  may  be  used  by  an 
adverse  party  for  any  purpose. 

(3)  The  deposition  of  a  witness,  whether  or  not 
a  party,  may  be  used  by  any  party  for  any  purpose 
if  the  court  finds;  (I)  that  the  witness  is  dead;  or 
(ii)  that  the  witness  is  out  of  the  state,  unless  it 
appears  that  the  absence  of  the  witness  was  pro- 
cured by  the  party  offering  the  deposition;  or 
(iii)  that  the  witness  is  unable  to  attend  or  testify 
because  of  age,  sickness,  infirmity,  or  imprison- 
ment; or  (iv)  that  the  party  offering  the  deposition 
has  been  unable  to  procure  the  attendance  of  the 
witness  by  subpoena;  or  (v)  upon  application  and 
notice,  that  such  exceptional  circumstances  exist 
as  to  make  it  desirable,  in  the  interest  of  justice 
and  with  due  regard  to  the  importance  of  present- 
ing the  testimony  of  witnesses  orally  in  open  court, 
to  allow  the  deposition  to  be  used. 

(4)  If  only  part  of  a  deposition  is  offered  in 
evidence  by  a  party,  an  adverse  party  may  require 
him  to  introduce  all  of  it  which  is  relevant  to  the 
part  introduced,  and  any  party  may  introduce  any 
other  parts.  Substitution  of  parties  does  not  affect 
the  right  to  use  depositions  previously  taken;  and, 
when  a   proceeding   in  any   court  of   the   United 


States  or  of  any  state  has  been  dismissed  and  an- 
other proceeding  involving  the  same  subject  matter 
is  afterward  brought  between  the  same  parties  or 
their  representatives  or  successors  in  interest,  all 
depositions  lawfully  taken  and  duly  filed  in  the 
former  proceeding  may  be  used  in  the  latter  as  if 
originally  taken  therefor. 

(e)  Objections  to  Admissibility.  Subject  to 
the  provisions  of  sections  2  (b)  and  5  (c),  objections 
may  be  made  at  the  trial  or  hearing  to  receiving  in 
evidence  any  deposition  or  part  thereof  for  any 
reason  which  would  require  the  exclusion  of  the 
evidence  if  the  witness  were  then  present  and 
testifying. 

(f)  Effect  of  Taking  or  Using  Depositions.  A 
party  shall  not  be  deemed  to  make  a  person  his 
own  witness  foi  any  purpose  bv  taking  his  deposi- 
tion. The  introduction  in  evidence  of  the  deposi- 
tion or  any  part  thereof  for  any  purpose  other  than 
that  of  contradicting  or  impeaching  the  deponent 
makes  the  deponent  the  witness  of  the  party  intro- 
ducing the  deposition,  but  this  shall  not  apply  to 
the  use  by  an  adverse  party  of  a  deposition  as 
described  in  paragraph  (2)  of  subsection  (d)  of  this 
section.  At  the  trial  or  hearing  any  party  may 
rebut  any  relevant  evidence  contained  in  a  deposi- 
tion whether  introduced  by  him  or  by  any  other 
party. 

Section  2.  Persons  Before  Whom  Depositions 
May  be  Taken. 

(a)  Within  the  Commonwealth.  Within  the 
Commonwealth  depositions  shall  be  taken  before 
an  officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths  by  the 
laws  of  the  Commonwealth  or  the  United  States, 
or  before  a  person  appointed  by  the  Court,  in 
which  the  proceeding  is  pending.  A  person  so 
appointed  has  the  power  to  administer  oaths  and 
take  testimony. 

(b)  Outside  the  Commonwealth.  Within  an- 
other state,  or  within  a  territory  or  insular  posses- 
sion subject  to  the  dominion  of  the  United  States, 
or  in  a  foreign  country,  depositions  may  be  taken 
(1)  on  notice  before  a  person  authorized  to  ad- 
minister oaths  in  the  place  in  which  the  examina- 
tion is  held,  whether  by  the  law  thereof  or  by  the 
law  of  the  United  States,  or  (2)  before  a  person 
commissioned  by  the  court,  and  a  person  so  com- 
missioned shall  have  the  power  by  virtue  of  his 
commission  to  administer  any  necessary  oath  and 
take  testimony,  or  (3)  pursuant  to  a  letter  rogatory. 
A  commission  or  a  letter  rogatory  shall  be  issued 
on  application  and  notice  and  on  terms  that  are 
just  and  appropriate.  It  is  not  requisite  to  the 
issuance  of  a  commission  or  a  letter  rogatory  that 
the  taking  of  the  deposition  in  any  other  manner 
is  impracticable  or  inconvenient;  and  both  a  com- 
mission and  a  letter  rogatory  may  be  issued  in 
proper  cases.  A  notice  or  commission  may  desig- 
nate the  person  before  whom  the  deposition  is  to 
be  taken  either  by  name  or  descriptive  title.  A 
letter  rogatory  may  be  addressed  "To  the  Ap- 
propriate Authority  in  [here  name  the  state,  ter- 
ritory, or  country]."  Evidence  obtained  in  a 
foreign  country  in  response  to  a  letter  rogatory 
need  not  be  excluded  merely  for  the  reason  that  it 
is  not  verbatim  transcript  or  that  the  testimony 
was  not  taken  under  oath  or  for  any  similar  de- 
parture from  the  requirements  for  depositions 
taken  within  the  United  States  under  these  rules. 

(c)  Disqualification  for  Interest.  No  deposition 
shall  be  taken  before  a  person  who  is  a  relative  or 
employee  or  attorney  or  counsel  of  any  of  the 
parties,  or  is  a  relative  or  employee  or  partner  or 
associate  of  such  attorney  or  counsel,  or  is  finan- 
cially interested  in  the  proceeding. 

Section  3.  Stipulations  Regarding  the  Taking 
of  Depositions. 

If  the  parties  so  stipulate  in  writing,  depositions 
may  be  taken  before  any  person,  at  any  time  or 
place,  upon  any  notice,  and  in  any  manner  and 
when  so  taken  may  be  used  like  a.ny  other  deposi- 
tions. 

Section  4.  Procedures  for  Depositions  Upon 
Oral  Examination. 

(a)  Notice  of  Examination:  Time  and  Place. 
A  party  desiring  to  take  the  deposition  of  any  per- 
son upon  oral  examination,  at  least  seven  days 
before  the  time  of  the  taking  of  the  deposition, 
shall  give  notice  in  writing  to  every  other  party 
to  the  proceeding  and  file  a  copy  of  the  notice  in 
court  in  the  proceeding.  The  notice  shall  state 
the  time  and  place  for  taking  the  deposition  and  the 
name  and  address  of  each  person  to  be  examined, 
if  known,  and,  if  the  name  is  not  known,  a  general 
description  sufficient  to  identify  him  or  the  par- 
ticular class  or  group  to  which  he  belongs.  On 
motion  of  any  party  to  the  proceeding,  the  court 
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may  for  cause  shown  enlarge  or  shorten  the  time. 
A  resident  of  the  commonwealth  shall  not  be  re- 
quired by  subpoena  to  travel  a  distance  of  more 
than  fifty  miles  from  his  place  of  residence  or  from 
his  place  of  business  or  employment,  unless  the 
court  otherwise  orders.  A  nonresident  of  the 
commonwealth  may  be  required  by  subpoena  to 
attend  only  within  fifty  miles  from  the  place 
within  the  commonwealth  wherein  he  is  served 
with  a  subpoena,  or  at  such  other  convenient  place 
as  is  fixed  by  an  order  of  court.  The  court  may 
regulate  at  its  discretion  the  time,  place  and  order 
of  taking  depositions  as  shall  best  serve  the  con- 
venience of  the  parties  and  witnesses  and  the 
interests  of  justice. 

(b)  Orders  for  the  Protection  of  Parties  and 
Deponents.  After  notice  is  served  for  taking  a 
deposition  by  oral  examination,  upon  motion 
seasonably  made  by  any  party  or  by  the  person  to 
be  examined  and  upon  notice  and  for  good  cause 
shown,  the  court  in  which  the  proceeding  is  pend- 
ing may  make  an  order  that  the  deposition  shall 
not  be  taken,  or  that  it  may  be  taken  only  at  some 
designated  place  other  than  that  stated  in  the 
notice,  or  that  it  may  be  taken  only  on  written 
interrogatories,  or  that  certain  matters  shall  not  be 
inquired  into,  or  that  the  scope  of  the  examination 
shall  be  limited  to  certain  matters,  or  that  the 
examination  shall  be  held  with  no  one  present 
except  the  parties  to  the  proceeding  and  their 
officers  or  counsel,  or  that  the  deposition  be  sealed 
and  opened  only  by  order  of  the  court,  or  that 
secret  processes,  developments,  or  research  need 
not  be  disclosed,  or  that  the  parties  shall  simul- 
taneously file  specified  documents  or  information 
enclosed  in  sealed  envelopes  to  be  opened  as 
directed  by  the  court;  or  the  court  may  make 
any  other  order  which  justice  requires  to  protect 
the  party  or  witness  from  annoyance,  undue  ex- 
pense, embarrassment,  or  oppression.  The  court 
may  in  its  discretion  where  notice  is  given  of  the 
taking  of  depositions  outside  the  state  and  at 
great  distances  from  the  place  where  the  case  is  to 
be  tried,  require  the  party  taking  the  deposition  to 
pay  the  traveling  expenses  of  the  opposite  party 
and  of  his  attorney  where  their  attendance  is 
reasonably  necessary  at  the  taking  of  said  deposi- 
tion; and  where  it  appears  that  the  witness  whose 
deposition  is  sought  is  under  the  control  of  the 
party  taking  the  deposition,  the  court  may  require 
such  witnesses  to  be  brought  within  the  state  and 
his  deposition  taken  there.  The  power  of  the 
court  under  this  rule  shall  be  exercised  with  liber- 
ality toward  the  accomplishment  of  its  purpose 
to  protect  parties  and  witnesses. 

(c)  Record  of  Examination;  Oath;  Objections. 
The  officer  before  whom  the  deposition  is  to  be 
taken  shall  put  the  witness  on  oath  and  shall  per- 
sonally, or  by  someone  acting  under  his  direction 
and  in  his  presence,  record  the  testimony  of  the 
witness.  The  testimony  shall  be  taken  stenograph- 
ically  and  transcribed  unless  the  parties  agree 
otherwise.  The  cost  thereof  shall  be  borne  by  the 
party  taking  the  deposition,  except  that  the  court 
may  for  cause  shown  order  the  cost  of  stenographer 
or  transcription  equitably  apportioned  among  the 
parties.  All  objections  made  at  the  time  of  the 
examination  to  the  qualifications  of  the  officer 
taking  the  deposition,  or  to  the  manner  of  taking 
it,  or  to  the  evidence  presented,  or  to  the  conduct 
of  any  party,  and  any  other  obligation  to  the  pro- 
ceedings, shall  be  noted  by  the  officer  upon  the 
deposition.  Evidence  objected  to  shall  be  taken 
subject  to  the  objections.  In  lieu  of  participating 
in  the  oral  examination,  parties  may  transmit 
written  interrogatories  to  the  officer,  who  shall 
propound  them  to  the  witness  and  record  the 
answers  verbatim. 

(d)  Motion  to  Terminate  or  Limit  Examina- 
tion. At  any  time  during  the  taking  of  the  deposi- 
tion, on  motion  of  any  party  or  of  the  deponent 
and  upon  a  showing  that  the  examination  is  being 
conducted  in  bad  faith  or  in  such  manner  as  un- 
reasonably to  annoy,  embarrass,  oppress  the  de- 
ponent or  party,  any  justice  of  the  court  in  which 
the  action  is  pending  may  order  the  officer  con- 
ducting the  examination  to  cease  forthwith  from 
taking  the  deposition,  or  may  limit  the  scope  and 
manner  of  the  taking  of  the  deposition  as  provided 
in  subdivision  (b).  If  the  order  made  terminates 
the  examination,  it  shall  be  resumed  thereafter 
only  upon  the  order  of  the  court  in  which  the 
proceeding  is  pending.  Upon  demand  of  the 
objecting  party  or  deponent,  the  taking  of  the 
deposition  shall  be  suspended  for  the  time  neces- 
sary to  make  a  motion  for  an  order.  In  granting 
or  refusing  such  order  the  court  may  impose  upon 


either  party  or  upon  the  witness  the  requirement 
to  pay  such  costs  or  expenses  as  the  court  may 
deem  reasonable. 

(e)  Submission  to  Witness;  Changes;  Signing. 
When  the  testimony  is  fully  transcribed  the  deposi- 
tion shall  be  submitted  to  the  witness  for  examina- 
tion and  shall  be  read  to  or  by  him,  unless  such 
examination  and  reading  are  waived  by  the  witness 
and  by  the  parties.  Any  changes  in  form  or 
substance  which  the  witness  desires  to  make  shall 
be  entered  upon  the  deposition  by  the  officer  with 
a  statement  of  the  reasons  given  by  the  witness  for 
making  them.  The  deposition  shall  then  be  signed 
by  the  witness,  unless  the  parties  by  stipulation 
waive  the  signing  or  the  witness  is  ill  or  cannot  be 
found  or  refuses  to  sign.  If  the  deposition  is  not 
signed  by  the  witness,  the  officer  shall  sign  it  and 
state  on  the  record  the  fact  of  the  waiver  or  of  the 
illness  or  absence  of  the  witness  or  the  fact  of  the 
refusal  to  sign  together  with  the  reason,  if  any, 
given  therefor;  and  the  deposition  may  then  be 
used  as  fully  as  though  signed,  unless  on  a  motion 
to  suppress  under  section  5  (d)  the  court  holds 
that  the  reasons  given  for  the  refusal  to  sign 
require  rejection  of  the  deposition  in  whole  or 
in  part. 

(f)  Certification  and  Filing  by  Officer;  Copies; 
Notice  of  Filing. 

(1)  The  officer  shall  certify  on  the  deposition 
that  the  witness  was  duly  sworn  by  him  and  that 
the  deposition  is  a  true  record  of  the  testimony 
given  by  the  witness.  He  shall  then  securely  seal 
the  deposition  in  an  envelope  indorsed  with  the 
title  of  the  proceeding  and  marked  "Deposition 
of  [here  insert  name  of  witness] "  and  shall  promptly 
deliver  or  mail  it  to  the  clerk  of  the  court  in  which 
the  proceeding  is  pending.  The  parties  by  stipula- 
tion may  waive  transcription  and  filing  of  the 
deposition. 

(2)  Upon  payment  of  reasonable  charges 
therefor,  the  officer  shall  furnish  a  copy  of  the 
deposition  to  any  party  or  to  the  deponent. 

(3)  The  party  taking  the  deposition  shall  give 
prompt  notice  of  its  filing  to  all  other  parties. 

(4)  Upon  being  filed,  the  deposition  shall  be 
open  to  inspection  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the 
court. 

(g)  Failure  to  Attend  or  to  Serve  Summons  or 
Subpoena;  Expenses. 

(1)  If  the  party  giving  the  notice  of  the  taking 
of  a  deposition  fails  to  attend  and  proceed  there- 
with and  another  party  attends  in  person  or  by 
attorney  pursuant  to  the  notice,  the  court  may 
order  the  party  giving  the  notice  to  pay  to  such 
other  party  the  amount  of  the  reasonable  expenses 
incurred  by  him  and  his  attorney  in  so  attending, 
including  reasonable  attorney's  fees. 

(2)  If  the  party  giving  the  notice  of  the  taking 
of  a  deposition  of  a  witness  fails  to  serve  a  sum- 
mons or  subpoena  upon  him  and  the  witness  be- 
cause of  such  failure  does  not  attend,  and  if  an- 
other party  attends  in  person  or  by  attorney  be- 
cause he  expects  the  deposition  of  that  witness  to 
be  taken,  the  court  may  order  the  party  giving 
the  notice  to  pay  to  such  other  party  the  amount 
of  the  reasonable  expenses  incurred  by  him  and 
his  attorney  in  so  attending,  including  reasonable 
attorney's  fees. 

(h)  Engagements  of  Counsel.  The  engage- 
ment of  counsel  at  the  taking  of  a  deposition  sha  11 
be  recognized  to  the  extent  that  the  court  in  which 
the  proceeding  is  pending  shall  order  upon  applica- 
tion in  writing  to  the  court  not  less  than  three 
days  prior  to  the  time  for  the  taking  of  a  deposition. 

Section  5.  Effect  of  Errors  and  Irregularities  in 
Depositions. 

(a)  As  to  Notice.  All  errors  and  irregularities 
in  the  notice  for  taking  a  deposition  are  waived 
unless  written  objection  is  promptly  served  upon 
the  party  giving  the  notice. 

(b)  As  to  Disqualification  of  Officer.  Objec- 
tion to  taking  a  deposition  because  of  dis  lualifica- 
tion  of  the  officer  before  whom  it  is  to  be  taken 
is  waived  unless  made  before  the  taking  of  the 
deposition  begins  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  the  dis- 
qualification becomes  known  or  could  be  dis- 
covered with  reasonable  diligence. 

(c)  As  to  Taking  of  Deposition. 

(1)  Objections  to  the  competency  of  a  witness 
or  to  the  competency,  relevancy,  or  materiality  of 
testimony  are  not  waived  by  failure  to  make  them 
before  or  during  the  taking  of  the  deposition,  unless 
the  ground  of  the  objection  is  one  which  might 
have  been  obviated  or  removed  if  presented  at 
that  time. 
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(2)  Errors  and  irregularities  occurring  at  the 
oral  examination  in  the  manner  of  taking  the 
deposition,  in  the  form  of  the  questions  or  answers, 
in  the  oath  or  alfirmation,  or  in  the  conduct  of 
pai'ties  and  errors  of  any  kind  which  might  be 
obviated,  removed,  or  cured  if  promptly  presented, 
are  waived  unless  seasonable  objection  thereto  is 
made  at  the  taking  of  the  deposition. 

(d)  As  to  Completion  and  Return  of  Deposi- 
tion. Errors  and  irregularities  in  the  manner  in 
which  the  testimony  is  transcribed  or  the  deposition 
is  prepared,  signed,  certified,  sealed,  indorsed, 
transmitted,  filed,  or  otherwise  dealt  with  by  the 
officer  under  section  4  are  waived  unless  a  motion 
to  suppress  the  deposition  or  some  part  thereof  is 
made  with  reasonable  promptness  after  such 
defect  is,  or  with  due  diligence  might  have  been, 
ascertained. 

Section  6.  Discovery  and  Production  of  Docu- 
ments and  Things  for  Inspection,  Copying,  or 
Photographing. 

Upon  motion  of  any  party  showing  good  cause 
therefor  and  upon  notice  to  all  other  parties,  and 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  4  (b),  the  court 
may  (1)  order  any  party  to  produce  and  permit  the 
inspection  and  copying  or  photographing,  by  or 
on  behalf  of  the  moving  party,  of  any  designated 
documents,  papers,  books,  accounts,  letters,  photo- 
graphs, objects,  or  tangible  things,  not  privileged, 
which  constitute  or  contain  evidence  relating  to 
any  of  the  matters  within  the  scope  of  examination 
permitted  by  section  1  (b)  and  which  are  in  his 
possession,  custody,  or  control;  or  (2)  order  any 
party  to  permit  entry  upon  designated  land  or 
other  property  in  his  possession  or  control  for  the 
purpose  of  inspecting,  measuring,  surveying,  test- 
ing, or  photographing  the  property  or  any  desig- 
nated object  or  operation  thereon  within  the  scope 
of  examination  permitted  by  section  1  (b).  The 
order  shall  specify  the  time,  place,  and  manner  of 
making  the  inspection  and  taking  the  copies  and 
photographs  and  may  prescribe  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  are  just. 

Section  7.  Physical  and  Mental  Examination  of 
Persons. 

(a)  Order  for  Examination.  In  a  proceeding 
in  which  the  mental  or  physical  condition  of  a 
party  is  in  controversy,  or  may  affect  the  conduct 
of  the  proceedings,  the  court  in  which  the  proceed- 
ing is  pending  may  order  him  to  submit  to  a 
physical  or  mental  examination  by  a  physician. 
The  order  may  be  made  only  on  motion  for  good 
cause  shown  and  upon  notice  to  the  party  to  be 
examined  and  to  all  other  parties  and  shall  specify 
the  time,  place,  manner,  conditions,  and  scope  of 
the  examination  and  the  person  or  persons  by 
whom  it  is  to  be  made. 

(b)  Report  of  Findings. 

(1)  If  requested  by  the  person  examined,  the 
pai  ty  causing  the  examination  to  be  made  shall 
deliver  to  him  a  copy  of  a  detailed  written  report  of 
the  examining  physician  setting  out  his  findings 
and  conclusions.  After  such  request  and  delivery 
the  party  causing  the  examination  to  be  made 
shall  be  entitled  upon  request  to  receive  from  the 
party  examined  a  like  report  of  any  examination 
previously  or  thereafter  made,  of  the  same  mental 
or  physical  condition.  If  the  party  examined, 
refuses  to  deliver  such  report  the  court  on  motion 
and  notice  may  make  an  order  re  luiring  delivery 
on  such  terms  as  are  just,  and  if  a  physician  fails 
or  refuses  to  make  such  a  report  the  court  may 
exclude  his  testimony  if  offered  at  the  trial. 

(2)  By  requesting  and  obtaining  a  report  of  the 
examination  so  ordered  or  by  taking  the  deposition 
of  the  examiner,  the  party  examined  waives  any 
privilege  he  may  have  in  that  proceeding  or  any 
other  involving  the  same  controversy,  regarding 
the  testimony  of  every  other  person  who  has 
examined  or  may  thereafter  examine  him  in 
respect  of  the  same  mental  or  physical  condition. 

Section  8.  Refusal  to  Make  Discovery;  Con- 
sequences. 

(a)  Refusal  to  Answer.  If  a  party  or  other 
deponent  refuses  to  answer  any  question  pro- 
pounded upon  oral  examination,  the  examination 
shall  be  completed  on  other  matters  or  adjourned, 
as  the  proponent  of  the  question  may  prefer. 
Thereafter,  on  reasonable  notice  to  all  persons 
affected  thereby,  he  may  apply  to  the  court  for 
an  order  compelling  an  answer.  If  the  motion  is 
granted  and  if  the  court  finds  that  the  refusal  was 
without  substantial  justification  the  court  shall 
require  the  refusing  party  or  deponent  and  the 
party  or  attorney  advising  the  refusal  or  either  of 
them  to  pay  to  the  examining  party  the  amount 
of  the  reasonable  expenses  incurred  in  obtaining 


the  order,  including  reasonable  attorney's  fees.  If 
the  motion  is  denied  and  if  the  court  finds  that 
the  motion  was  made  without  substantial  justi- 
fication, the  court  shall  require  the  examining 
party  or  the  attorney  advising  the  motion  or  both 
of  them  to  pay  to  the  refusing  party  or  witness  the 
amount  of  the  reasonable  expenses  incurred  in 
opposing  the  motion,  including  reasonable  at- 
torney's fees. 

(b)  Failure  to  Comply  with  Order. 

(1)  Contempt.  If  a  party  or  other  witness 
refuses  to  be  sworn  or  refuses  to  answer  any 
question  after  being  directed  to  do  so  by  the 
court,  the  refusal  may  be  considered  a  contempt 
of  court. 

(2)  Other  Consequences.  If  any  party  or  an 
officer  or  managing  agent  of  a  party  refuses  to  obey 
an  order  made  under  subdivision  (a)  of  this  section 
requiring  .him  to  answer  designated  questions,  or 
an  order  made  under  section  6  to  produce  any 
document  or  other  thing  for  inspection,  copying, 
or  photographing  or  to  permit  it  to  be  done,  or 
to  permit  entry  upon  land  or  other  property,  or 
an  order  under  section  7  requiring  him  to  submit 
to  a  physical  or  mental  examination,  the  court 
may  make  such  orders  in  regard  to  the  refusal  as 
are  just,  and  among  others  the  following: 

(i)  An  order  that  the  matters  regarding  which 
the  questions  were  asked,  or  the  character  or  de- 
scription of  the  thing  or  land,  or  the  contents  of 
the  paper,  or  the  physical  or  mental  condition  of 
the  party,  or  any  other  designated  facts  shall  be 
taken  to  be  established  for  the  purposes  of  the 
proceeding  in  accordance  wTith  the  claim  of  the 
party  obtaining  the  order; 

(ii)  An  order  refusing  to  allow  the  disobedient 
party  to  support  or  oppose  designated  claims  or 
defenses,  or  prohibiting  him  from  introducing  in 
evidence  designated  documents  or  things  or  items 
of  testimony,  or  from  introducing  evidence  of 
physical  or  mental  condition; 

(iii)  An  order  striking  out  pleadings  or  parts 
thereof,  or  staying  further  proceedings  until  the 
order  is  obeyed,  or  dismissing  the  proceeding  or  any 
part  thereof,  or  rendering  a  judgment  by  default 
against  the  disobedient  party; 

(iv)  In  lieu  of  any  of  the  foregoing  orders  or  in 
addition  thereto,  an  order  directing  the  arrest  of 
any  party  or  agent  of  a  party  for  disobeying  am 
of  such  orders  except  an  order  to  submit  to  a 
physical  or  mental  examination. 

(c)  Failure  of  a  Party  to  Attend  or  Serve 
Answers.  If  a  party  or  an  officer  or  managing 
agent  of  a  party  wilfully  fails  to  appear  before  the 
officer  who  is  to  take  his  deposition,  after  being 
served  with  a  proper  notice,  the  court  on  motion 
and  notice  may  strike  out  all  or  any  part  of  any 
pleading  of  that  party,  or  dismiss  the  proceedings 
or  any  part  thereof,  or  enter  a  judgment  by  default 
against  that  party. 

(d)  Expenses  Against  the  Commonwealth. 
Expenses  and  attorney's  fees  are  not  to  be  im 
posed  upon  the  Commonwealth  under  this  section. 

Section  9.     Costs  on  Depositions. 

The  taxing  of  costs  in  the  taking  of  depositions 
shall  be  subject  to  the  discretion  of  the  Court. 
No  costs  shall  be  allowed  unless  the  Court  finds 
that  the  taking  of  the  deposition  was  reasonably 
necessary,  whether  or  not  the  deposition  was 
actually  used  at  trial.  Taxable  costs  may  include 
the  costs  of  service  of  summons  or  subpoena  upon 
the  deponent,  the  reasonable  fee  of  the  officer 
before  whom  the  deposition  is  taken,  the  stenog- 
rapher's reasonable  fee  for  attendance,  and  the 
costs  of  transcription  or  such  part  thereof  as  the 
Court  may  fix.

Whereas,  Severe  budgetary  restrictions  which  the 
municipal  administration  has  indicated  it  will  im- 
pose upon  the  Boston  City  Hospital  in  1966,  have  so 
alarmed  the  heads  of  the  medical  services  as  to 
prompt  them  to  express  grave  concern  on  the  sub- 
ject of  retaining  the  hardly  won  accreditation  of  the 
hospital ; 


Whereas,  Lengthy  hearings  by  the  Committee  on 
Hospitals  of  the  City  Council  in  the  year  1965  in- 
dicated almost  unanimous  agreement  on  the  part 
of  all  informed  persons  that  the  budget  of  the  Bos- 
ton City  Hospital  was  grossly  inadequate; 

Whereas,  The  Board  of  the  new  Department  of 
Health  and  Hospitals  has,  apparently  as  almost  its 
first  official  act,  replaced  an  experienced  physician 
and  hospital  administrator  with  an  employee  of  the 
Gillette  Safety  Razor  Company  of  no  known  medi- 
cal or  hospital  administration  experience;  be  it 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  strong  feeling  of  the 
Boston  City  Council  that  in  the  interim  period, 
while  permanent  commissioners  are  being  sought 
for  the  new  department  of  Health  and  Hospitals,  the 
administration  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital  should 
be  in  the  hands  of  an  experienced  hospital  adminis- 
trator and  not  an  employee  of  a  manufacturer  of 
razors  and  razor  blades.

This  department  is  continuously  confronted 
with  the  necessity  of  installing  additional 
traffic  signal  posts  in  connection  with  the 
reconstruction  of  streets  and  the  redesign  of 
intersections.  Most  of  these  latter  installations 
are  made  by  our  own  forces  working  week- 
ends which  involves  the  payment  of  overtime. 
Payments  to  the  Boston  Edison  Company 
for  necessary  service  connections  and  other 
irelated    work    are    also    required. 

All  the  above  has  been  paid  from  the  ap- 
propriation "Automatic  Traffic  Control  Signals 
in  Various  Sections  of  the  City."  The  most 
recent  allocation  of  funds  from  this  appropria- 
tion was  on  June  12,  1964,  in  the  amount  of 
$25,000. 

These  funds  have  been  replenished  from 
time  to  time  with  the  consent  of  the  Mayor 
and  the  City  Council  by  transfers  from  avail- 
able sources.

In  order  to  provide  for  the  financing  of 
the  operation  of  the  municipal  government 
during  the  fiscal  year  1966,  it  is  necessary  to 
submit  to  the  City  Council  at  an  early  meet- 
ing an  order  authorizing  the  issuance  as 
needed  during  the  year  of  temporary  loans 
in  anticipation  of  revenue  receipts.  This 
method  of  financing  is  made  necessary  by  the 
fact  that  under  the  Massachusetts  municipal 
tax  calendar,  the  major  portion  of  the  city's 
revenue   receipts   is   received    late   in    the   year. 

By  authority  of  section  4  of  chapter  44  of 
the  General  Laws,  the  city  could  issue  in 
1966  in  anticipation  of  revenue  receipts  tempo- 
rary loans  which  would  not  exceed,  in  the 
aggregate,  the  total  tax  levy  of  the  fiscal 
year  1965  together  with  the  corporation  and 
income  tax  distributions  received  firom  the 
Commonwealth  in  the  same  year.  This  would 
total  $188,608,883.59.  In  1965,  a  total  of 
$70,000,000  was  authorized  by  the  City  Council 
and  approved  by  the  Mayor.  During  the 
year  it  was  necessary  to  issue  $50,000,000.  At 
the  present  time  it  appears  that  the  1966 
requirements  for  this  type  of  financing  will 
be   $50,000,000. 

I  respectfully  recommend  therefore  that  an 
order  in  the  amount  of  $50,000,000  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  City  Council  for  consideration 
and  adoption.

APPROPRIATION    FOR    RETIREMENT    OF 
CERTAIN     LIQUOR    LICENSES 
The    following    was    received: 
City    of    Boston, 
Oflice   of    the   Mayor,    January    24,    1966. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen : 

Since  1955,  General  Laws,  c.  138,  s.  23B, 
has  provided  for  the  reservation  for  a  limited 
period  of  alcoholic  beverage  licenses  for  prem- 
ises taken  by  public  authority  when  the  li- 
censed business  is  required  to  be  removed 
therefrom.     Chapter   804   of  the  Acts   of   1965 


has  recently  provided  for  the  voluntary  re- 
tirement of  certain  of  these  licenses  during 
the  period   they  are  reserved. 

Pursuant  to  the  second  section  of  said 
chapter  804,  the  fee  for  each  all  alcoholic 
beverage  license  for  the  year  1966  has  been  in- 
creased by  $200,  which  has  made  available  in 
excess  of  $200,000  for  the  purposes,  but  only 
for  the  purposes  of  said  chapter  80.  I 
recommend  early  adoption  of  the  accompanying 
order  formally  appropriating  from  these  re- 
ceipts $200,000  for  the  purposes  specified  in 
said   chapter    804.

CARED   FOR   DOGS

Gentlemen : 

I  transmit  herewith  communications  from 
the  Deputy  Commissioner  of  Community  Health 
Services  and  the  Police  Commissioner  with 
reference  to  your  order  of  recent  date,  con- 
cerning action  being  taken  regarding  the 
nuisance  being  created  by  loose  and  uncared 
for  dogs.

Dear  Mr.   Kramer: 

Reference  is  made  to  the  City  Council  order 
of  January  10,  1966,  requesting  that  action  be 
taken  regarding  the  nuisance  being  created  by 
"loose   and   uncared   for    dogs." 

Chapter  140,  section  151,  of  the  General 
Laws  allows  the  Animal  Rescue  League  to 
serve  as  Dog  Officer  for  the  City  of  Boston 
under  contract  with  the  city.  I  understand 
that  this  contract  has  been  in  force  for  the 
past  45  years.  As  Dog  Officer,  the  League 
is  required  to  seek  out,  catch  and  confine  all 
dogs  within  the  city  not  duly  licensed  by  the 
Police  Commissioner  and  to  enter  a  complaint 
again  the  owner  or  keeper  of  the  unlicensed 
dog.  After  a  period  of  ten  days,  unless  re- 
claimed by  their  owner,  the  dogs  can  be  offered 
for   adoption  or  destroyed. 

Under  section  157,  of  the  same  chapter,  if 
a  written  complaint  is  made  to  the  Police 
Department  that  a  dog  is  a  nuisance  because 
of    a   vicious    disposition    or    barking    or    other 


disturbances,  the  Police  Department  is  em- 
powered to  investigate  such  complaint  and 
may  order  the  dog  restrained  or  disposed  of. 
This  procedure  is  subject  to  review  by  the 
District  Court  if  the  owner  petitions  within 
ten  days  and  the  decision  of  the  Court  is  final 
and  conclusive  in  such  cases. 

The  City  Ordinance  (1961),  chapter  29, 
section  97,  paragraph  (b)  3,  makes  the  keep- 
ing of  an  animal  which  by  biting  or  by  long- 
continued  noise  or  other  nuisances  declared 
to   be  unnecessary   noise  under   this   ordinance. 

The  Health  Department  is  responsible  for 
the  follow  up  of  cases  in  order  to  prevent 
rabies.  In  those  cases  of  bites  by  a  rabid 
dog  or  an  unknown  dog  in  which  there  is 
a  suspicion  of  rabies,  the  Health  Department 
would    provide    rabies    vaccine. 

Attempts  to  impose  more  restrictive  regula- 
tions in  neighboring  communities  have  con- 
sistently failed.  In  Newton  attempts  to  pass 
a  so-called  "leash  law"  was  overwhelmingly 
defeated.  In  the  town  of  Brookline,  after  much 
consideration,  the  decision  to  seek  a  "leash 
law"  was  rejected  by  the  Board   of  Selectmen. 

I  respectfully  recommend  that  this   informa- 
tion be  made  available  to  the  members  of  the 
City    Council    and    that    they    be    given    every 
assurance  that  the  Department  of   Health   and 
Hospitals    will    assist    any    citizen    within    the 
legal  limitations   of   the  situation.

Reference  is  made  to  City  Council  order  of 
January  10,  1966,  a  copy  of  which  is  attached, 
requesting  that  action  be  taken  regarding  the 
nuisance  being  created  by  "loose  and  uncared 
for   dogs." 

Under  the  provisions  of  General  Laws,  chap- 
ter 140,  section  151,  the  Animal  Rescue  League 
has  served  as  Dog  Officer  for  the  City  of 
Boston  under  contract  with  the  city  for  the 
past  forty-five  years.  As  Dog  Officer,  this 
agency  is  required  to  seek  out,  catch  and  eon- 
fine  all  dogs  within  this  city  not  duly  licensed 
by  the  Police  Commissioner  and  is  further 
required  to  enter  a  complaint  against  the 
owner  or  keeper  of  every  such  unlicensed  dog. 
By  statute,  these  stray  dogs  must  be  held  for 
a  period  of  ten  days,  unless  reclaimed  by 
their  owners,  before  they  can  be  offered  for 
adoption    or   destroyed. 

Under  the  provisions  of  General  Laws,  chap- 
ter 140,  section  157,  if  a  complaint  is  made 
in  writing  to  the  Police  Department  that  any 
dog  is  a  nuisance  by  reason  of  vicious  dispo- 
sition or  excessive  barking  or  other  disturb- 
ance, or  that  any  such  dog  by  barking  or 
other  disturbance  is  a  source  of  annoyance  to 
a  sick  person  residing  in  the  vicinity,  the 
police  are  empowered  to  investigate  such  com- 
plaint, including  an  examination  on  oath  of 
the  complainant,  and  may  order  such  dog 
restrained  or  disposed  of  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary.  Within  ten  days  the  owner  or 
keeper  of  such  dog  may  petition  the  District 
Court  to  review  the  action  of  the  police  and 
the  decision  of  the  court  is  final  and  conclusive 
in   such  cases. 

Under  our  City  Ordinances  (1961),  chapter 
29,  section  97,  paragraph  (b)  3,  the  keeping 
of  any  animal  which  by  biting  or  by  causing 
frequent  or  long-continued  noise  shall  disturb 
the  quiet,  comfort  or  repose  of  any  person  in 
the  vicinity  is  declaimed  to  be  unnecessary  noise 
under  this  antinoise  ordinance. 

These  provisions  of  law  are  seldom  utilized 
because  of  the  reluctance  on  the  part  of  com- 
plainants to  identify  themselves  to  their 
neighbors  as  the  source  of  the  complaint  and 
to  be  available  to  appear  in  court  when 
required. 

There  is  no  local  regulation  which  forbids 
properly   licensed    dogs   from    roaming    "loose" 
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and  unrestrained.  An  attempt  was  made 
recently  in  Newton  to  pass  a  so-called  "leash- 
law"  but  it  was  vehemently  opposed  and 
readily  defeated. 

Any  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  who  fails 
to  provide  suitable  care  for  such  animal  may 
be  subject  to  prosecution  under  our  criminal 
statutes.  General  Laws,  chapter  272,  section 
77,  provides  a  penalty  for  any  keeper  of  a  dog 
who  inflicts  any  unnecessary  cruelty  upon  it,  or 
who  unnecessarily  fails  to  provide  it  with 
proper  food,  drink,  shelter  or  protection  from 
the  weather.  Here  again,  it  is  difficult  to  get 
persons  who  make  such  complaints  to  con- 
front  their   neighbors    in   court. 

Agents  of  the  Massachusetts  Society  for  the 
Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals  are  particu- 
larly interested  in  any  complaints  of  "uncared 
for   dogs." 

I  respectfully  recommend  that  this  informa- 
tion be  made  available  to  the  members  of  the 
City  Council  and  that  they  be  given  every 
assurance  that  the  Police  Department  stands 
ready  to  assist  any  citizen  who  comes  forward 
to  make  a  valid  complaint  under  our  existing 
statues   and   ordinances.

BUDGET   FOR   1966 
The   following    was    received: 


City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  February  7,  1966. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen: 

It  is  customary  to  submit  to  the  Honorable  City  Council  a  printed  and  bound  operating  budget  for  the  current  fiscal 
year.  Unfortunately,  the  f  seal  crisis  in  which  we  and  the  Comnionwealth  find  ourselves  this  year  has  not  permitted  us  to 
follow  the  practices  of  other  years.  The  1966  Budget  for  the  City  of  Boston,  submitted  herewith,  has  been  examined  and 
re-examined  almost  hourly  up  to  the  limit  of  our  time,  with  no  allowance  for  time  required  to  print.  Regardless  of  this 
small  inconvenience,  I  have  directed  that  the  budget  documents  be  presented  to  the  Honorable  City  Council  in  every 
possible  respect  agreeable  to  its  needs. 

Budget  allowances  in  1966  for  City,  County  and  Income  Departments  total  in.  the  aggregate,  S154.944.723.  This 
amount  represents  a  reduction  of  aggregate  1965  appropriations  of  81,524,924,  despite  small  increases  for  a  few  depart- 
ments and  a  recommended  increase  in  the  1966  Boston  City  Hospital  budget  of  §1,489,000.  It  must  be  remembered, 
however,  that  your  Honorable  Body  has  already  approved  appropriations  in  the  current  year  of  82,133,768,  for  salary 
increases  to  City,  County  and  Income  Department  employees  in  the  lower  pay  grades. 

Drastic  budget  action  is  clearly'  required  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  City  of  Boston  cannot  now  anticipate  any  addi- 
tional assistance  from  the  Commonwealth.  That  our  action  is  drastic  is  clearly  demonstrated  by  the  fact  that  our  depart- 
ments requested  this  year  more  than  twelve  million  dollars  in  excess  of  their  1965  appropriations. 

Every  departmental  budget  was  carefully  studied  and  new  programs  or  expansion  of  existing  programs  were  denied. 
Where  possible,  reductions  were  made  in  existing  programs  if  such  reductions  did  not  appear  to  affect  adversely  necessary 
services. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Supervisor  of  Budgets,  I  have  recommended  at  this  time  only  a  minimum  appropriation 
for  the  Department  of  Welfare  and  the  Department  of  Veterans'  Services,  and,  in  fact,  the  1966  expenditures  of  these 
departments  may  require  some  86,000,000,  more  than  is  here  recommended  for  appropriation.  Let  there  be  no  miscon- 
ceptions about  these  recommendations.  It  is  time  to  face  the  facts.  The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  will  owe  to  the 
City  of  Boston  approximately  817,000,000,  in  unpaid  and  overdue  reimbursements  for  Welfare  and  Veterans'  Services 
as  of  July  1,  1966.  When  the  City  of  Boston  receives  from  the  State  the  monies  due,  supplemental  appropriations  to  these 
departments  will  be  recommended. 

These  extraordinary  measures  are  being  undertaken  to  indicate  to  all  that  Boston  is  making  every  effort  to  operate  in 
an  efficient  and  businesslike  manner,  that  we  intend  to  live  within  our  income  and  that  we  have  tightened  our  belt  to  the 
breaking  point.  The  simple  truth  of  the  matter  is  that  the  need  for  financial  assistance  from  the  Commonwealth  is  a  stark 
reality  which  can  no  longer  be  ignored. 

The  initial  departmental  budget  requests  for  all  departments  have  been  reduced  by  a  total  of  S14,389,516.  These 
reductions  were  realized  bv  a  decrease  in  City  Budget  requests  of  512,825,157,  County  requests  by  S655.981,  and  Income 
Departments  by  $908,378. 

Our  policy  of  annual  replacement  of  departmental  equipment  has  not  been  affected  adversely  in  these  recommenda- 
tions. It  is  my  belief  that  we  would  be  derelict  in  our  duty  if  we  deferred  budgeting  for  equipment  needs.  The  depart- 
ments required  to  provide  services  to  our  citizens  would  be  seriously  handicapped  without  equipment  necessary  for  the 
proper  performance  of  their  duties.  Accordingly,  I  am  recommending  an  allowance  in  this  account  for  all  departments 
of  81,665,376,  or  an  increase  of  8196,457  above  1965  appropriations. 

I  respectfully  recommend  to  your  Honorable  Body  adoption  of  the  accompanying  appropriation  and  tax  orders.

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  3  of  Chapter  480  of  the  Acts  of  1909  as  amended,  I  have  prepared,  under 
your  direction  and  after  consultation  with  the  Director  of  Administrative  Services,  in  segregated  form,  the  annual  budget 
for  City,  County  and  Revenue  Departments,  for  submission,  by  you,  to  the  City  Council  for'the  year  1966. 

GENERAL    STATEMENT 

The  budget  allowances  recommended  herein  represent  a  net  decrease  for  Citv,  County  and  Income  Departments 
under  the  total  appropriations  authorized  in  1965  of  SI, 524, 924.25. 

A  summary  of  appropriations  in  1965,  departmental  requests  for  1966  and  the  recommended  allowances  for  the  current 
year  are  indicated  herewith:

The  appropriations  recommended  for  Income  Departments  will  be  met  from  the  revenues  collected  by  these  depart- 
ments, and  hence  will  not  have  any  effect  on  this  year's  tax  rate. 

Pertinent  information  relating  to  the  1966  budget  is  presented  herewith : 

CITY    BUDGET 

Personal  Services:  The  budgetary  recommendations  in  1966  reflect  an  over-all  increase  of  §875,000.  This  is  made  up 
by  normal  permanent  employee  annual  increments  and  a  special  contingency  appropriation  to  the  City  Hospital  of  §750,000. 
This  sum,  however,  does  not  include  a  previous  appropriation  order  submitted  by  your  Honor  to  the  City  Council  dated 
January  3,  1966,  to  provide  for  salary  increases  to  the  employees  in  the  lower  pay  grades  amounting  to  $2,133,768. 

Contractual  Services:  This  account  indicates  an  increase  of  §433,479.  The  principal  agencies  involved  are  the  City 
Hospital,  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  Public  Works,  Sanatorium  and  Health. 

Supplies  and  Materials:  Shows  an  expected  increase  of  §86,692,  which  can  be  attributed  to  the  normal  increase  in  the 
cost  of  supplies  and  materials. 

Current  Charges  and  Obligations:  Welfare  and  Veterans'  Benefits  show  a  substantial  reduction  while  all  other  depart- 
ments increased  only  $22,189.  It  should  be  remembered,  however,  that  the  City  will  be  obligated  to  meet  Welfare  and 
Veterans'  Benefits  either  from  funds  available  on  the  City  level  or,  hopefully,  from  Legislative  action  which  will  provide 
relief  to  all  the  Cities  and  Towns  in  1966. 

Equipment:  This  account  shows  a  net  increase  for  all  City  departments  of  §280,000.  It  is  noted  that  the  City  Hospital 
alone,  is  up  §440,000. 

Structures  and  Improvements:  A  net  increase  in  this  account  of  $35,175,  while  the  Sanatorium  is  receiving  approxi- 
mately §60,000  more  this  year  than  was  appropriated  in  1965  for  this  institution. 

Special  Appropriations:  Snow  Removal  has  been  increased  §343,080,  making  up  the  major  part  of  a  net  increase  of 
$374,000. 

COUNTY   BUDGET 

County  Budgets  show  normal  increases  in  every  category  which  total,  in  the  aggregate,  $145,561.  Increases  in  Per- 
sonal Services  of  $26,000;  Contractual  Services  of  S48.000;  Supplies  and  Materials  of  $38,000;  and  Equipment  of  $33,000; 
account  for  the  excess  allowed  over  1965. 

INCOME   BUDGET 
The  Income  Departments  reflect  a  net  increase  over  1965  of  §97,379.    Increases  were  in  the  areas  of  Personal  Services; 
Contractual  Services;  Supplies  and  Materials;  and  Land  and  Improvements;  while  reductions  are  noted  in  Current  Charges 
and  Obligations;  Equipment;  and  Pensions  and  Annuities. 

CONCLUSION 
The  preceding  paragraphs  summarize,  in  general,  a  comparison  of  the  recommended  budget  allowances  for  1966  with 
the  actual  appropriations  for  1965.

Ordered:  That  the  appropriation  for  Water  Service,  current  expenses,  and  the  payment  to  the  Metropolitan  Water 
District  Commission,  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  and  for  the  interest  and  debt  requirements  for  water  purposes 
be  met  by  the  income  of  said  service,  and  any  excess  over  income,  from  taxes,  as  provided  for  by  Chapter  324  of  the  Acts 
of  1914;  that  the  appropriation  for  Sewer  Service,  current  expenses,  payment  of  maintenance  assessments  to  the  Metro- 
politan District  Commission,  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  and  for  the  interest  and  debt  requirements  for  loans  issued 
for  sewer  purposes  be  met  by  the  income  of  said  service,  and  any  excess  over  income,  from  taxes,  as  provided  for  by  Section 
16  of  Chapter  83  of  the  General  Laws  as  amended  by  Chapter  311  of  the  Acts  of  1961 ;  that  appropriations  for  the  main- 
tenance and  operation  of  parking  meters  and  the  regulation  of  parking  and  other  traffic  activities  incident  thereto,  be 
met  by  the  income  from  parking  meter  fees;  that  the  other  appropriations  hereinafter  specified  be  met  by  the  amount  of 
available  funds  in  the  city  treasury  as  certified  on  January  1,  1966,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  23  of 
Chapter  59  of  the  General  Laws,  exclusive  of  the  money  raised  by  loan  or  needed  to  carry  out  the  requirements  of  any 
statute,  gift,  trust  or  special  appropriation;  by  the  income  of  the  financial  year  beginning  January  1,  1966;  by  taxes  on  the 
estates  in  the  City  of  Boston;  and  by  the  proceeds  of  any  duly  authorized  loans. 

Ordered:  That  the  appropriation  for  the  Cemetery  Division,  Parks  and  Recreation  Department,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Chapter  13,  of  the  Acts  of  1961  be,  and  hereby  is,  appropriated  from  the  General  Cemetery  Fund,  to  be 
expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Commissioner,  Parks  and  Recreation  Department  for  the  Cemetery  Division,  for 
the  expense  of  maintenance,  improvement  and  embellishing  said  cemeteries  as  is  not  met  by  the  income  of  deposits  for 
perpetual  care  on  hand  December  31,  1965. 

Ordered:  That  all  sums  of  money  which  form  no  part  of  the  income  of  the  city,  but  shall  be  paid  for  services  rendered 
or  work  done  by  any  department  or  division  for  any  other  department  or  division,  or  for  any  person  or  corporation  other 
than  the  City  of  Boston,  be  paid  into  the  general  treasury,  and  that  all  contributions  made  to  any  appropriation  be  expended 
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for  the  objects  and  purposes  directed  by  the  several  contributors  thereof,  including  such  sums  as  may  be  appropriated 
for  the  Sewer  and  Water  Divisions  of  the  Public  Works  Department  and  so  designated  in  said  appropriations  as  a  proper 
allocation  to  the  Public  Works  Department  General  or  any  sub-division  thereof. 

Ordered:  That  all  taxes  raised  to  meet  the  appropriations  of  the  city,  and  all  taxes  assessed  for  meeting  the  city's 
proportion  of  the  state  tax  for  the  year  1966,  or  for  any  other  taxes  or  assessments  payable  to  the  Commonwealth,  shall 
be  due  and  payable  on  July  1,  1966.

Gentlemen: 

I  am  submitting  herewith  appropriation 
orders,  based  on  requests  of  various  city  de- 
partments, for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out 
the  capital  outlay  program  of  the  city  in  1966. 
In  addition  to  the  appropriation  orders,  a 
number  of  resolutions  are  also  being  sub- 
mitted at  this  time.  Adoption  of  these  reso- 
lutions by  your  Honorable  Body  is  required 
to  obtain  for  the  city  new  federal  funds 
available  under  the  provisions  of  the  1965 
Housing   Act. 

The  funds  requested  will  be  expended 
throughout  the  city  for  new  and  reconstructed 
streets  and  for  water  and  sewer  facilities: 
for  new  parks  and  playgrounds,  and  im- 
provement of  existing  parks  and  playgrounds; 
and  for  the  construction  of  new  public  build- 
ings to  replace  existing  obsolete  municipal 
structures.  No  monies  are  being  requested 
at  this  time  for  new  schools,  or  for  streets. 
sewer,  water,  parks,  or  playground  in  renewal 
areas,  since  appropriations  to  cover  current- 
ly scheduled  improvements  in  these  categories 
have  already  been  approved  by  your  Honorable 
Body  or  funds  are  available  through  federal 
grant    under    renewal    plans    approved    by    you. 

The  appropriations  requested  this  year  will 
be  sufficient  to  maintain  progress  on  required 
municipal  facilities.  The  possibility  of  ac- 
celerating reconstruction  and  new  construction 
to  meet  readily  evident  need  cannot  be  con- 
sidered at  this  time  because  the  extremely 
limited  cash  available  must  be  channeled 
almost  exclusively  to  meet  operating  needs 
of  the  city,  and  because  of  the  limitation  on 
borrowing  for  general  municipal  purposes 
set  by  the   Legislature. 

The  city  is  fortunate  that  over  five  million 
dollars  in  state  and  federal  grant  is  now 
available  or  can  become  available  to  the  city 
for  funding  the  capital  program.  About  half 
of  this  amount  are  state  grants  available 
through  General  Laws,  chapter  90  and  chapter 
91,  and  chapter  679  of  the  Acts  of  1965  for 
streets,  traffic  and  open  brook  work.  Another 
two  and  a  half  million  dollars  aire  available 
through  federal  grants  under  the  new  Housing 
Act  for  supplementing  city  appropriations 
outside  of  renewal  areas  for  street  construc- 
tion, signs,  lights  and  street  trees,  code  en- 
forcement and  removal  of  hazardous  build- 
ings, sewer  and  water  construction  and  re- 
construction, and  acquisition  and  improvement 
of   parks   and   playgrounds. 

Construction  of  the  buildings  and  other  pub- 
lic works  covered  by  the  appropriations  re- 
quested  will   be   a   visible   sign   of   progress    of 


the  city,  and  I  respectfully  recommend  adoption 
by    your    Honorable    Body    of    the    orders    and 
resolutions  submitted  herewith.

Sewer  and  Water  Facilities  Grant 
Under  Section  702  of  the  Housing  and 
Urban  Development  Act  of  1965. 

Whereas,  Section  702  of  the  Housing  and 
Urban  Development  Act  of  1965  authorizes 
the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Develop- 
ment to  make  grants  to  local  public  bodies  and 
agencies  to  finance  specific  projects  for  basic 
public  water  and  basic  public  sewer  facilities; 
and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  desires  to 
engage  in  specific  projects  to  relay,  replace, 
and  recondition  water  and  sewer  lines  within 
the  City  of  Boston  to  assure  an  adequate  capa- 
city of  sewer  and  water  lines  to  meet  the 
foreseeable    needs    of   the    community;    and 

Whereas,  The  projects  will  be  unified  or 
officially  coordinated  with  areawide  water  and 
sewer  facilities  systems,  a  program  for  which 
is    under   active   preparation;    and 

Whereas,  Title  VI  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act 
of  1964  and  the  regulations  of  the  Department 
of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  effectuat- 
ing  that    Title   prohibit   discrimination    on   the 
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basis  of  race,  creed,  color,  or  national  origin 
in  the  use  of  all  facilities  and  improvements 
provided    by    federal    assistance;    and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  is  cognizant 
of  the  conditions  that  are  imposed  in  the 
undertaking  and  carrying  out  of  programs 
assisted  under  section  702  of  the  Housing  and 
Urban  Development  Act  of  1965,  including 
those  relating  to  labor  standards  and  equal 
employment    opportunity;    now    therefore    be    it 

Resolved,  By  the  City  Council  of  the  City 
of    Boston: 

1.  That  an  application  be  filed  by  the 
Mayor,  on  behalf  of  the  City  of  Boston,  for 
a  basic  sewer  and  water  facilities  grant  under 
section  702  of  the  Housing  and  Urban  Develop- 
ment Act  of  1965,  and  that  the  Commissioner 
of  Public  Works,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Mayor,  be  authorized  to  execute  contracts, 
provide  information,  and  furnish  documents, 
requisition  funds,  and  act  as  authorized  repre- 
sentative of  the  City  of  Boston  in  the  accom- 
plishment   of    the    program. 

2.  That  the  proposed  basic  sewer  and  water 
facilities  program  is  necessary  to  provide 
adequate  sewer  and  water  facilities  for,  and 
will  contribute  to  the  improvement  of  the 
health  and  living  standards  of  the  people  of 
Boston. 

3.  That  the  proposed  basic  water  and  sewer 
facilities  will  be  designed  to  serve  foreseeable 
growth  needs  of  the  city,  and  is  consistent 
with  the  program  for  the  areawide  water  and 
sewer  system  now  under  active  preparation. 

4.  That  the  United  States  of  America  and 
the  Secretary  of  Housing  and  Urban  Develop- 
ment be,  and  they  hereby  are,  assured  of  full 
compliance  by  the  City  of  Boston  with  regula- 
tions of  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development  effectuating  Title  VI  of  the  Civil 
Rights    Act    of    1964.

dollars    ($1,000,000).

Resolution  of  the  Boston  City  Council 
Authorizing  Application  for  Open-Space 
Acquisition  Grants. 

Whereas,  Title  VII  of  the  Housing  Act  of 
1961,  as  amended,  provides  for  the  making  of 
grants  by  the  Secretary  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development  to  states  and  local  public  bodies  to 
assist  them  in  the  acquisition  and  development  of 
permanent  interests  in  land  for  open-space 
uses  where  such  assistance  is  needed  for  carry- 
ing out  a  unified  or  officially  coordinated  pro- 
gram for  the  provision  and  development  of 
open-space  land  as  part  of  the  comprehen- 
sively planned  development  of  the  urban  area; 
and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  (herein  some- 
times referred  to  as  "Applicant")  desires  to 
acquire  and  develop  Fee  Simple  Interests  to 
certain  lands  known  as  the  Brookside  Avenue, 
Geneva  Avenue,  Sherrin  Street,  Tremlett 
Street  and  West  Eighth  Street  Playgrounds, 
respectively,  which  lands  are  to  be  held  and 
used  for  permanent  open-space  land  for  park/ 
playgrounds  with  active  and  passive  areas;  and 

Whereas,  Title  VI  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act 
of  1964,  and  the  regulations  of  the  Department 
of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  effectuat- 
ing that  title,  provide  that  no  person  shall  be 
discriminated  against  because  of  race,  color, 
or  national  origin  in  the  use  of  the  land 
acquired    and/or    developed;    and 

Whereas,  It  is  recognized  that  the  contract 
for  federal  grant  will  impose  certain  obligations 
and  responsibilites  upon  the  Applicant  and 
will  require  among  other  things  (1)  assurances 
that  families  and  individuals  displaced  as  a 
result  of  the  open-space  land  project  will  be 
relocated  into  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary  hous- 
ing: (2)  compliance  with  federal  labor  stan- 
dards, and  (3)  compliance  with  federal  re- 
quirements relating  to  equal  employment  op- 
portunity; and 
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Whereas,  It  is  estimated  that  the  cost  of 
acquiring   said    interests    will   be   $687,500;    and 

Whereas,  It  is  estimated  that  the  cost  of 
necessary  demolition  and  removal  of  improve- 
ments on  said  land  will   be   $68,000;   and 

Whereas,  It  is  estimated  that  the  total 
amount  of  relocation  payments  to  be  made 
to  eligable  site  occupants  displaced  from  prop- 
erty to  be  acquired  will  be  $26,700;  now  there- 
fore be  it 

Resolved,  By  the  City  Council  of  the  City 
of   Boston : 

1.  That  an  application  be  made  to  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Develop- 
ment for  a  grant  in  an  amount  authorized 
by  Title  VII  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1961,  as 
amended,  which  amount  is  presently  estimated 
to  be  $404,450,  and  that  the  City  of  Boston 
will  pay  the  balance  of  the  cost  from  other 
funds. 

2.  That  adequate  open-space  land  for  the 
locality  cannot  effectively  be  provided  through 
the  use  of  existing  undeveloped  or  predomi- 
nantly   undeveloped    land. 

3.  That  the  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  to 
file  such  application  with  the  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development,  to  provide 
additional  information  and  to  furnish  such 
documents  as  may  be  required  by  said  depart- 
ment. 

4.  The  Commissioner  of  Parks  and  Recrea- 
tion is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  such  con- 
tracts   as    are    required    by    said    department. 

5.  That  the  proposed  acquisition  and  de- 
velopment is  in  accordance  with  plans  for  the 
allocation  of  the  land  for  open-space  uses, 
and  that,  should  said  grant  be  made,  the 
Applicant  will  acquire,  develop,  and  retain 
said  land  for  the  uses  designated  in  said 
application  and  approved  by  the  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban   Development. 

6.  That  the  United  States  of  America  and 
the  Secretary  of  Housing  and  Urban  Develop- 
ment be,  and  they  hereby  are,  assured  of  full 
compliance  by  the  Applicant  with  regulations 
of  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development  effectuating  Title  VI  of  the  Civil 
Rights    Act   of    1964. 

7.  That  there  exists  in  the  locality  an  ade- 
quate amount  of  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary 
housing  which  is  available  to  persons  displaced 
as  a  result  of  the  open-space  land  project,  at 
prices  which  are  within  their  financial  means, 
and   which   are  not  generally    less    desirable  in 


regard  to  public  utilities  and  public  and  com- 
mercial facilities  than  the  dwellings  of  the 
displaced  individuals  and  families,  and  it  is 
the  sense  of  this  body  that  such  displacees, 
if  any,  will  be  relocated  in  accordance  with 
applicable  regulations  of  the  Department  of 
Housing  and   Urban   Development. 

8.  That  such  federal  funds  as  may  be 
granted  under  the  provisions  of  Title  VII  of 
the  Housing  Act  of  1961,  as  amended,  may  be 
expended  for  the  purposes  for  which   granted. 

Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  six  thousand  eight 
hundred  dollars  ($6,800)  be,  and  it  hereby  is, 
transferred  from  the  special  account  "Sales 
of  City  Property"  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  section  63  of  chapter  44  of  the 
Genera]  Laws  to  be  expended  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Commissioner  of  Parks  and  Recrea- 
tion for  acquiring  land  for  public  parks  and 
playgrounds. 

Ordered,  That  under  the  provisions  of  clause 
2  of  section  7  of  chapter  44  of  the  Genera] 
Laws,  the  sum  of  three  hundred  and  forty 
thousand  dollars  ($340,000)  be,  and  it  hereby 
is,  appropriated  for  acquiring  land  for  public 
parks  and  playgrounds  and  that  to  meet  said 
appropriation,  the  Collector-Treasurer  be,  and 
he  hereby  is,  authorized  to  issue  from  time  to 
time,  on  request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or  cer- 
tificates of  indebtedness  of  the  City  to  said 
amount.

Resolution  of  the  Boston  City  Council 
Authorizing  Application  for  Urban  Beau- 
tification  Grants 

Whereas,  Title  IX  of  the  Housing  and  Urban 
Development  Act  of  1965  amends  Title  VII  of 
the  Housing  Act  of  1961  and  provides  for  the 
making  of  grants  by  the  Department  of  Housing 
and  Urban  Development  to  states  and  local 
public  bodies  to  assist  them  in  the  beautification 
and  improvement  of  open-space  and  other  public 
urban  land  where  such  assistance  is  needed  for 
carrying  out  a  local  program  which  is  important 
to  the  comprehensively  planned  development  of 
the   locality;    and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  desires  to  beautify 
and  improve  open-space  and  other  public  urban 
land  to  facilitate  their  increased  use  and  enjoy- 
ment; and 

Whereas,  Title  VI  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964 
and  the  regulations  of  the  Department  of  Housing 
and  Urban  Development  effectuating  that  title 
prohibit  discrimination  on  the  basis  of  race,  creed, 
color,  or  national  origin  in  the  use  of  all  facilities 
and  improvements  provided  by  federal  assistance; 
and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  is  cognizant  of  the 
conditions  that  are  imposed  in  the  undertaking 
and  carrying  out  of  programs  assisted  under  Title 
VII  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1961,  as  amended, 
including  those  relating  to  labor  standards  and 
equal  employment  opportunity;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  estimated  that  the  cost  of  the 
activities  proposed  to  be  carried  out  in  performance 
of  beautification  and  improvement  of  open-space 
and  other  public  land  exceeds  the  usual  expendi- 
tures of  the  City  of  Boston  for  comparable  ac- 
tivities by  $503,200;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  desirable  and  in  the  public 
interest  to  prepare  and  carry  out  beautification 
demonstration  activities  presently  estimated  to 
cost  §775,000,  in  order  to  demonstrate  beautifica- 
tion and  improvement  techniques  for  open-space 
and  other  public  land,  now;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston: 

1.  That  an  application  be  made  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  for  a 
grant  in  an  amount  authorized  by  Title  VII  of 
the  Housing  Act  of  1961,  as  amended,  for  urban 
beautification  and  improvement  of  open-space  and 
other  public  urban  land,  which  amount  is  presently 
estimated  to  be  $1,049,100  and  that  the  City  of 
Boston  will  pay  the  balance  of  the  cost. 

2.  That  the  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  to 
file  such  application  with  the  Department  of  Hous- 
ing and  Urban  Development,  to  provide  additional 
information  and  to  furnish  such  documents  as  may 
be  required  by  said  department. 

3.  The  Commissioner  of  Parks  and  Recreation 
is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  such  contracts 
as  are  required  by  said  department,  to  act  as  the 
authorized  representative  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

4.  That  the  proposed  urban  beautification 
activities  are  in  accordance  with  the  beautification 
program  prepared  by  the  City  of  Boston,  of  im- 
portance to  the  comprehensively  planned  develop- 
ment of  the  locality,  and  that,  should  said  grant 
application  be  approved,  the  City  of  Boston  will 
undertake,  carry  out,  and  complete  said  urban 
beautification  activities  designated  in  said  ap- 
plication and  approved  by  the  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development. 

5.  That  the  United  States  of  America  and  the 
Secretary  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  be, 
and  they  hereby  are,  assured  of  full  compliance 
by  the  City  of  Boston  with  regulations  of  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development 
effectuating  Title  VI  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964. 

6.  That  such  federal  funds  as  may  be  granted 
under  the  provisions  of  Title  VII  of  the  Housing 
Act  of  1961,  as  amended,  by  Title  IX  of  the 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  Act  of  1965, 
may  be  expended  for  the  purposes  for  which 
granted. 


Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thirty-five 
thousand  dollars  ($135,000)  be,  and  it  heieby  is, 
appropriated  from  the  income  received  and  to  be 
received  in  1966  from  the  George  F.  Parkman  Fund, 
to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Parks  and  Recreation  for  improvements  to 
the  Common  and  other  Parks  in  existence  on 
January  12,  1887  in  conformance  with  the  intention 
of  the  Parkman  bequest. 


Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  two  hundred  thirty- 
three  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  (8233,500)  be, 
and  it  hereby  is,  appropriated  to  be  expended  under 
the  direction  of  the  Commissioner  of  Parks  and 
Recreation  for  the  beautification  and  improvement 
of  the  open  space  and  public  urban  land  of  the  city; 
and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  to  meet  said  appropriation  the  sum 
of  two  hundred  thirty-three  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars  ($233,500)  be,  and  it  hereby  is,  transferred 
from  available  revenue  in  the  City  Treasury. 

Ordered,  That  under  the  authority  contained  in 
section  5C  of  chapter  474  of  the  Acts  of  1946,  as 
amended  by  chapter  567  of  the  Acts  of  1964,  the  sum 
of  two  million  seven  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
dollars  (82,750,000)  be,  and  it  hereby  is,  appropri- 
ated to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Real 
Property  Eoard  for  the  establishment  of  off-street 
parking  facilities  in  accordance  with  said  chapter 
474  of  the  Acts  of  1946,  as  amended;  and  be  it 
further 

Ordered,  That  to  meet  said  appropriation  the 
Collector-Treasurer  be,  and  he  hereby  is,  authorized

Approving    an    Application    for    a    Code 
Enforcement  Grant  Under  S.  117  of  the 
Housing    and     Urban     Development    Act 
of  1965 
Whereas,  Section  117  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1949, 
as  amended,  authorizes  the  Department  of  Housing 
and    Urban    Development    to    make    grants    to 
municipalities  and  assist  them  in  carrying  out  pro- 
grams of  concentrated  code  enforcement  in  deterio- 
rating areas  in  which  such  enforcement,  together 
with  certain  public  improvements  to  be  provided  by 
the  locality,  may  be  expected  to  arrest  decline;  and 
Whereas,  It  has  been  found  and  determined  by 
this  Body  that  there  exists  in  this  locality  certain 
deteriorating  areas  for  which  a  program  of  con- 
centrated code  enforcement,   combined  with  cer- 
tain  public   improvements,    may   be   expected   to 
arrest  decline ;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  recognized  that  the  grant  of  funds 
pursuant  to  section  117  ofll  impose  certain  obliga- 
tions and  responsibilities  upon  the  City  of  Boston, 
among  which  is  the  obligation  to  assure  that  any 
persons  who  may  be  displaced  as  a  result  of  the 
code  enforcement  and  public  improvements  pro- 
grams are  relocated  into  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary 
housing  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  of  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development; 
and 

Whereas,  Title  VI  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964 
and  the  regulations  of  the  Department  of  Housing 
and  Urban  Development  effectuating  that  title 
provide  that  no  person  shall,  on  the  ground  of  race, 
color,  or  national  origin,  be  excluded  from  partici- 
pation in,  be  denied  the  benefits  of,  or  be  subjected 
to  discrimination  in  the  undertaking  and  carrying 
out  of  any  program  or  activity  receiving  federal 
financial  assistance  under  Title  I  of  the  Housing 
Act  of  1949,  as  amended;  now,  therefore,  be  it 
Resolved,  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston: 

1.  That  an  application  be  filed  by  the  Mayor  on 
behalf  of  the  City  of  Boston  for  a  code  enforcement 
grant  under  section  117  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1949, 
as  amended,  of  two-thirds  of  the  cost  of  undertaking 
and  carrying  out  an  accelerated  code  enforcement 
program  within  those  deteriorating  neighborhoods 
of  Boston  not  undergoing  urban  renewal,  and  that 
the  several  boards  and  officers  of  the  city  and  their 
respective  departments,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Mayor,  be,  and  hereby  are,  authorized  to  execute 
contracts,  provide  information,  and  furnish  docu- 
ments, requisition  funds,  and  act  as  authorized 
representatives  of  the  City  of  Boston  in  the 
accomplishment  of  the  program. 

2.  That  during  the  period  of  the  contract  for 
the  code  enforcement  grant  the  City  of  Boston  in- 
tends to  maintain  a  level  of  expenditures  for  code 
enforcement  activities,  exclusive  of  expenditures  in 
any  federally  assisted  code  enforcement  or  Title  I 
urban  renewal  project  areas,  not  less  than  the 
average  yearly  expenditure  for  such  activities 
throughout  the  locality  for  the  two  full  fiscal  years 
immediately  preceding  the  filing  of  the  application. 
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3.  That  the  locality  has  a  program  for,  and  will 
provide  in  a  timely  manner,  all  necessary  public 
improvements  necessary  to  support  code  enforce- 
ment. 

4.  That  there  exists  in  the  locality  an  adequate 
amount  of  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary  housing  which 
is  available  to  any  persons  displaced  as  a  result  of 
the  code  enforcement  and  related  public  improve- 
ments programs  at  prices  which  are  within  their 
financial  means  and  which  are  not  generally  less 
desirable  in  regard  to  public  utilities  and  public  and 
commercial  facilities  than  the  dwellings  of  the  dis- 
placed individuals  and  families,  and  it  is  the  sense 
of  this  Body  that  such  displacees,  if  any,  will  be  re- 
located in  accordance  with  applicable  regulations  of 
the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Develop- 
ment. 

5.  That  the  United  States  of  America  and  the 
Department  of  Mousing  and  Urban  Development 
be,  and  they  hereby  are,  assured  of  full  compliance 
by  the  City  of  Boston  with  regulations  of  the  De- 
partment of  Housing  and  Urban  Development 
effectuating  Title  VI  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964. 

6.  That  such  federal  funds  as  have  been  or  may 
be  granted  under  the  provisions  of  section  117  of  the 
Federal  Housing  Act  of  1949,  as  amended  (see  sec- 
tion 311  of  the  Federal  Housing  and  Urban  Devel- 
opment Act  of  1965)  may  be  expended  for  the 
purposes  for  which  granted.

However,  a  comparison  of  the  clerical  rates  in 
the  Boston  Pay  Plan  and  the  Welfare  Compensa- 
tion Plan  indicates  that  in  the  Boston  Pay  Plan, 
the  maximum  salary  is  attained  after  3J  years  of 
service  but  the  longevity  plan  provides  for  16 
years'  total  service  and  one  year  at  the  first 
longevity  rate  before  the  highest  rate  in  the  range 
is  attained  while  in  the  Welfare  Compensation 
Plan,  the  maximum  salary  is  attained  after  5 
years. 

For  example,  in  other  Boston  departments,  a 
clerk  and  typist  would  attain  the  maximum  rate 
of  $73  in  3J  years  and  the  first  longevity  rate  of 
$76.50  after  9  years  of  service,  but  it  would  take 
her  16  years'  total  service  to  reach  $80,  the  highest 
longevity  rate.  In  the  Boston  Welfare  Depart- 
ment, the  clerk  and  typist  would  attain  the  maxi- 
mum rate  of  $74.33  after  5  years  of  service.    The 
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same  is  true  for  the  grade  of  senior  clerk  and  typist. 
In  the  Boston  Pay  Plan,  the  maximum  rate  of 
$83.50  would  be  attained  in  3J  years  and  the  first 
longevity  rate  of  $87.50  after  9  years  of  service  but 
it  would  take  16  years  to  reach  the  highest  longev- 
ity rate  of  $91.50.  In  the  Boston  Welfare  Depart- 
ment, the  senior  clerk  and  tvpist  would  attain  the 
maximum  rate  of  $88.13  in  5  years. 

The  Boston  ranges  for  clerk  and  stenographer 
and  senior  clerk  and  stenographer  are  higher  than 
those  in  the  Welfare  Compensation  Plan  but 
according  to  the  records  in  this  office,  there  are  no 
clerks  and  stenographers  or  senior  clerks  and  sten- 
ographers employed  in  the  Boston  Welfare  De- 
partment. 

In  the  principal  clerk,  head  clerk  and  head 
administrative  clerk  grades,  the  Welfare  Compen- 
sation Plan  ranges  are  higher  than  in  the  Boston 
Pay  Plan  and  are  attained  after  five  years  of 
service. 

I  also  note  that  the  grade  of  social  worker  in  the 
Boston  Pay  Plan  has  a  salary  range  of  $91.50  to 
$109.50  after  3|  years  of  service  and  the  first 
longevity  rate  of  $115  after  9  years  of  service  and 
would  attain  the  highest  longevity  rate  of  $120.50 
after  16  years  of  total  service  while  the  social 
worker  in  the  Welfare  Compensation  Plan  has  a 
salary  range  of  $101.01 — $122.99  and  the  maxi- 
mum rate  is  reached  after  5  years  of  service. 

If  the  proper  financial  authorities  in  Boston 
approve  paying  higher  salary  ranges  to  the  employ- 
ees in  the  Boston  Welfare  Department,  under  the 
provisions  of  Rule  8  (a)  of  the  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions Providing  for  the  Application  and  Adminis- 
tration of  the  Welfare  Compensation  Plan,  the 
appointing  authority  in  the  Boston  Welfare  De- 
partment may  request  me  to  increase  the  salary 
ranges  in  the  Welfare  Compensation  Plan  as  it 
applies    to    Boston.

STUDY  OF  STATUTES  AND  ORDINANCES 
REGULATING   CARE   OF   DOGS 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Law  Department,  February  7,  1966. 
The  Honorable  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

This  is  in  response  to  the  order  passed  by  your 
Honorable  Body  on  January  10,  requesting  that  I 
send  you  a  digest  of  the  statutes  and  ordinances 
regulating  the  care  and  control  of  dogs. 

The  basic  provision  of  the  applicable  statutes  is 
that  the  owner  or  keener  of  a  dog  three  months 
old  or  over  shall  cause  it  to  be  registered,  numbered, 
described  and  licensed  in  the  office  of  the  Police 
Commissioner.  G.  L.,  c.  140,  s.  137.  The  license 
is  on  condition  that  the  dog  licensed  shall  be  con- 
trolled and  restrained  from  killing,  chasing  or 
harassing  livestock  or  fowls  (G.  L.,  c.  140,  s.  137) 
and  has  printed  on  it,  under  G.  L.,  c.  140,  s.  145, 
a  description  of  the  symptoms  of  rabies  prepared 
by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health.  The 
fee  is  $2  for  a  male  or  spayed  female,  and  $5  for 
any  other  female;  except  that  there  is  no  fee  for  a 
dog  specially  trained  to  serve  a  blind  person. 
Rev.  Ord.  (1961),  e.  30,  s.  1,  el.  (83).  The  license 
period  is  from  April  1  to  March  31,  inclusive. 
G.  L.,  c.  140,  s.  136A.  The  penalty  for  owning  or 
keeping  an  unlicensed  dog  is  fixed  by  G.  L.,  c.  140, 
s.  141,  at  not  less  than  $5  nor  more  than  $15. 

A  dog  license  is  valid  throughout  the  state; 
but  the  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  permanently 
removed  from  one  Massachusetts  municipality 
to  another  Massachusetts  municipality  shall, 
within  thirty  days  after  such  removal,  present  the 
original  license  and  tag  in  the  municipality  to 
which  the  dog  has  been  removed  for  the  issuance 
of  a  transfer  license  at  a  cost,  in  Boston,  of  50f* 
(G.  L.,  c.  140.  s.  146,  Rev.  Ord.  1961,  c.  30,  s.  1, 
cl.  87);  and  in  addition  a  person  who  during  any 
license  period  becomes  the  owner  or  keeper  of  a 
dog  already  licensed  in,  and  to  be  kept  in,  Boston 
shall  forthwith  give  written  notice  to  the  Police 
Commissioner  that  he  has  become  such  owner  or 
keeper,  and  the  Police  Commissioner  shall  change 
the  record  of  such  license  upon  payment  of  a  50- 
centfee  (G.  L.,  c.  140,  s.  138,  Rev.  Ord.  1961,  c. 
30,  s.  1,  cl.  84). 


The  owner  or  keeper  of  a  licensed  dog  shall 
cause  it  to  wear  around  its  neck  or  body  a  collar 
or  harness  of  leather  or  other  suitable  material, 
to  which  shall  be  securely  attached  a  tag  in  a 
prescribed  form  upon  which  shall  appear  the 
city's  name,  the  license  number,  and  the  year  of 
issue.  G.  L.,  c.  140,  s.  137.  If  any  such  tag  shall 
be  lost,  the  owner  or  keeper  of  the  dog  shall 
forthwith  secure  a  substitute  tag.  G.  L.,  c.  140,  s. 
137.  In  Boston  the  fee  for  a  substitute  tag  is  25(5. 
Rev.  Ord.  (1961),  c.  30,  s.  1,  cl.  (86). 

The  dog  officer  in  Boston,  as  permitted  by  G.  L., 
c.  140,  s.  151,  is  the  Animal  Rescue  League  of 
Boston,  with  headquarters  at  10  Chandler  street, 
Boston.  As  a  dog  officer,  its  duty  is  to  seek  out, 
catch  and  confine  all  dogs  in  Boston  which  are 
not  licensed,  collared  or  harnessed,  and  tagged 
as  required  by  law,  and  to  enter  and  prosecute  a 
complaint  for  failure  to  comply  with  the  law 
against  the  owner  or  keeper  of  each  such  dog,  if 
known,  and  to  kill  each  such  dog  which  after  being 
detained  for  ten  days  shall  not  then  have  been 
licensed,  collared  or  harnessed,  and  tagged;  pro- 
vided that  at  the  end  of  such  ten  days  any  male 
or  spayed  female  dog  not  found  to  be  diseased  may 
be  sold  for  not  less  than  $3;  but  any  dog  so  sold 
cannot  be  delivered  until  the  purchaser  has  pro- 
cured a  license  and  tag.  G.  L.,  c.  140.  s.  151A. 
As  dog  officer,  the  Animal  Rescue  League  is  also 
required  to  attend  to  all  complaints  or  other  mat- 
ters pertaining  to  dogs  in  Boston.  G.  L.,  c.  140, 
s.  151. 

If  anv  person  shall  complain  in  writing  to  the 
Police  Commissioner  that  anv  dog  owned  or  har- 
bored in  Boston  is  a  nuisance  by  reason  of  a  vi- 
cious disposition,  or  excessive  barking  or  other 
disturbance,  or  that  anv  such  dog  bv  such  barking 
or  other  disturbance  is  a  source  of  annoyance  to 
anv  sick  person  residing  in  the  vicinity,  the  Police 
Commissioner  must  cause  the  complaint  to  be 
investigated,  including  an  examination  on  oath 
of  the  complainant,  and  may  make  such  order 
concerning  the  restraint  or  disposal  of  such  dog 
as  may  be  deemed  necessary.  Within  ten  days 
after  such  order,  the  owner  or  keeper  of  such  dog 
may  bring  a  petition  in  the  district  court  within 
the  judicial  district  of  which  the  dog  is  owned  or 
kept,  which,  after  such  notice  as  the  couit  may 
deem  necessary,  shall  review  such  action,  hear  the 
witnesses,  and  affirm  such  order  unless  it  shall  ap- 
pear that  it  was  made  without  proper  cause  or  in 
bad  faith,  in  which  case  such  order  shall  be  re- 
versed. G.  L.,  c.  140,  s.  157.  Any  police  officer 
shall  kill  a  dog  which  the  Police  Commissioner  or 
upon  review,  the  district  court,  shall  have  ordered 
to  be  restrained  if  such  dog  is  again  found  outside 
the  enclosure  of  its  owner  or  keeper  and  not  under 
his  immediate  care,  and  may  kill  a  dog  winch  is 
living  in  a  wild  state.    G.  L.,  c.  140,  s.  158. 

(•.  I...  c.  140,  s.  167,  empowers  the  City  Council 
to  order  that  all  dogs  shall  be  muzzled  or  restrained 
from  running  at  large  during  such  time  as  shall  be 
prescribed  by  such  order.  The  City  Council  is 
thus  enabled  to  safeguard  the  public  from  the 
dangers  of  hydrophobia  in  the  event  of  an  epidemic 
of  rabies. 

In  addition  to  all  this,  provision  is  made  by  G.  L., 
c.  140,  s.  173,  for  these  statutory  provisions  to  be 
supplemented  by  ordinances.  Boston  has  two 
such  ordinances.  The  keeping  of  a  dog  which  by 
causing  frequent  or  long  continued  noise  disturbs 
the  quiet,  comfort  or  repose  of  any  person  in  the 
vicinity  is  declared  by  Rev.  Ord.  (1961),  c.  29, 
s.  97,  to  be  a  loud,  disturbing  or  unnecessary  noise 
prohibited  by  that  section.  Rev.  Ord.  (1961), 
c.  29,  s.  40A,  further  prescribes  that  no  person 
owning,  keeping,  harboring  or  having  control  of  a 
dog  shall  permit  it  to  foul  any  sidewalk  of  any 
street  in   the   city. 

To  assist  you  in  determining  whether  other 
additional  ordinances  are  desirable,  it  may  not  be 
inappropriate  for  me  to  add  that  I  have  examined 
a  model  ordinance  for  the  regulation  of  dogs  and 
find  onlv  two  matters  not  covered  by  the  fore- 
going. The  first  is  a  requirement  that  all  dogs  be 
vaccinated  against  rabies.  The  other  is  a  prohibi- 
tion against  permitting  a  dog  to  run  at  large 
during  specified  times,  such  as  particular  months 
of  the  year  or  certain  hours  of  the  day  and  night. 
In  calling  these  omissions  to  your  attention,  I 
am  not  intimating  that  either  is  desirable  in 
Boston.

with  an  order  authorizing  the  carrying  out 
of  the  agreements  arrived  at  between  the 
Penal  Institutions  Commissioner  and  the  Metro- 
politan District  Commission,  and  I  recommend 
its  adoption  by  your  Honorable  Body.

Gentlemen : 

Currently  under  construction  at  Deer  Island 
adjacent  to  the  prison  is  a  Metropolitan  Dis- 
trict Commission  sewerage  treatment  plant. 
The  purpose  of  this  plant  is  to  correct  the 
raw  sewerage  now  being  pumped  out  directly 
into  Boston  Harbor.  When  this  plant  is 
completed  all  sewerage  from  the  Metropolitan 
District  Commission  cities  and  towns  will  be 
chemically  treated  and  then  discharged  into 
the   harbor   as   pure   water. 
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The  Metropolitan  District  Commission  at 
first  had  planned  on  running  a  16-inch  water 
line  from  Beachmont  to  the  Island  to  supply 
water  to  flush  out  its  sewerage  vats,  but  this 
cost  would  be  prohibitive.  Changes  have  been 
made  to  pump  salt  water  from  the  ocean  to 
flush  out  these  vats.  However,  a  proper 
reservoir  or  water  standpipe  would  be  needed 
for    water    pressure. 

Presently  we  have  a  reservoir  belonging  to 
the  City  of  Boston  containing  2%  million  gal- 
lons of  water  from  which  five  (5)  hydrants 
are  located  on  the  Institutions  grounds  for 
fire  protection.  This  is  the  only  purpose  of 
this    reservoir   to   the    City   of    Boston. 

Some  months  ago  the  Metropolitan  District 
Commission  inquired  whether  a  purchase  of 
this  reservoir  was  feasible.  After  discussions 
the  Commission  offered  the  City  of  Boston 
$10,000  for  this   reservoir.      The  price  of   $10,- 

000  did  not  seem  to  be  adequate  for  this 
property  since  the  City  of  Boston  pays  roughly 
50  percent  of  the  Metropolitan  District  Com- 
mission costs;  so  in  reality  the  City  of  Boston 
would  only  stand  to  gain  roughly  $5,000.  Sub- 
sequently  new   arrangements    were   arrived   at. 

I  would  like  to  list  the  agreements  that  we 
have  recommended  which  the  Commission  has 
approved  as  of  January  20,  1966.  It  has 
been  agreed  that  Parcel  28  and  Parcel  3 
representing  approximately  15.1  acres  of  land 
be  conveyed  in  fee  to  the  City  of  Boston, 
while  Parcel  4,  including  the  reservoir  struc- 
ture, be  conveyed  in  fee  to  the  Metropolitan 
District   Commission. 

As  part  of  this  exchange  the  five  fire 
hydrants  which  are  to  be  serviced  from  this 
reservoir  will  continue  to  be  serviced  under 
the  salt  water  system,  thereby  guaranteeing 
to  the  House  of  Correction  the  emergency 
water  supply  in   the  event  of   fire. 

One  additional  hydrant  will  be  installed  for 
the  city  by  the  Metropolitan  District  Com- 
mission near  the  Administration  Building  and 
be   connected    to    the    8-inch    fresh    water   line. 

The  Fire  Department  agrees  with  this 
arrangement  and  states  that  this  is  an  ad- 
ditional system  for  proper  fire  protection  along 
with  the  reservoir  lines,  and  with  the  new 
hydrant  we  will  have  an  additional  hydrant 
on  our  old  12-inch  line  which  also  can  be 
serviced  from  the  U.  S.  Navy  8-inch  line  in 
the    event   of   an    emergency. 

Together  with  these  agreements  the  Metro- 
politan District  Commission  has  made  arrange- 
ments to  provide  an  emergency  electrical  con- 
nection of  about  75  KVA  capacity  for  use  of 
the  prison,  particularly  to  operate  the  heating 
plant  in  the  event  the  power  services  at  the 
prison    fail. 

In     view     of     the     foregoing     arrangements, 

1  have  determined  that  the  reservoir  site  is 
no  longer  required  for  public  purposes  and 
recommend  that  the  agreements  arrived  at 
with  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission  be 
carried    out.

HOUSING 

Coun.  FOLEY,  for  the  Committee  on  Public 
Housing,   submitted   the  following: 

Report  on  message  of  the  Mayor  and  resolu- 
tion (referred  October  25,  1965)  approving 
low-rent  housing  by  leasing  units  in  privately- 
owned  structures — recommending  that  the  reso- 
lution be  adopted  and  submitting  the  following 
as  part  of   the  report: 

The  Committee  on  Public  Housing  of  the 
Boston  City  Council  will  hold  a  hearing  on 
Wednesday,  February  9,  1966,  at  9.30  A.M., 
Council  Chambers,  fourth  floor,  City  Hall, 
School  street,  concerning  a  resolution  pending 
before  the  committee.  The  resolution,  if 
ultimately  adopted  by  the  full  body  of  the 
Council,  would  approve  the  application  of  the 
provisions  of  Section  23  of  the  United  States 
Housing  Act  of  1937,  as  amended,  to  the  City 
of   Boston. 

In  other  words,  the  hearing  looks  toward 
the  approval  by  the  City  Council  and  the 
Mayor  of  the  application  of  certain  new  ap- 
proaches in  the  field  of  public  housing  made 
available  by  the  National  Housing  Act  of  1965. 

In  general  the  National  Housing  Act  of 
1965  provides:  (1)  more  federally  subsidized 
public  housing  units  in  the  conventional  form 
we  have  known  to  date;  and  (2)  as  a  new 
departure,  a  wide  variety  of  essentially  new 
forms,  the  common  denominator  of  which  is 
much  more  use  of  private  developers  and 
private  property,  new  and  old,  to  house  those 
unable  to  pay  an  economic  rent  for  a  standard 
accommodation.  It  is  the  second  category 
which  the  Council  and  the  committee  are  asked 
to    consider. 

I  have  discovered,  however,  that  there  is 
almost  no  familiarity  presently  with  the  act 
on  the  part  of  those  who  might  be  expected 
to  operate  and/or  develop  private  property 
under   it. 

Therefore,  I  should  like  to  devote  the  first 
part  of  the  hearing  to  an  explanation  of  all 
the  alternate  forms  of  approaching  the  prob- 
lem of  housing  those  unable  to  pay  an  eco- 
nomic rent,  available  under  the  1965  Act, 
narrowing  of  course  finally  for  intensive  ex- 
amination to  those  proposed  to  be  applied  here 
by   the  Boston   Housing   Authority. 

Thereafter,  the  hearing  will  explore  general 
aspects  of  public  housing  in  Boston,  including 
the   question    of    geographical    distribution. 

The  committee  would  be  delighted  to  dis- 
cover and  reveal  for  all  to  enjoy  that  there 
is  a  balanced  policy  and  an  active  program 
both  clearly  articulated  in  plain  English  on 
the  part  of  the  three  agencies  responsible  for 
solving  Boston's  housing  problems,  i.e.,  Boston 
Housing  Authority,  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
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thority,  as  it  is  the  renewal  agency  for 
Boston,  and  the  Board  of  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  as  it  is  the  Planning  Board  of 
the    City    of    Boston.

The  following  report  has  been  prepared  in 
response  to  the  request  of  February  3,  1966, 
by  Councilman  William  J.  Foley,  Jr.,  for  a 
summary  report  on  the  various  methods  now 
available  for  providing  housing  to  lower  in- 
come  groups: 

1.  The  methods  currently  available  for  pro- 
viding housing  for  lower  income  families  and 
individuals    are: 

(a)  Low-Rent  Housing  in  Private  Accommo- 
dations leased  by  the  Local  Housing  Authority. 

(b)  Low-Rent  Public  Housing  for  families 
and  elderly  persons  developed  with  assistance 
from  the  Public  Housing  Administration  of 
the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Devel- 
opment. 

(c)  Housing  for  Elderly  developed  with 
assistance  from  the  Community  Facilities  Ad- 
ministration of  the  Department  of  Housing 
and  Urban  Development. 

(d)  Low-Rent  Public  Housing  and  Housing 
for  the  Elderly  developed  with  assistance  from 
the   Commonwealth   of   Massachusetts. 

(e)  Rehabilitated  Housing  developed  un- 
der: 

(i)  Federally-assisted  low-rent  public 
housing  program; 

(ii)  Housing  in  urban  renewal  areas  re- 
habilitated with  funds  made  available  under 
the  Section  312  Direct  Loan  Program; 

(iii)  Housing  in  urban  renewal  areas 
rehabilitated  with  funds  made  available 
under  the  Section  115  Rehabilitation  Grant 
Program; 

(iv)  Housing  rehabilitated  under  Section 
221  (d)  (3)  below  market  interest  rate 
program. 

(f)  Housing  developed  under  Section  221 
(d)  (3)  at  both  below  market  rate  interest 
and  market  rate  interest. 

(g)  Rent  Supplement  Program — (Although 
this  program  has  been  authorized,  it  has  not 
been  funded  and  is  not  in  operation  at  this 
time.) 

A  description  of  each  of  the  above  programs 
is  outlined  on   the  subsequent  pages. 

Federally-Aided  Program  for  Leasing  Hous- 
ing in  Privately-Owned  Structures  Ad- 
ministered by  the  Public  Housing  Ad- 
ministration 

This  program  is  a  new  form  of  low-Tent 
housing,  utilizing  existing  privately-owned 
housing  to  supplement  the  units  provided  in 
low-rent  public  housing  developments  under 
the  conventional  program.  The  program 
cannot  be  undertaken  unless  the  City  Council 
authorizes,  by  resolution,  the  Housing  Au- 
thority to  initiate  the  program. 

If  the  Housing  Authority  finds  that  units 
offered  in  response  to  its  invitation  are  (or 
can  be  made)  suitable  for  use  in  the  new 
program,  and  that  the  rentals  to  be  charged 
are  within  its  financial  range,  it  may  approve 
the  units  for  use  as  low-rent  housing  in 
private   accommodations. 

To  the  extent  that  the  Federal  Public  Hous- 
ing Administration  makes  a  subsidy  available 
in  the  form  of  annual  contributions,  the  Hous- 
ing Authority  may  enter  into  a  lease  (having  a 
term  of  from  1  to  3  years,  renewable)  with 
the  owners  of  the  approved  housing  for  its 
use  in  the  program.  Each  lease  with  the 
owner  will  make  the  selection  of  tenants  for 
the  units  involved  a  joint  function  between 
the  owner  of  the  property  and  the  Housing 
Authority.  It  will  provide  for  the  negotia- 
tion of '  the  rentals  by  the  local  authority 
and  the  owner.  It  will  give  the  Housing 
Authority  the  sole  right  to  give  notice  to 
vacate   to   the   low-income    tenant. 


The  owner  of  housing  acceptable  for  use 
in  this  program  will  be  guaranteed  the  full 
amount  of  the  regular  market  rent  for  the 
term  of  the  lease.  The  tenant  will  pay  a  rent 
equivalent  to  what  he  would  pay  in  a  con- 
ventional public  housing  development.  The 
total  subsidy  available  to  the  Housing  Au- 
thority will  be  limited  to  the  same  amount 
that  would  be  available  for  new  construction 
of  public  housing  in  Boston.  As  in  the  case 
of  the  conventional  public  housing  program, 
there  could  also  be  available  the  additional  sub- 
sidy of  up  to  $120  per  year  for  units  occupied 
by  elderly,  handicapped,  or  displaced  persons 
or    families. 

Full  and  normal  real  estate  property  taxes 
would   be   paid    by   the   owner. 

If  the  program  is  approved,  the  Housing 
Authority  will  conduct  a  continuing  survey 
and  listing  of  the  available  privately-owned 
dwelling  units  within  the  area  under  its 
jurisdiction  which  provide  decent,  safe,  and 
sanitary  dwelling  accommodations  and  are 
(or  may  be  made)  suitable  for  use  as  low- 
rent  housing  in  private  accommodations  under 
the  new  program.  The  public  will  be  notified 
from  to  time  of  the  anticipated  need  for 
dwelling  units  to  be  used  under  the  new  pro- 
gram, and  owners  of  housing  listed  invited  to 
make  one  or  more  of  their  units  available 
for  this  purpose.  Not  more  than  10  percent 
of  the  units  in  any  single  structure  can  be 
used  in  the  program,  except  in  the  case  of 
buildings  with  small  numbers  of  units  or  in 
other  cases  where  this  percentage  should  not 
apply    by    reasonable   criteria. 

Federally-Aided  Programs  for  Housing  Low- 
Income  Families  and  Elderly  Persons 
Other  Than  the  Short-Term  Lease 
Program  Administered  by  the  Federal 
Public    Housing   Administration 

The  Federally-assisted  Public  Housing  Pro- 
gram has  continued  to  use  the  basic  financial 
formula  incorporated  in  the  U.  S.  Housing 
Act   of   1937. 

In  essence,  this  program  has  provided  a 
subsidy  termed  "annual  contributions"  which 
is  pledged  to  a  local  housing  authority  in  a 
contract  entered  into  for  each  development 
that  is  undertaken.  Congress  periodically  has 
augmented  the  amount  of  money  available 
for  annual  contributions  which  in  turn  has 
controlled  the  volume  of  housing  of  this 
variety    that   can    be   produced. 

The  annual  contribution  is  sufficient  to 
cover  debt  servicing  requirements  over  the 
entire  amortization  period.  All  operating 
costs  must  be  met  through  the  rentals  charged 
to  tenants.  This  financial  formula  has  enabled 
the  Public  Housing  Program  to  serve  low- 
income  families  and  elderly  persons  at  a 
rental   cost    within    their   means. 

Many  perfecting  amendments  have  I>een 
made  to  the  basic  legislation  over  the  years  in 
order  to  adapt  the  program  to  changing  needs 
and  economic  conditions.  It  is  emphasized, 
however,  that  the  basic  formula  remains  un- 
changed. 

With  the  addition  of  amendments  made  to  the 
original  legislation  as  part  of  the  Housing 
and  Urban  Development  Act  of  1965,  it  is 
now  possible  for  the  Boston  Housing  Au- 
thority to  execute  the  following  activities — 
most  of  them  in  combination  with  each  other 
if  the  needs  and  circumstances  suggest  a 
combination    approach: 

1.  Build  and  operate  new  housing  develop- 
ments. 

2.  Acquire  existing  property,  rehabilitate 
if   required,    and    operate   as    public   housing. 

3.  Lease  existing  property  with  rehabilita- 
tion as  a  condition  to  entering  into  a  con- 
tract with  the  owner  and  operate  as  public 
housing  up   to  a  term   of  40  years. 

4.  Participate  with  nonprofit  sponsors  in 
the  development  and  operation  of  housing 
which  is  financed  either  conventionally  or  with 
the  assistance  of  the  FHA  Insurance  Pro- 
grams. 

The  above  basic  characteristics  i-epresent 
the  general  conditions  and  features  of  the 
federally-aided    low-rent    housing    program.     It 
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offers  a  flexible  tool  to  be  used  with  other 
resources  to  provide  standard  housing  for 
low-income  families  and  elderly  persons  at 
costs    they   can    afford. 

Housing  for  the  Elderly — Community  Facili- 
ties  Administration 

Private  nonprofit  corporations  (including 
corporations  established  by  a  religious  or 
labor  organization  or  by  local  public-spirited 
citizens  for  the  purpose  of  building  housing 
for  the  elderly),  consumer  cooperatives,  and 
public  agencies  and  bodies  (except  local  hous- 
ing authorities  receiving  federal  funds  ex- 
clusively under  the  Housing  Act  of  1937) 
are  eligible  for  loans  to  construct  new  housing 
for  the  elderly. 

Loans  under  this  program  currently  require 
3  percent  interest.  The  maximum  term  of 
the   mortgage   may   be   50   years. 

Housing  developed  under  this  program  is 
designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  low  middle- 
income  persons    62   years   of   age  or   older. 

State-Aided     Programs     for     Housing     Low- 
Income    Families    and    Elderly    Persons 
The  State-Aided   Public   Housing  Program   is 

based  on  the  same  principles  which  are  present 

in    the   Federally-Aided   Program. 
The  essential   differences  are: 

1.  The  State  Program  was  established  to 
serve  the  housing  needs  of  low-income  veterans 
insofar   as   families   are   concerned. 

2.  The  amount  of  annual  contribution  or 
subsidy  available  is  considerably  more  limited 
than  in  the  federally-aided  program  requiring, 
in  effect,  that  rental  revenues  be  used  in  part 
to  meet  debt  servicing  cost. 

3.  The  Veterans'  Family  Program  has  not 
been  authorized  by  the  state  Legislature  in 
recent  years  to  be  expanded;  accordingly,  there 
is     no     new    development     authority     available. 

The  State-Aided  Program  for  elderly  per- 
sons is  an  active  program  throughout  the 
Commonwealth  and  it,  too,  is  financed,  con- 
structed, and  operated  in  accord  with  the 
same  basic  principles  as  are  part  of  our 
federal  program.  The  State  Elderly  Program, 
however,  operates  under  a  separate  statutory 
authority  than  the  Veteran  Families'  Program. 

There  are  some  other  programs  enacted  by 
the  General  Court  pertinent  to  housing  needs 
of  low-income  families  but  these  have  not  been 
funded  and,  therefore,  are  not  available  for 
use    at   this    time. 

Rehabilitated  Housing 
(i)  Federally-assisted  low-rent  housing 
Under  current  regulations,  the  local  housing 
authority  may  acquire  privately-owned  housing 
for  the  purpose  of  rehabilitation.  The  method 
of  financing,  developing,  and  managing  re- 
habilitated dwelling  is  the  same  as  for  other 
housing  developed  under  the  federally-assisted 
low-rent   housing    program. 

(ii)  Section  312 — Rehabilitation  Loans 
The  Housing  and  Urban  Development  Act 
of  1965  provides  for  direct  federal  loans  for 
rehabilitation  at  an  interest  rate  of  3  percent. 
In  order  to  be  eligible  for  a  Section  312  Loan, 
the  applicant  ( 1 )  must  be  an  owner  of  prop- 
erty within  either  the  area  of  a  Title  I 
Urban  Renewal  Project  or  a  Section  117  con- 
centrated code  enforcement  area;  (2)  must 
evidence  adequate  capacity  to  repay  the  loan, 
and  (3)  must  be  unable  to  secure  necessary 
funds  from  other  sources  on  comparable  terms 
and  conditions  (currently  at  an  interest  rate 
of  3  percent).  The  maximum  amount  of  the 
rehabilitation  loan  is  $10,000  and  the  term  of 
the  loan   cannot  exceed  20  years. 

An  applicant  for  a  Section  312  Rehabili- 
tation Loan  may  also  be  eligible  for  a  Section 
115    Rehabilitation    Grant. 

A  loan  for  rehabilitation  only  may  nut  ex- 
ceed the  estimated  cost  of  rehabilitation.  A 
loan  which  includes  refinancing  may  exceed 
the  estimated  cost  of  rehabilitation  up  to  the 
amount  of  existing  debt  secured  by  the  prop- 
erty. 

(iii)      Section     115 — Rehabilitation     Grants 
With     the     adoption     of     the    Housing     and 
Urban  Development  Act  of  1965,  the  Congress 
provided   for   the  making   of   federal   grants   to 


qualified  low-income  owner-occupants  of  hous- 
ing in  urban  renewal  areas  for  the  repair 
and  improvement  of  their  homes  so  that  the 
property  conforms  to  applicable  codes  or  other 
requirements   of  urban   renewal   plans. 

Under  this  program  an  applicant  whose 
annual  income  does  not  exceed  $3,000  may  re- 
ceive a  grant  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  the 
lesser  of  (1)  the  actual  cost  of  repairs  and 
improvements,  or    (2)    $1,500. 

Also  under  this  program,  an  applicant  whose 
income  exceeds  $3,000  a  year  may  receive  a 
grant  which  does  not  exceed  the  least  of  ( 1 ) 
the   actual   cost   of   repairs   and   improvements; 

(2)  $1,500,  or  (3)  an  amount  not  to  exceed 
that  portion  of  the  cost  of  repairs  and  im- 
provements which  cannot  be  paid  for  with 
any  available  loan  that  can  be  amortized  as  a 
part  of  the  applicant's  housing  expense  with- 
out requiring  that  expense  to  exceed  25  per- 
cent of   the  applicant's  monthly  income. 

(iv)      Section    221     (d)     (3) 

It  is  possible  for  a  nonprofit,  limited  divi- 
dend, public,  cooperative  or  investor  sponsor 
mortgagor  to  finance  the  rehabilitation  of 
dwelling  units  in  detached,  semi-detached,  row 
or  multifamily  structures  under  either  the 
market    rate    or    below    market    rate   221     (d) 

(3)  mortgage  insurance  program. 
Section    221     (d)      (3) 

The  Section  221  (d)  (3)  program  for  the 
development  of  new  and  rehabilitated  housing 
for  families  of  moderate  income  came  into 
being  with  the  adoption  of  the  Housing  Act  of 
1961.  Under  this  program,  it  became  possible 
for  nonprofit,  limited  dividend  and  other 
sponsors  and  developers  to  obtain  long-term 
mortgage  financing  at  the  federal  going  rate 
of   interest. 

Subsequent  amendments  to  the  Housing 
Act  have  resulted  in  the  current  program 
which  enables  (1)  limited  dividend  and  non- 
profit sponsors  and  developers  to  obtain  mort- 
gage financing  at  an  interest  rate  of  3  per- 
cent, and  (2)  other  sponsors  and  developers 
to  obtain  mortgage  financing  at  current  going 
rates   of  interest. 

Housing  made  available  under  the  Section 
221  (d)  (3)  formula  may  be  developed  in  any 
area  of  a  community  and  may  be  made 
available  to  families  with  incomes  below  cer- 
tain limits  which  are  prescribed  by  the  FHA 
for  each  community.  The  income  limit  for 
admission  to  this  housing  varies  with  the 
size  of  the  family.  The  current  income  limits 
for  Boston  are: 

2  persons $6,100 

3  and  4  persons $7,200 

5  and  6  persons $8,300 

7   and   more  persons $9,350 

Rents    for   housing    developed    under    Section 

221  (d)  (3)  are  generally  above  the  rents 
for  low-rent  public  housing  for  accommoda- 
tion   of   similar   size. 

Rent    Supplement   Program 

If  and  when  the  rent  supplement  program 
is  funded,  it  will  be  possible  to  provide  as- 
sistance to  certain  families  and  individuals  of 
low  income. 

Under  this  program,  it  is  possible  for  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Develop- 
ment to  enter  into  contracts  with  certain  types 
of  housing  owners  to  make  rent  supplement 
payments  on  behalf  of  qualified  low-income 
occupants. 

The  amount  of  a  rent  supplement  payment 
cannot  exceed  the  difference  between  the  fair 
market  rental  for  the  dwelling  unit  and  25 
percent  of   the  occupant's   income. 

A  qualified  occupant  is  an  individual  or 
family  with  an  income  below  the  maximum 
amount  established  in  the  area  for  occupancy 
of  Public  Housing  Administration — aided  low- 
rent  housing  and,  in  addition,  is  in  one  of  the 
following    categories: 

1.  Being    displaced    by    government    action; 

2.  62    years    of   age   or   older; 

3.  Physically   handicapped; 

4.  Occupying   substandard   housing; 

5.  Occupying  or  formerly  occupying  a  dwel- 
ling in  a  disaster  area.

DEATH   OF    CHESTER   W.   NIMITZ 

Coun.  FOLEY   offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  Upon  Sunday,  February  20,  1966, 
Admiral  of  the  Fleet  Chester  W.  Nimitz,  USN, 
passed   away; 

Whereas,  In  World  War  II,  Admiral  of  the 
Fleet  Chester  W.  Nimitz,  USN,  was  in 
command  of  the  Armed  Forces  of  the  United 
States  engaged  in  the  Battle  of  Midway,  First 
Battle  of  the  Philippines  Seas,  Second  Battle 
of  the  Philippines  Seas,  and  the  Okinawan 
Operation  as  well  as  many  minor  engagements 
and  was  a  signatory  to  the  surrender  docu- 
ment aboard  USS  "Missouri,"  in  Tokyo 
Bay: 

Whereas,  These  great  battles  will  rank  in 
naval  history  with  Salamis,  the  Nile,  Trafal- 
gar, Manila  Bay,  Santiago,  and  Jutland; 

Whereas,  Admiral  of  the  Fleet  Chester  W. 
Nimitz,  USN,  at  all  times  conducted  himself 
with  great  professional  skill  and  resourceful- 
ness during  his  career  and  particularly  during

I  transmit  herewith  communication  dated 
December  17,  1965,  from  the  Police  Commis- 
sioner recommending  that  the  City  of  Boston 
property  located  at  74  Joy  street,  Boston, 
former  site  of  Police  Station  3,  be  sold  to 
Beacon  Hill  Civic  Association,  Inc.,  for  the 
sum  of   $1,000. 

I  am  in  agreement  with  the  conclusion 
reached  by  the  Police  Commissioner  and 
recommend  the  adoption  of  the  accompanying 
order.

Gentlemen: 

The  progressive  consolidation  of  police  sta- 
tions into  the  more  efficient  operating  units 
has  resulted  in  former  Station  3  located  at 
74  Joy  street  on  Beacon  Hill,  Boston,  being 
no   longer   needed   for   public   purposes. 

In  order  to  assist  you  in  your  determina- 
tion as  to  the  most  appropriate  reuse  of  this 
building,  this  department  advertised  publicly 
for  bids  for  the  building  this  past  summer. 
AVe  received  a  large  number  of  applications 
and   have   reviewed   them. 

I  now  recommend  that  the  building  be  sold 
for  one  thousand  (1,000)  dollars  to  the  Bea- 
con Hill  Civic  Association,  Inc.  This  recom- 
mendation  is   made  for  the  following   reasons: 

1.  Use  of  the  building  as  a  community 
center  is  the  most  appropriate  suggestion 
contained  in  the  proposals  we  received.  Beacon 
Hill   is   a   dense  residential  area   in   which   in- 


terior recreation  space  for  persons  living 
there  is  in  short  supply  and  in  great  demand. 
Preschool  children,  teenagers  and  preteen 
children  after  school  and  elderly  persons  all 
of  whom  live  in  sizeable  numbers  on  Beacon 
Hill  require  facilities.  The  suggested  com- 
munity center  would  provide  such  facilities, 
it  would  be  a  great  asset  to  the  community 
and  assist  in  solving  many  of  the  problems 
which  now  exist.  While  we  do  not  wish  to 
minimize  the  problems  of  the  preschool  chil- 
dren and  the  elderly,  as  a  police  matter  the 
center  would  serve  a  most  useful  purpose  as 
a  place  where  teenagers  could  find  wholesome 
recreational    opportunities. 

2.  The  location  of  the  building  on  Joy 
street  is  suitable  for  this  purpose.  The  area 
is  directly  adjacent  to  other  public  buildings 
(public  school  and  fire  station).  It  is  ac- 
cessible without  street  crossings  from  all  por- 
tions of  Beacon  Hill  and  is  located  in  the 
area  of  most  need  on  the  north  slope.  The 
building  itself  would  be  appropriate  for  the 
suggested  purposes  with  a  minimum  of 
modelling  required  since  it  has  already  a 
number  of  rooms  suitable  for  activities  and  a 
large  hall  which  could  be  used  as  a  gymna- 
sium. 

3.  The  Recreation  Committee  of  the  Bea- 
con Hill  Civic  Association  seems  to  us  an 
appropriate  agency  to  handle  this  project. 
We  have  worked  closely  with  their  Chairman, 
Mrs.  John  Norton,  on  this  matter  and  we 
believe  they  have  developed  a  program  on 
Beacon  Hill  which  shows  a  great  deal  of 
promise.  In  addition,  the  Civic  Association 
itself  is  an  institution  of  sufficient  stability 
and  general  public  support  to  warrant  be- 
lieve that  it  will  act  as  a  responsible  custo- 
dian of  the  property. 

4.  The  other  suggested  uses  are  either  not 
permitted  under  the  zoning  law  or  supply 
residential  facilities  which  are  already  plenti- 
ful on  Beacon  Hill.  Moreover,  at  least  one 
of  the  residential  proposals  apparently  con- 
templated demolition  of  the  building  and  con- 
struction of  a  new  structure  which  would  re- 
quire approval  of  the  Beacon  Hill  Architec- 
tural   Commission. 

For   the   above  reasons,    this   department   re- 
spectfully   recommends    that   disposition    of   old 
Station   3  be  made  for  the  purposes  of  a  com- 
munity  center   as   above   outlined.

cupancy by  wholesalers  definitely  would  work 
against  the  redevelopment  goals  for  the  area 
and  therefore  will  be  discontinued. 

The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  has 
stated  that  wholesale  food  dealers  who  were 
going  to  take  space  in  the  proposed  new 
market  would  not  be  displaced  from  the 
Faneuil  Hall-Waterfront  area  until  the  new 
facilities  were  available.

ORDINANCE      RE      FEE      FOR      LODGING- 
HOUSE    LICENSE 

The   following    was    received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  March  14,  1966. 
To    the    City    Council. 
Gentlemen: 

Despite  the  substantial  rise  in  costs  since 
1956  and  the  marked  increase  in  inspection 
incident  to  enforcement  of  the  State  Sanitary 
Code,  the  Director  of  Administrative  Services 
noted  that  the  fee  for  a  lodginghouse  license 
had  not  been  raised  in  nearly  a  decade  and 
invited  comments  from  the  Chairman  of  the 
Boston  Licensing  Board.  His  reply  together 
with  the  draft  of  an  ordinance  prepared  by 
the  Corporation  Counsel's  office  to  embody 
his    suggestions    is    transmitted    herewith. 

I  recommend  adoption  of  the  ordinance. 
Currently,  the  fee  for  a  lodginghouse  having 
less  than  ten  rooms  let  or  adapted  for  letting 
to  lodgers  is  $10,  for  one  with  ten  or  more, 
but  less  than  twenty,  such  rooms,  $20,  and 
for  all  others,  $45.  While  the  paper  work 
incident  to  such  a  license  is  fairly  uniform, 
inspectional  costs  are  essentially  related  to 
the  number  of  rooms  and  the  number  of  berths 
in  a  room  if  there  are  more  than  two.  The 
accompanying   ordinance   recognizes   these   fac- 
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tors    with    an    appropriate   exception    to    cover 
the   situation    where    a   license   is    issued   to    a 
new  licensee  for  the  same  period  as   an   exist- 
ing   license   for   the    same   premises.

In  accordance  with  your  request,  the  ade- 
quacy of  current  lodginghouse  license  fees 
has  been  studied. 

There  are  two  principal  facets  to  the 
matter:  the  paper  work  incident  to  the 
issuance  of  such  a  license,  and  the  inspec- 
tion entailed  in  ascertaining  the  suitability 
of  the  lodginghouse  premises.  It  is  believed 
that  a  fee  of  $5  would  be  commensurate  with 
the  cost  of  the  paper  work.  Inspectional  costs 
will  vary  according  to  the  number  of  rooms 
and  the  number  of  lodgers  in  a  room.  It  has 
come  to  attention,  for  example,  that  as  many 
as  forty  students  live  in  one  large  dormitory 
room  in  one  lodginghouse.  Probably,  inspec- 
ional  costs  would  be  most  nearly  equalled  by  a 
$2  fee  for  each  room,  with  an  additional  $1  for 
each  lodger's  berth  (exclusive  of  children's 
beds)  in  any  one  room.  Of  course,  the  fees 
for  inspection  would  not  apply  where  incident 
to  the  sale  of  a  lodginghouse,  an  existing 
license  is  transferred  by  the  issuance  of  a 
new  license  to  the  new  owner.

In   the   Year   Nineteen    Hundred   and   Sixty-six 
An  Ordinance  Concerning  the  Fee  for  a  Lodg- 
ing House  License 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council   of  Boston, 
as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  Section  1  of  chapter  30  of 
the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  clause  (202)  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  following  clause: — 

(202)  Lodging  House  License.  The  fee 
for  a  lodging  house  license  granted  by  the 
licensing  board  under  section  23  of  chapter 
140  of  the  General  Laws  shall  be  a  primary 
fee  of  $5.00  and,  except  in  the  case  of  a 
license  issued  to  another  licensee  for  a  period 
covered  by  an  outstanding  license  for  the 
same  premises,  an  additional  fee  equal  to 
whichever    of    the   following    is    the   greater:  — 

(a)  $2.00  for  each  room  let  or  adapted  for 
letting  to  lodgers,  or  (b)  $1.00  for  each 
lodger's    berth    exclusive    of    children's    beds. 

SECTION  2.  Anything  in  section  3  of 
chapter  1  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961 
to  the  contrary  notwithstanding,  this  ordi- 
nance shall  be  published  by  the  action  of  the 
city   council   in   passing   the  same.

FOOD  STAMP  ACT

Whereas,  Each  eligible  household  pays  for 
the  coupons  an  amount  equal  to  its  normal 
expenditures  for  food  and  may  use  its  coupons 
to  make  purchases  at  retail  food  stores,  such 
coupons  exceeding  in  value  the  amount  charged 
for    them;    and 

Whereas,  The  Food  Stamp  Act  is  more 
beneficial  to  public  assistance  recipients  and 
other  eligible  families  than  the  present  Sur- 
plus  Food   Program;   and 

Whereas,  Participation  by  any  state  de- 
pends on  its  submission  of  a  plan  of  operation 
to   the   Secretary   of   Agriculture,   and 

Whereas,  Senate  Bill  No.  515  is  scheduled 
for  a  public  hearing  before  the  legislative 
Public  Welfare  Committee,  Tuesday,  March  22, 
at  1  p.m.  in  Room  436  of  the  State  House, 
to  implement  the  Federal  Food  Stamp  Act  in 
the    Commonwealth;    therefore   be   it

favors  passage  of  Senate  Bill  No.  515  and

Gentlemen: 

I  have  received  a  proposal  for  the  leasing 
of  31,500  square  feet  of  city-owned  land  on 
Spectacle  Island  for  a  period  of  five  (5) 
years.  The  aforementioned  land  had  been 
used  for  many  years  as  a  dumping  place  for 
rubbish  and  garbage  towed  in  scows  from  the 
City  of  Boston.  When  the  South  Bay  In- 
cinerator commenced  operating  in  September 
of  1959,  dumping  ceased,  Spectacle  Island  was 
abandoned,  and  the  dilapated  buildings  on  the 
Island  have  further  deteriorated  so  that  only 
unsightly    shells    remain    standing. 

The  petitioner  for  the  lease,  Metropolitan 
Trading  Company,  Inc.,  of  131  State  street, 
Boston,  proposes  to  use  this  land  as  part  of 
its  disposal  operation  which  is  conducted 
principally  by  burning  demolition  and  other 
materials  in  scows  in  outer  Boston  Harbor. 
It  agrees  to  undertake  the  demolition  of  the 
shell  of  the  buildings  still  standing,  to  clean 
up  the  existing  wharf  area  of  unsightly  ma- 
terials and  do  the  work  necessary  to  eliminate 
present  unsightly  conditions  and  further  agrees, 
in  the  event  that  the  lessee  shall  build  and 
erect  a  wharf  or  other  facilities,  that  at  the 
end  of  the  term  of  the  lease  such  structures 
shall  become  the  property  of  the  city. 

As  the  property  is  no  longer  required  for 
public  purposes,  and  the  proposed  lease  would 
provide  for  some  improvement  in  the  property 
while  providing  some  income  to  the  city,  it 
would  appear  advantageous  to  enter  into  such 
a  lease  agreement.

OPPOSITION  TO  SECTION  31B  OF  PRO- 
POSED LEGISLATION  IN  ADINOLFI 
REPORT 

Coun.   FOLEY  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  There  has  recently  been  published 
a  report  on  Municipal  Construction  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  submitted  by  one  Dr.  Anthony 
G.     Adinolfi, 

Whereas  said  report  proposes  legislation 
entitled : 

"An  Act  Providing  for  More  Efficient,  Ex- 
peditious and  Economical  Planning,  Construc- 
tion, Reconstruction,  Remodeling,  Alteration, 
Repair  and  Maintenance  by  the  City  of  Boston 
of  Necessary  Municipal  Structures  and  Facili- 
ties." 

Whereas,  Section  31B  of  said  legislation 
reads  as  follows: 

"Without  obtaining  the  consent  of  any  board 
or  officer  other  than  the  mayor,  the  public 
facilities  commission,  without  further  au- 
thority, may,  for  such  rent  or  price  and  upon 
such  terms  as  said  commission  may  deem 
appropriate,  lease  or  sublease  or  sell,  grant, 
and  convey  any  land  now  or  hereafter  be- 
longing to  the  city  and  in  the  care,  custody, 
management  and  control  of  said  commission, 
except  parks  and  playgrounds,  but  including 
school  land  and  land  acquired  by  foreclosure 
of  tax  title,  to  the  federal  government  or  any 
agency  thereof,  the  commonwealth  or  any 
political  subdivision  or  authority  thereof  or 
any  person,   firm,   corporation   or  trust." 

Whereas,  The  present  law  bearing  upon 
this  subject  is  contained  in  chapter  452  of  the 
Acts  of  1948,  as  amended  by  chapter  376  of 
the  Acts   of   1951,   and  reads   as   follows: 

"Section  17E — All  sales  of  land  other  than 
school  lands,  all  appropriations  for  the  pur- 
chase of  land  other  than  for  school  purposes, 
and  all  loans  voted  by  the  city  council  shall 
require  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  all  the  city 
councillors  and  shall  be  passed  only  after  two 
separate  readings  and  by  two  separate  votes, 
the  second  of  said  readings  and  votes  to  be 
had  not  less  than  fourteen  days  after  the  first, 
except  that  in  the  case  of  loan  orders  for 
temporary  loans  in  anticipation  of  taxes  the 
second  of  said  readings  and  votes  may  be  had 
not  less  than  twenty-four  hours  after  the 
first.  No  amendment  increasing  the  amount 
of  land  to  be  sold  or  the  amount  to  be  paid 
for  the  purchase  of  land,  or  the  amount  of 
loans,    or   altering   the   disposition    of   purchase 


money  or  of  the  proceeds  of  loans  shall  be 
made  at  the  time  of  the  second  reading  and 
vote." 

Whereas,  The  principle  of  open  and  public 
disposition  of  public  lands  by  vote  of  elected 
representatives  of  the  people  is  a  sound  one 
and  has  been  proven  by  long  practice  in  this 
city    and    elsewhere:    be   it    therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  the  City 
of  Boston  is  opposed  to  section  31B  of  the 
proposed  legislation  upon  the  principles  stated 
above   in  the  fifth   preamble;   be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  hereby 
petitions  the  Great  and  General  Court  and  the 
committee  of  that  body  ultimately  responsible 
for  considering  this  legislation  to  take  no 
action  with  reference  to  section  31B  of  this 
law  without  an  open  hearing  and  without 
giving  the  city  councillors  of  the  City  of 
Boston    a   full    opportunity   to   be    heard. 

In  connection  with  the  foregoing  resolution, 
Councillor  McDonough  offered  the  following 
motion: 

Moved,  That  the  resolution  be  amended  by 
adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  following  words: 
That  a  copy  be  forwarded  to  the  Governor,  the 
Speaker  of  the  House,  the  President  of  the 
Senate,  and  the  Chairman  of  whatever  legisla- 
tive committee  might  consider  this  proposed 
legislation. 

The  motion   was   carried.

The  Massachusetts  Bay  Transportation  Au- 
thority has  made  a  thorough  investigation  of 
the  availability  of  equipment  for  application 
to  its  gasoline-driven  vehicles  to  control  the 
emission  of  gases  and  fumes  in  accordance 
with  the  order  of  the  Boston  City  Council 
on  January  17,  1966,  "That  the  Massachu- 
setts Bay  Transportation  Authority  be  re- 
quested to  equip  its  gasoline-driven  vehicles 
with  devices  to  control  the  emission  of  gases 
and    fumes    on    or    before    January    1,    1967." 

We  have  inquired  from  the  manufacturers 
of  gasoline-driven  vehicles  and  find  that  up  to 
the  present  time  the  manufacturers  will  not 
install  antismog  devices  in  automobiles  or  cars 
for   shipment   in   any   state   except    California. 

There  has  been  a  resistance  to  customers' 
requests  for  the  installation  of  these  devices 
due  to  questionable  performance  and  frequency 
of  repair  required.     The  Authority  wishes  to 
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coordinate  with  the  request  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil; indeed,  the  Authority  of  its  own  volition 
has  carried  out  an  investigation  for  some  time 
with  regard  to  the  application  of  devices  to  re- 
duce exhaust  fumes.  However,  it  is  respect-

Ordered:  That  the  appropriation  for  Water  Service,  current  expenses,  and  the  payment  to  the  Metropolitan  Water 
District  Commission,  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  and  for  the  interest  and  debt  requirements  for  water  purposes 
be  met  by  the  income  of  said  service,  and  any  excess  over  income,  from  taxes,  as  provided  for  by  Chapter  324  of  the  Acts 
of  1914;  that  the  appropriation  for  Sewer  Service,  current  expenses,  payment  of  maintenance  assessments  to  the  Metro- 
politan District  Commission,  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  and  for  the  interest  and  debt  requirements  for  loans  issued 
for  sewer  purposes  be  met  by  the  income  of  said  service,  and  any  excess  over  income,  from  taxes,  as  provided  for  by  Section 
16  of  Chapter  83  of  the  Ceneral  Laws  as  amended  by  Chapter  311  of  the  Acts  of  1961;  that  appropriations  for  the  main- 
tenance and  operation  of  parking  meters  and  the  regulation  of  parking  and  other  traffic  activities  incident  thereto,  be 
met  by  the  income  from  parking  meter  fees;  that  the  other  appropriations  hereinafter  specified  be  met  by  the  amount  of 
available  funds  in  the  city  treasury  as  certified  on  January  1,  1966,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  23  of 
Chapter  59  of  the  General  Laws,  exclusive  of  the  money  raised  by  loan  or  needed  to  carry  out  the  requirements  of  any 
statute,  gift,  trust  or  special  appropriation;  by  the  income  of  the  financial  year  beginning  January  1,  1966;  by  taxes  on  the 
estates  in  the  City  of  Boston;  and  by  the  proceeds  of  any  duly  authorized  loans. 

Ordered:  That  the  appropriation  for  the  Cemetery  Division,  Parks  and  Recreation  Department,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Chapter  13,  of  the  Acts  of  1961  be,  and  hereby  is,  appropriated  from  the  General  Cemetery  Fund,  to  be 
expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Commissioner,  Parks  and  Recreation  Department  for  the  Cemetery  Division,  for 
the  expense  of  maintenance,  improvement  and  embellishing  said  cemeteries  as  is  not  met  by  the  income  of  deposits  for 
perpetual  care  on  hand  December  31,  1965.

Ordered:  That  all  taxes  raised  to  meet  the  appropriations  of  the  city,  and  all  taxes  assessed  for  meeting  the  city's 
proportion  of  the  state  tax  for  the  year  1966,  or  for  any  other  taxes  or  assessments  payable  to  the  Commonwealth,  shall 
be  due  and  payable  on  July  1,  1966.  Interest  shall  be  charged  at  the  rate  of  6  percent  per  annum  and  computed  from 
October  1,  1966,  on  all  real  estate  and  personal  property  taxes  remaining  unpaid  after  November  1,  1966,  and  assessed 
and  payable  in  the  year  1966,  before  said  November  1,  1966,  until  such  taxes  are  paid.

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MINORITY      REPORT      OF      COUNCILLOR 
PIEMONTE 

Coun.  PIEMONTE  submitted  the  following 
Minority   Report: 

It  should  be  pointed  out  that  the  1966  city 
and  county  budgets  presented  to  us  by  the  Mayor 
and  for  which  we  are  making  appropriations 
are  far  from  the  complete  picture  of  the 
cost  of  operating  the  city  and  county  govern- 
ments this  year.  Not  only  are  they  incom- 
plete but  also  they  are  not  related  to  the  total 
financial  context.  The  overview  of  spending 
is  lacking,  yet  all  citizens  should  be  aware 
of  it.  The  appropriations  we  are  voting  are 
not  in  a  true  sense  a  budget  or  spending  plan 
of   the  city. 

In  addition  to  the  present  budget  herewith 
presented,  the  sum  of  $2,133,768  has  already 
been  voted  to  provide  for  the  $6  a  week  raise 
granted  to  some  employees  last  December. 

Also,  there  has  been  presented  to  the  Coun- 
cil loan  orders  in  the  amount  of  $4,720,000  to 
provide  funds  for  expenditures  which  under 
recognized  municipal  principles  should  be  paid 
for  out  of  current  revenue;  that  is,  included 
in   the   current  budget. 

In  fact,  the  present  budget  provides  for 
only  ten  months  of  the  needs  of  the  Welfare 
Department  which  will  make  it  necessary  for 
the  city  to  resort  to  loan  orders  such  as  in 
1964  when  the  city  borrowed  4%  million 
dollars  and  for  which  we  are  paying  this 
year  and  will  be  paying  for  a  term  of  five 
years  $900,000  on  the  principal  plus  $135,000 
in  interest.  In  fact,  the  Mayor's  welfare 
request  to  the  City  Council  for  this  year  is 
about  6  million  dollars  below  what  the  Welfare 
Department  believes  it  needs. 

This  practice  has  contributed  to  the  present 
over-all  debt  load  which  as  of  January  1,  1966, 
reached  the  staggering  sum  of  111.1  million 
dollars  making  it  necessary  for  the  city  to 
seek  authorization  to  borrow  outside  of  its 
debt  limit. 

This  year's  examination  of  the  budget  con- 
firms the  urgent  need  to  extend  the  respon- 
sibility of  the  budget  analyst  to  provide  for 
a  postaudit  to  be  maintained  under  the  Council 
control  throughout  the  year  so  that  the  tax- 
payers through  the  City  Council  may  ever  have 
a  current  picture  of  the  city's  financial  struc- 
ture. Opportunities  for  effective  savings  to 
the  taxpayers  without  in  any  way  impairing 
service  is  ours  for  the  asking  by  insisting  on 
applying   true   basic   business   principles. 

A  cursory  examination  of  the  city's  Pur- 
chasing Department  practice — this  is  the  de- 
partment which  spends  about  10  million  dol- 
lars for  supplies  and  materials  for  the  various 
city  departments — shows,  using  the  experi- 
ence of  last  year,  and  comparing  the  purchase 
of  identical  stationery  items  made  by  the 
Boston  Public  Library  which  operates  inde- 
pendently of  the  city  Purchasing  Department, 
opportunities  for  savings  to  the  taxpayers; 
some  examples  are  as  follows:  Swingline 
Stapling  Machines,  F3,  the  city  paid  $3.75. 
The  library  paid  $2.97  for  each. 


Swingline  Stapling  Machines,  F4,  the  city 
paid   $3.92    and   the   Library   paid   $3.58. 

Scotch  Tape,  %  x  400,  the  city  paid  $2.31 
a   dozen.      The   Library   paid   $2.18   a   dozen. 

Scotch  Tape,  1  x  2592,  the  city  paid  89  cents 
each  and  the  Library  paid  75%   cents   each. 

Manila  Clasp  Envelopes,  6x9,  Substance 
32,  the  city  paid  $17.09  a  thousand.  The 
Library    paid    $11.20    a    thousand. 

Coin  Envelopes,  No.  3,  the  city  paid  $3  per 
thousand.     The  Library  paid  $1.99  a  thousand. 

Rubber  Bands,  Assorted,  the  city  paid  96 
cents  a  pound.     The  Library  paid  89  cents. 

And  so  on   and  on   to  other  items. 

Strict  compliance  with  the  requirements 
of  a  competitive  bidding  audit  would  also 
result  in  additional  savings  to  the  taxpayers. 

The  failure  to  provide  the  committee  with 
the  requested  list  of  service  orders  issued  last 
year  denies  us  the  means  of  providing  specific 
instances.  Suffice  it  to  say,  in  examining  the 
budget  of  the  Printing  Department,  the  rep- 
resentative of  that  department  unequivocally 
pointed  out  to  the  number  of  service  orders 
issued  by  the  administration  for  printing  items 
which  the  Printing  Department  could  fulfill 
at  substantial  savings  to  the  city. 

It  should  also  be  noted  that  the  city  last 
year  in  stating  its  tax  rate  underestimated 
its  departmental  revenue  and  motor  vehicle 
tax  revenues  which  has  contributed  to  their 
being  free  cash  available  this  year  amounting 
to  around  14  million  dollars  and  which  re- 
sulted in  a  tax  rate  in  1965  of  $5  higher 
than  it  had  to  be.

Chapter  92  of  the  Acts  of  1953  authorizes 
cities  and  towns  having  parking  meters  to 
apply  the  receipts  from  said  meters  to  the 
payment  of  any  debt  incurred  for  the  acqui- 
sition of  off-street  parking  area  and  facilities. 

Since  1947,  the  city  has  issued  twelve 
million  three  hundred  fifty  thousand  dollars 
($12,350,000)  in  bonds,  and  has  used  the  pro- 
ceeds to  establish  parking  areas  and  facilities. 
According  to  the  records  of  the  Auditing 
Department,  five  hundred  and  ninety-five 
thousand  dollars    ($595,000)    must  be  provided 
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in  the  current  year  to  meet  principal  ma- 
turities and  one  hundred  seventy  thousand 
eight  hundred  sixty-two  dollars  and  fifty  cents 
($170,862.50)  to  meet  interest  requirements 
on  these  bonds.  It  is  estimated  that  five 
hundred  and  ninety-five  thousand  dollars 
($595,000)  of  parking  meter  receipts  will  be 
available  to  meet  these  requirements  and  the 
balance   to   be  (raised   in   the   tax   levy. 

In  view  of  the  authority  granted  by  the 
Legislature,  I  recommend  that  an  order  be 
submitted  to  the  City  Council  to  appropriate 
from  parking  meter  receipts  the  sum  of  five 
hundred  and  ninety-five  thousand  dollars 
($595,000)  to  provide  for  the  principal  ma- 
turities on  these  bonds  in  1966.

The  second  paragraph  of  section  2  of  chap- 
ter 2  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961,  as 
amended  by  chapter  5  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1965,  is  hereby  further  amended  to  read  as 
follows: — 


The  mayor  shall  annually  appoint,  subject 
to  confirmation  by  the  city  council,  constables 
for  the  term  of  one  year  beginning  with  the 
first  day  of  May  in  the  year  of  appointment, 
who  shall  be  inhabitants  of  the  city.  Ap- 
pointments of  constables  shall  specify  in  each 
case  whether  the  appointment  is  for  a  posi- 
tion connected  with  the  city  or  county  service 
to  serve  without  bond  or  for  the  service  of 
civil  process  upon  the  filing  of  the  bond  re- 
quired by  law.  The  number  of  constables  au- 
thorized to  serve  civil  process  upon  filing 
bond  shall  be  limited  to  one  hundred  and 
seventy-five;  provided,  that  no  person  ap- 
pointed such  a  constable  "while  holding  an 
office  or  position  in  the  housing  inspection 
department  shall,  so  long  as  he  holds  such 
an  office  or  position,  be  included  in  computing 
for  the  purpose  of  such  limitation  the  number 
of   such    constables.

It  has  come  to  our  attention  in  looking 
into  the  closing  of  the  Boston  Army  Base  that 
some  of  the  floor  space  is  leased  to  businesses 
such  as  Sears  Roebuck  and  a  dress  manu- 
facturing   firm. 

Apparently  the  Base  makes  no  tax  pay- 
ments to  cover  these  uses.  Public  tax-exempt 
institutions  such  as  schools  normally  are  re- 
quired to  pay  taxes  on  uses  not  falling  within 
their  stated  purpose.  It  seems  as  though  the 
Army  Base  should  be  in   the  same  category. 

I  believe  it  would  be  useful  for  the  City 
Law  Department  to  look  into  the  situation 
and   see   if   we  have   a   case. 

Boston  Army  Base 

At  the  request  of  the  City  Council,  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  has  reviewed 
the  scheduled  closing  of  the  Boston  Army 
Base   to   determine   whether: 

1.  The  Base  can  serve  as  a  relocation  re- 
source for  businesses  displaced  from  the 
Waterfront  Renewal  Project  or  from  other 
areas. 

2.  New  buildings  can  be  constructed  at  the 
Base   for    dislocated   businesses. 

3.  The  appropriate  reuse  for  the  Base  when 
it    closes. 

Summary  of  Findings  and  Recommendations. 

1.  The  closing  of  the  Base  as  an  installa- 
tion under  the  Army's  control  is  not  scheduled 
to  be  completed  until  the  last  quarter  of  1969. 
At  that  time  it  will  come  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  General  Services  Administration. 
If  GSA  finds  the  Base  excess  to  the  needs 
of  other  executive  agencies  of  the  federal 
government,  it  will  be  declared  surplus  prop- 
erty.    This   step   has   not  yet  taken   place. 

Procedures  used  in  the  disposal  process  are 
outlined  in  the  government  publication  "Dis- 
posal of  Surplus  Real  Property"  and  sum- 
marized   in    Attachment  A. 

2.  Closing  of  the  Base  will  directly  affect 
only  44  military  and  146  civilian  personnel. 
All  of  the  remaining  persons  working  at  the 
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Base  (approximately  2,000)  are  associated 
with  tenant  organizations  and  will  be  un- 
affected   by    the   transfer    to    GSA. 

3.  Floor  space  totals  2,554,753  square  feet, 
most  of  it  located  in  four  large  warehouse- 
type  buildings  (see  attached  map).  At  present 
only  2  percent,  or  56,715  square  feet  of  floor 
space  at   the   Base  are  unoccupied. 

Space  not  in  military  use  is  leased  to  pub- 
lic agencies  and  private  firms.  The  Massa- 
chusetts Port  Authority  leases  an  area  of  the 
Base  containing  three  large  warehouse  build- 
ings and  all  but  one  pier.  (Port  Authority 
subleases  to  Port  Terminals,  Inc.)  The  largest 
building  (No.  4)  is  an  eight-story  warehouse 
containing  1,651,200  square  feet  of  space  and  is 
presently  under  Army  control.  However, 
nearly  all  of  this  space  is  occupied  by  public 
and   private   tenants. 

4.  A  complete  list  of  building  occupants 
is  shown  in  Table  I.  Building  numbers  in  the 
table   are   keyed    to    the    attached    map. 

5.  The  buildings  and  piers  presently  in 
Port  Authority  use  constitute  one  of  the  best 
deep  water  facilities  in  the  Boston  area  and 
without  question  should  be  retained  in  port 
and  port-related  use.  Their  current  "Port  of 
Boston"  brochure  describes  the  facilities  as 
follows: 

"The    terminal,    which    was    the    principal 
facility   in    the   Boston   Port   of   Embarkation 


during  World  War  II,  is  equipped  with  large 
elevators  and  diesel-operated  cranes.  As 
many  as  ten  large  ocean  vessels  may  be 
berthed  at  one  time.  New  Haven  Rail- 
road trackage  extends  the  entire  length  of 
the  terminal,  and  express  highways  are 
nearby." 

6.  The  eight-story  warehouse  (Building 
No.  4)  and  the  two  administration  buildings 
(Buildings  Nos.  3  and  28)  are  not  directly 
adjacent  to  piers,  nor  are  they  currently 
occupied  by  port-related  uses.  It  is  our  judg- 
ment that  except  in  periods  of  major  war- 
time activity  there  will  continue  to  be  little 
relationship  between  this  building  and  port 
uses  and  that  these  buildings  should  continue 
to  be  utilized  for  a  variety  of  industrial  ware- 
house and   commercial  purposes   as   at  present. 

7.  Given  the  nature  of  the  current  space 
use  of  Building  No.  4,  which  includes  such  pri- 
vate activities  as  the  manufacture  of  women's 
clothing  and  the  storage  of  Sears  Roebuck 
store  items,  it  is  recommended  that  facilities 
not  presently  leased  by  the  Port  Authority 
should  be  transferred  to  private  ownership 
and  placed  on   the  city's   tax  rolls. 

A  copy  of  this  report  has  been  transmitted 
to  Mayor  Collins,  to  the  offices  of  Senator 
Kennedy,  Senator  Saltonstall,  Congressman 
McCormack,  and  to  the  General  Services 
Administration.

Attachment  A 
Disposal  to  Local  Governments  and  Institu- 
tions 

Regulations  governing  the  disposal  of  sur- 
plus real  property  provide  for  notice  to  be 
given  to  eligible  public  agencies  of  surplus 
property  which  may  be  disposed  of  to  such 
agencies. 

The  notice  is  given  prior  to  any  public 
advertising,  negotiation  or  other  disposal 
actions  with  regard  to  surplus  real  property 
which  GSA  determines  is  available  for  dis- 
posal under  these  statutes.  The  notice,  which 
is  given  by  registered  mail  as  soon  as  the 
property   is    determined    to    be    surplus    to    the 


needs  of  the  federal  government,  is  sent  to 
the  Governor  of  the  state  in  which  the  prop- 
erty is  located,  to  the  County  Clerk  or  other 
appropriate  official  of  the  county  in  which  the 
property  is  located,  and  to  the  Mayor  or  other 
appropriate  official  of  the  city  or  town  in 
which  the  property  is  located.  In  addition,  a 
notice  is  posted  in  the  post  office  which  serves 
the  area  in  which  the  property  is  located, 
and  in  other  prominent  places  such  as  the 
State  Capitol  building,  county  building,  court 
house,  town  hall,  or  city  hall.  Finally,  copies 
of  the  notice  are  sent  to  regional  offices  of 
federal  agencies  which  participate  in  the  de- 
terminations required  by  law  to  be  made  as 
a  part  of  the  disposal   process. 
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The  notice  requires  that  an  eligible  public 
agency  desiring  to  perfect  a  comprehensive 
and  coordinated  plan  of  use  and  procurement 
for  the  surplus  real  property  inform  the  GSA 
regional  office  which  dispatched  the  notice  in 
writing  during  a  period  of  15  days  following 
the  date  of  the  notice  of  its  intention  to  per- 
fect and  submit  such  a  plan.  If  no  response 
is  received  within  the  specified  period,  GSA 
assumes  that  no  public  agency  desires  to 
acquire  the  property  and  proceeds  with  plans 
to  dispose  of  the  surplus  property  by  public 
sale. 

If  a  public  agency  is  interested  in  acquiring 
the  property,  its  response  to  the  notice  must: 

(a)  Disclose  the  contemplated  use  of  the 
property; 

(b)  Contain  a  citation  of  the  applicable 
statute  or  statutes  under  which  the  public 
agency   desires   to  procure  the  property; 

(c)  Disclose  the  nature  of  the  interest, 
if  an  interest  less  than  fee  title  is  con- 
templated ; 

(d)  State  the  length  of  time  required 
to  perfect  and  submit  a  comprehensive  and 
coordinated  plan  of  use  and  procurement 
for  the  property.  (Where  a  payment  to 
the  government  is  required  under  the  statute 
or  statutes,  include  a  statement  as  to  whether 
funds  are  available  and,  if  not,  the  period 
of  time  required  to  obtain  funds);  and 

(e)  Give    the    reason    for    the    time    re- 
quired  to   perfect   and   submit   a   plan. 
GSA    promptly    reviews    each    statement    of 

intention  received  in  response  to  the  notice 
and,  based  upon  the  facts  and  circumstances 
involved,  including  the  potential  suitability  of 
the  property  for  the  use  proposed,  determines 
what  constitutes  a  reasonable  period  of  time 
to  allow  the  public  agency  to  perfect  and  sub- 
mit a  comprehensive  and  coordinated  plan 
of  use  and  procurement  for  the  property. 
The  review  and  determination  is  coordinated 
with  the  regional  office  of  the  federal  agencies 
participating  in  the  statutory  determinations. 
The  public  agency  is  notified  of  the  decision 
and  provided  with  such  further  instructions 
as  may  be  required  to  proceed  with  the  acquisi- 
tion  of   the   property. 

Sample  Letter 
Dear : 

The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  acting 
in  its  capacity  as  the  city's  Planning  Board, 
is  deeply  concerned  with  the  future  use  of  the 
Boston  Army  Base  which  the  Defense  Depart- 
ment has  announced  it  will  begin  closing  in 
1967. 

A  report  to  the  Boston  City  Council  investi- 
gating the  current  status  of  the  Base  is 
attached. 

Inasmuch  as  the  city  will  in  the  next  few 
years  be  faced  with  a  difficult  business  reloca- 
tion problem  because  of  highway  construction 
and  renewal  activities,  and  because  of  the 
increasingly  critical  property  tax  situation, 
it  is  imperative  the  city  do  everything  within 
its  power  to  retain  the  industries  and  increase 
its   tax   base. 

We  therefore  strongly  urge  that  if  and  when 
the  Army  Base  is  declared  to  be  surplus 
property  you  will  support  the  steps  necessary 
to  place  the  buildings  and  facilities  not  pres- 
ently in  use  by  the  Massachusetts  Port  Au- 
thority available  as  a  relocation  resource  for 
businesses  displaced  by  federal  programs;  and 
further,  to  placing  these  facilities  on  the 
city's   tax   rolls.

VARIOUS  APPROPRIATION  ORDERS  AND

PROGRAM    FOR    1966 

The  following  was  received: 
City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  April  11,  1966. 
The  Honorable  City   Council. 
Gentlemen : 

I  am  resubmitting  herewith  appropriation 
and  loan  orders  required  to  carry  out  the 
capital  outlay  program  of  the  city  in  1966. 
In  addition  to  these  orders,  a  number  of 
resolutions  are  also  being  resubmitted  at  this 
time,  resolutions  required  for  the  filing  of 
applications  for  federal  grants  for  sewers, 
water   lines,    parks,    and    playgrounds. 

These  orders  and  resolutions  cover  the 
same  program  as  that  submitted  to  your 
Honorable  Body  on  February  4,  and  the  state- 
ments in  that  message  of  transmission  from 
this  office  still  apply.  The  urgency  of  need 
covered  by  the  orders  has  become  greater 
with  the  passage  of  two  months,  and  I 
particularly  commend  to  your  immediate  at- 
tention the  appropriations  and  loan  order 
covering  public  ways,  the  loan  order  covering 
sewer  work  and  the  resolution  required  before 
the  city  can  file  for  federal  grants  for  water 
and   sewer   work. 

While  the  program  is  identical  to  that  sub- 
mitted in  February,  the  recommended  sources 
of  funds  required  to  carry  out  the  program 
have  been  somewhat  changed.  Sales  of  City 
Property  funds  may  not  be  used  as  the 
"down  payment"  for  loans  and  the  required 
revenue  appropriations.  Sales  of  City  Prop- 
erty funds  freed  by  this  change  are  used  to 
cover  police  signal  work  covered  in  the  earlier 
submission  by  inside  the  debt  limit  borrowing. 

Two  orders,  a  transfer  of  Parkman  Fund 
income  and  a  loan  order  for  water  meters, 
have  already  been  passed  by  your  Honorable 
Body    and    consequently    are    not    resubmitted. 

Additional  items  are  resolutions  authorizing 
the  filing  with  the  federal  government  of 
applications  for  neighborhood  facilities  grants. 
These  grants  will  be  used  to  bear  two  thirds 
of  the  costs  of  neighborhood  facilities,  the 
total  cost  of  which  would  otherwise  be  borne 
by  the  city.  The  resolution  forms  had  not  been 
received  by  the  time  of  the  February  sub- 
mission to  you,  but  are  now  complete  and 
are  being  submitted   at  this  time. 

A  listing  of  orders  and  resolutions,  by 
department,  is  attached  for  your  convenience. 
The  need  of  the  city  for  new  construction 
and  reconstruction  of  public  buildings  and 
other  public  works  is  everywhere  in  evidence. 
The  statements  of  the  various  departments, 
already  submitted  to  the  Committee  on  Ap- 
propriations and  Finance,  give  in  detail  the 
purposes  for  which  the  monies  requested  are 
to   be   used. 

I  respectfully  and  urgently  recommend  adop- 
tion   by   your    Honorable   Body   of   the   orders 
and    resolutions    submitted   herewith.

Whereas,  Title  VII  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1961,  as  amended,  provides  for  the  making  of  grants  by  the  Secretary  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  to  states  and  local  public  bodies  to  assist  them  in  the  acquisition  and  development  of 
permanent  interests  in  land  for  open-space  uses  where  such  assistance  is  needed  for  carrying  out  a  unified  or  officially 
coordinated  program  for  the  provision  and  development  of  open-space  land  as  part  of  the  comprehensively  planned  de- 
velopment of  the  urban  area;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  (herein  sometimes  referred  to  as  "Applicant")  desires  to  acquire  and  develop  Fee 
Simple  Interests  to  certain  lands  known  as  the  Brookside  Avenue,  Geneva  Avenue.  Sherrin  Street,  Tremlett  Street  and 
West  Eighth  Street  Playgrounds,  respectively,  which  lands  are  to  be  held  and  used  for  permanent  open-space  land  for 
park/playgrounds  with  active  and  passive  areas;  and 

Whereas,  Title  VI  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964,  and  the  regulations  of  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development  effectuating  that  title,  provide  that  no  person  shall  be  discriminated  against  because  of  race,  color,  or  na- 
tional origin  in  the  use  of  the  land  acquired  and/or  developed;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  recognized  that  the  contract  for  Federal  grant  will  impose  certain  obligations  and  responsibilities 
upon  the  Applicant  and  will  require  among  other  things  (1)  assurances  that  families  and  individuals  displaced  as  a  result 
of  the  open-space  land  project  will  be  relocated  into  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary  housing;  (2)  compliance  with  Federal  labor 
standards;  and  (3)  compliance  with  Federal  requirements  relating  to  equal  employment  opportunity;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  estimated  that  the  cost  of  acquiring  said  interests  will  be  5687,500;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  estimated  that  the  cost  of  necessary  demolition  and  removal  of  improvements  on  said  land  will  be 
$68,000;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  estimated  that  the  total  amount  of  relocation  payments  to  be  made  to  eligible  site  occupants  displaced 
from  property  to  be  acquired  will  be  §26,700;  now  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  By  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston: 

1.  That  an  application  be  made  to  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  for  a  grant  in  an  amount 
authorized  by  Title  VII  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1961,  as  amended,  which  amount  is  presently  estimated  to  be  5404,450, 
and  that  the  City  of  Boston  will  pay  the  balance  of  the  cost  from  other  funds. 

2.  That  adequate  open-space  land  for  the  locality  cannot  effectively  be  provided  through  the  use  of  existing  un- 
developed or  predominantly  undeveloped  land. 

3.  That  the  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  to  file  such  application  with  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  De- 
velopment, to  provide  additional  information  and  to  furnish  such  documents  as  may  be  required  by  said    department. 

4.  The  Commissioner  of  Parks  and  Recreation  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  such  contracts  as  are  required  by 
said  department. 

5.  That  the  proposed  acquisition  and  development  is  in  accordance  with  plans  for  the  allocation  of  the  land  for 
open-space  uses,  and  that,  should  said  grant  be  made,  the  Applicant  will  acquire,  develop,  and  retain  said  land  for  the 
uses  designated  in  said  application  and  approved  by  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development. 

6.  That  the  United  States  of  America  and  the  Secretary'  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  be,  and  they  hereby 
are,  assured  of  full  compliance  by  the  Applicant  with  regulations  of  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development 
effectuating  Title  VI  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964. 

7.  That  there  exists  in  the  locality  an  adequate  amount  of  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary  housing  which  is  available  to 
persons  displaced  as  a  result  of  the  open-space  land  project,  at  prices  which  are  within  their  financial  means,  and  which 
are  not  generally  less  desirable  in  regard  to  public  utilities  and  public  and  commercial  facilities  than  the  dwellings  of  the 
displaced  individuals  and  families,  and  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Body  that  such  displacees,  if  any.  will  be  relocated  in 
accordance  with  applicable  regulations  of  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development. 

8.  That  such  Federal  funds  as  may  be  granted  under  the  provisions  of  Title  VII  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1961,  as 
amended,  may  be  expended  for  the  purposes  for  which  granted.

Resolution  Authorizing  Filing  of  Application  for  Neighborhood  Facilities  Grant 

Whereas,  Section  703  of  the  Housing  and  Urban  Development  Act  of  1965  authorizes  the  making  of  grants  of  Federal 
unds  to  any  local  public  body  or  agency  to  assist  in  financing  the  development  cost  of  neighborhood  facilities  necessary  for 
carrying  out  programs  of  community  service;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  (herein  sometimes  referred  to  as  "  Applicant" )  deems  it  to  be  necessary  and  in  the  public 
interest  to  provide  certain  facilities  of  the  type  contemplated  in  said  Section  703  and  to  undertake  a  project  (hereinafter 
called  the"  Neighborhood  Facilities  Project")  with  Federal  grant  assistance,  described  as  Charlestown  Community  Center  ; 
and 

Whereas,  The  facilities  will  be  located  within  an  approved  urban  renewal  project  and  the  cleared  site  will  be  obtained 
from  the  local  public  agency  carrying  out  the  project,  no  relocation  by  the  applicant  will  arise;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  recognized  that  the  Federal  contract  for  such  financial  assistance  pursuant  to  said  Section  703  will  impose 
certain  obligations  and  responsibilities  upon  the  Applicant  and  will  require  among  other  things  (1)  the  provision  of  the  local 
share  of  the  cost  of  the  Neighborhood  Facilities  Project;  (2)  compliance  with  Federal  labor  standards;  and  (3)  compliance 
with  Federal  requirements  relating  to  equal  employment  opportunity ;  and 

Whereas,  Title  VI  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964,  and  the  regulations  of  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Devel-

Whereas,  Section  117  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  authorizes  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development  to  make  grants  to  municipalities  and  assist  them  in  carrying  out  programs  of  concentrated  code  enforcement 
in  deteriorating  areas  in  which  such  enforcement,  together  with  certain  public  improvements  to  be  provided  by  the  locality, 
may  be  expected  to  arrest  decline;  and 

Whereas,  it  has  been  found  and  determined  by  this  Bodv  that  there  exists  in  this  locality  certain  deteriorating  areas 
for  which  a  program  of  concentrated  code  enforcement,  combined  with  certain  public  improvements,  may  be  expected  to 
arrest  decline;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  recognized  that  the  grant  of  funds  pursuant  to  Section  117  of  11  imposes  certain  obligations  and  re- 
sponsibilities upon  the  City  of  Boston,  among  which  is  the  obligation  to  assure  that  any  persons  who  may  be  displaced  as 
a  result  of  the  code  enforcement  and  public  improvements  programs  are  relocated  into  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary  housing 
in  accordance  with  the  regulations  of  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development;  and 

Whereas,  Title  VI  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  196-1  and  the  regulations  of  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development  effectuating  that  Title  provide  that  no  person  shall,  on  the  ground  of  race,  color,  or  national  origin,  be  ex- 
cluded from  participation  in,  be  denied  the  benefits  of,  or  be  subjected  to  discrimination  in  the  undertaking  and  carrying 
out  of  any  program  or  activity  receiving  Federal  financial  assistance  under  Title  I  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1949,  as  amended ; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  By  the  Citv  Council  of  the  Citv  of  Boston: 

1.  That  an  application  be  filed  by  the  Mayor  on  behalf  of  the  City  of  Boston  for  a  code  enforcement  grant  under 
Section  117  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  of  two  thirds  of  the  cost  of  undertaking  and  carrying  out  an  accel- 
erated code  enforcement  program  within  those  deteriorating  neighborhoods  of  Boston  not  undergoing  urban  renewal,  and 
that  the  several  boards  and  officers  of  the  city  and  their  respective  departments,  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  be,  and 
hereby  aie,  authorized  to  execute  contracts,  provide  information,  and  furnish  documents,  requisition  funds,  and  act  as 
authorized  representatives  of  the  City  of  Boston  in  the  accomplishment  of  the  program. 

2.  That  during  the  period  of  the  contract  for  the  code  enforcement  grant  the  City  of  Boston  intends  to  maintain  a 
level  of  expenditures  for  code  enforcement  activities,  exclusive  of  expenditures  in  any  federally  assisted  code  enforcement  or 
Title  I  urban  renewal  project  areas,  not  less  than  the  average  yearly  expenditure  for  such  activities  throughout  the  locality 
for  the  two  full  fiscal  years  immediately  preceding  the  filing  of  the  application. 

3.  That  the  locality  has  a  program  for,  and  will  provide  in  a  timely  manner,  all  necessary  public  improvements 
necessary  to  support  code  enforcement.

4.  That  the  United  States  of  America  and  the  Secretary  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  be,  and  they  hereby 
are,  assured  of  full  compliance  bv  the  Citv  of  Boston  with  regulations  of  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Develop- 
ment effectuating  Title  VI  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964.

STATEMENT  BY  COUNCILLOR  FOLEY 

Upon  receiving  unanimous  consent  to  make 
a  statement,  Councillor  Foley  stated  that  last 
week  upon  returning  home  he  learned  about 
the  so-called  pacifist  demonstration  in  South 
Boston  from  his  wife  who  was  exceedingly 
nervous,  he  stated  that  the  whole  affair  was 
ridiculous.  He  quoted  Justice  Holmes  who 
stated  that  there  are  limits  to  the  right 
of  free  speech  who  specifically  stated  that 
the  right  of  free  speech  does  not  give  a 
person  the  right  to  cry  "fire"  in  a  crowded 
theater.  Coun.  FOLEY  stated  that  free 
speech  does  not  give  these  people  the  right 
to  insult  the  patriotism  of  South  Boston 
youths  who  will  be  in  Vietnam  getting  shot 
and  killed,  while  the  pacifists  are  in  graduate 
school  or  on  educational  deferments.  The 
councillor  stated  that  all  this  iriot  talk  has 
been  stimulated  by  the  newspapers.  He 
pointed  out  that  the  racial  imbalance  law 
was  on  the  books  because  certain  people 
might  break  the  law  but  other  people  are 
supposed  to  obey  it,  because  it  is  the  law. 
The  councillor  stated  that  the  Watts  riots  in 
Los  Angeles  were  intensified  and  prolonged  by 
the    extensive    TV    coverage    afforded    them. 

Coun.  FOLEY  further  stated  while  he 
believed  everybody  should  be  protected  by  the 
police  it  should  not  be  at  the  expense  of 
the  rest  of  the  people.  He  also  stated  that 
a  great  deal  of  the  tension  and  hypocrisy 
that  exists  in  this  city  is  due  to  the  editorials 
that  are  printed  year  after  year.  The  coun- 
cillor stated  that  the  police  protection  given 
the  children  should  not  be  stripped  away 
to  protect  over-educated  intellectual  snobs 
who  smirk  at  boys  who  will  shortly  be  fighting 
for  them.  This  is  crying  fire  in  a  crowded 
theater  and  somebody  should  speak  up  against 
it.

Whereas,   In   the  year  1959,   the  Boston   City 
Council    inserted     by    amendment    the    follow- 
ing section   4A  in   the   Cooperation   Agreement 
for   Whitney    Street   Project: 

4A.  The  Authority  will  not  sell,  grant,  or 
lease  any  land  out  of  said  project  (except 
that  provisions  of  this  section  with  respect  to 
the  sale  or  lease  of  project  land  shall  not  be 
applicable  to  any  agreement  for  sale  or  lease 
which  is  in  existence  prior  to  the  effective 
date  of  the  approval  by  the  City  Council  of 
this  cooperation  agreement)  unless  the  terms 
of  such  sale,  grant,  or  lease  shall  have  been 
approved  in  writing  by  the  Mayor  of  the  city 
after  being  duly  authorized  thereto  by  the 
City  Council  of  the  city.  The  provisions  of 
this  paragraph  are  hereby  declared  to  be 
severable  and  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of 
the  other   provisions   of   this    agreement. 

Whereas,  In  December,  1959,  pursuant  to 
its  undoubted  powers  under  said  section  4A 
of  the  Cooperation  Agreement  the  City  Council 
adopted   the   following  resolution: 

Ordered,  That  pursuant  to  section  4(a)  of 
the  cooperation  agreement  between  the  City 
of  Boston  and  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority concerning  the  Whitney  Street  Re- 
development project,  the  Mayor  of  the  City 
of  Boston  be,  and  he  hereby   is,   authorized  to 


approve  in  writing  the  terms  of  two  agree- 
ments concerning  the  sale,  grant,  or  lease  of 
Parcels  2  and  3  in  the  Whitney  Street  Re- 
development Project  area  to  the  Thomas 
O'Connor  Co.  (Parcel  2)  and  Leatherbee  & 
Co.  (Parcel  3),  said  agreements  running  be- 
tween the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
and  the  said  Thomas  O'Connor  Co.  and 
Leatherbee  &  Co.,  said  agreements  to  contain 
substantially  the  same  terms  and  conditions 
which  are  contained  in  an  agreement  con- 
cerning said  Whitney  Redevelopment  project 
between  the  Beacon  Redevelopment  Corpora- 
tion and  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
dated  June  1,  1959,  subject  to  the  following 
exceptions: 

1.  Article  4  of  said  agreement  between  the 
Beacon  Redevelopment  Corporation  and  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  shall  be 
changed  so  that  the  bond  provision  requiring 
the  Redeveloper  to  deliver  to  the  Authority  a 
payment  and  performance  bond  in  an  amount 
not  less  than  the  amount  of  the  construction 
contract  will  be  stricken  and  the  Redevelopers 
in  the  new  agreements  shall  be  required  to 
furnish  evidence  to  the  Authority  that  a  bond 
or  other  security  assuring  the  completion  of 
the  impiovements  is  in  a  form  satisfactory 
to  the  Federal  Housing  Administration  where 
Federal  Housing  Administration  mortgage  in- 
surance is  involved  in  the  financing  of  the 
construction  of  such  improvements,  or  in  a 
form  satisfactory  to  a  conventional  mortgagee 
and  the  Authority  where  Federal  Housing 
Administration  mortgage  insurance  is  not  in- 
volved. 

2.  That  the  provisions  of  Article  6  of  the 
agreement  between  the  Beacon  Redevelop- 
ment Corporation  and  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  requiring  that  a  deposit  of 
$50,000  in  cash  shall  be  amended  so  as  to 
provide  that  the  Redeveloper  will  furnish  in 
lieu  thereof  a  bond  in  an  amount  satisfactory 
to    the    Authority. 

3.  Such  other  changes  as  have  been  made 
necessary  as  the  result  of  the  occurrence  of 
certain   events  and  the  passage  of  time.

Resolved,  That  the  proposal  for  Parcel  2 
now  under  consideration  by  the  Boston  Re- 
development Authority  must  be  submitted  to 
the  City   Council  for  approval.

DAY

commemorates  the  creation  of  the  first  Con- 
stitution of  the  Polish  Republic  under  which 
the  Republic  of  Poland  is  governed.

many    brave    people;    and 

Whereas,  That  country  is  now  in  a  similar 
battle  to  regain  what  they  lost  as  a  result 
of  the  great  war  during  which  they  were 
ravished  and  occupied  by  the  tyrannical  German 
conquerors   and   Russian  oppressors;   and 

Whereas,  These  brave  Polish  people  are  now 
attempting  to  cast  off  the  yoke  of  communist 
slavery  through  their  valiant  religious  and 
civil    leaders;    therefore   be    it 

Resolved,  That  Tuesday,  May  3,  1966,  be 
proclaimed  Polish  Constitution  Day  in  the 
City  of  Boston  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  and 
that  the  national  flag  of  Poland  be  flown  in 
front   of   City    Hall    on    that    day.

REPORT  AND  TRANSCRIPTION  RE  ADIN- 
OLFI  REPORT  TO  BE  FORWARDED 
TO  CERTAIN  PEOPLE 

Coun.     PIEMONTE     offered    the    following: 

Resolved,  That  whereas  there  is  pending 
before  the  Great  and  General  Court  legisla- 
tion recommended  by  the  "Adinolfi  Report"; 
and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  has  held 
hearings  on  the  same  and  has  approved  a 
resolve  stating  objections  to  certain  sections 
of  the  proposed  legislation;  now  therefore 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council, 
in  meeting  assembled,  direct  that  copies  of 
the  City  of  Boston  Finance  Commission  report 
dated  April  13,  1966,  on  the  legislation  pro- 
posed by  the  "Adinolfi  Report"  be  forwarded 
to  the  speaker  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives, president  of  the  Senate,  to  the  League 
of  Women  Voters,  and  to  each  member  of 
the  Legislative  Committee  to  which  the  bill 
has  been  assigned  for  hearings;  and  be  it 
further 

Resolved,  That  the  Clerk  be  directed  to 
furnish  the  Legislative  Committee  hearing  the 
bill  a  transcript  of  the  hearing  held  by  the 
Boston   City   Council  of  the  "Adinolfi   Report." 

Said    report   reads    as    follows: 

City  of  Boston, 
Finance     Commission, 

April   13,   1906. 
To    the    Honorable    the    Mayor. 

The  Finance  Commission  has  carefully  ex- 
amined the  report  of  Dr.  Anthony  G.  Adinolfi 
relative  to  the  establishment  of  a  new  de- 
partment to  coordinate,  plan  and  construct 
all  public  facilities  for  the  City.  We  here- 
with  submit   our   comments    on    it. 

We  find  the  proposal  to  contain  two  basic 
strengths.  First,  it  is  sound  to  the  extent 
that  it  recognizes  the  concept  of  a  central 
control  and  supervision  over  the  various  aspects 
of  construction  and  maintenance  of  buildings, 
and  such  elements  as  specifications,  standards, 
contract  performance,  and  other  related  as- 
pects of  building  and  property  administration. 
Indeed,  the  Finance  Commission  in  No- 
vember, 1964,  published  a  report  which  spelled 
out  in  detail  a  proposal  for  centralizing  con- 
trol and  supervision  over  the  construction, 
maintenance,  and  operation  of  all  municipal 
buildings,  excepting  school  buildings.  That 
report,  the  result  of  a  survey  by  Charles  M. 
Evans  Associates,  was  never  acted  upon  by 
the    City. 

Secondly,  we  appprove  the  principle  of 
putting  all  such  building  activities  in  the 
hands  of  a  department  that  will  be  respon- 
sible to  one  elected  body,  the  City's  mayor. 
This  means  that  responsibility  for  the  plan- 
ning and  carrying  out  of  capital  facilities 
can   be  pinpointed. 

However,  the  proposal  in  his  legislative 
form  does,  in  our  opinion,  exhibit  certain 
basic    weaknesses. 

Section  1  of  the  legislative  proposal  simply 
says:  "The  Mayor  may  remove  any  Public 
Facilities  Commissioner  at  any  time  by  filing 
a  written  statement  to  such  effect  with  the 
City   Clerk." 

This  is  in  contrast  with  the  Charter  provi- 
sion (Chapter  486  of  1909,  Sec.  14)  that  such 
written  statement  shall  set  forth  "in  detail 
the  specific  reasons  for  such  removal."  Sec- 
tion 11  of  the  proposed  legislation  makes  it 
clear  that  the  Charter  provision  shall  not 
apply. 

It  is  apparent  then  that  the  Mayor  does 
not  have  to  give  any  specific  reasons  for 
removing  a  Public  Facilities  Commissioner. 
This  is  a  questionable  procedure.  In  any 
removal  procedure  both  the  person  removed 
and  the  public  has  a  right  to  know  the 
specific  reasons  for  such  removal  (as  the 
City    Charter    provides). 

Section  2  provides  that  all  the  personnel 
in  the  proposed  department  will  be  exempt 
from  the  provisions  of  Civil  Service  Laws 
except  in  the  case  of  personnel  transferred 
to  the  new  Public  Facilities  Department.     This 
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would  even  reach  down  the  line  to  include 
maintenance  and  custodial  personnel  (See 
Chapter  3,  Section  g),  unless  such  personnel 
were  transferees.  This  exemption  from  Civil 
Service  regulations  is  a  weakness;  it  results 
in  a  lack  of  continuity  of  personnel  and 
establishes   an   undesirable  precedent. 

Section  3-a  gives  the  Public  Facilities 
Department  the  exclusive  authority  to  report 
to  the  Mayor  the  kind  of  services  by  all 
departments  which  the  City  should  provide  and 
the  kind  of  facilities  and  equipment  needed. 
This  appears  to  usurp  the  municipal  budget 
functions  and  to  supersede  the  department 
head  in  determining  the  level  of  service  in 
any  department. 

Section  3-e  gives  the  Public  Facilities  De- 
partment, and  particularly  the  Director  of  that 
Department,  the  sole  power  of  selection  of  all 
buildings  sites,  including  school  sites.  The 
Finance  Commission  feels  that  the  selection 
of  a  school  site  should  involve  the  approval 
of  the  School  Superintendent,  but  allow  the 
Public  Facilities  Department  to  operate  freely 
in  providing  much-needed  sites.  A  time  limi- 
tation within  which  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools  must  act  might  accomplish  this  end. 
The  Superintendent  would  also  have  to  have 
specific,  valid  objections  to  reject  a  site 
offered.  School  sites  do  involve  special  con- 
siderations for  which  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools  is  responsible.  Compliance  with  the 
State's  Imbalance  Law  presents  a  tremendous 
obstacle  to  site  selection,  and  this  is  a 
School    Committee    responsibility. 

Section  3-d  gives  the  Public  Facilities  De- 
partment control  over  construction,  alterations 
and  remodeling  of  school  buildings.  This 
cuts  into  educational  planning.  The  School 
Committee  or  School  Superintendent  should  be 
involved  in  the  approval  of  plans  to  con- 
struct, reconstruct,  alter,  and  remodel  school 
buildings. 

In  the  matter  of  school  design,  under  the 
proposal,  only  comments  by  the  Superinten- 
dent of  Schools  are  required;  he  has  no  power 
of  approval.  This  would  be  a  step  backward 
in  the  educational  process.  By  failing  to 
lodge  approval  of  school  plans  and  design 
in  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  all  the  bene- 
fits of  educational  planning,  which  is  the  very 
heart  of  teaching  today  and  which  must  be 
done  under  the  guidance  of  educators  would 
be  nullified.  This  is  wholly  apart  from  the 
question  of  invasion  of  school  jurisdiction 
and   responsibility. 

Section  4-d  exempts  all  municipal  structures 
from  the  provisions  of  the  building,  fire, 
health,  and  zoning  laws.  Although  the  State 
Safety  Law  of  Chapter  143  of  the  General 
Laws  will  still  be  applicable,  it  is  unfortunate 
to  exempt  school  buildings  and  other  struc- 
tures from  the  advantages  and  controls  of 
these  other  regulations  and  codes  involving 
health  and  safety  which  would  afford  additional 
controls  over  and  above  the  State  Public 
Safety   Law. 

Section  6  requires  that  the  annual  loan 
order  making  such  appropriations  as  may  be 
met  by  loans  for  capital  improvements  must 
be  accepted  or  rejected  as  a  whole  by  the  City 
Council  and  the  Council  may  not  amend, 
modify  or  reduce  it. 

As  proposed,  the  City  Council  would  not  be 
permitted  to  alter  or  reduce,  or  amend  in 
any  way,  the  "Package"  submitted  to  that 
body.  The  latter  would  have  to  approve  or 
reject  the  proposal  in  toto.  This  places  the 
Council  in  an  embarrassing  position,  apart 
from  the  fact  that  it  breaks  with  tradition. 
If,  for  good  reason,  objections  to  any  part 
of  the  proposal  were  entertained  by  the  Coun- 
cil the  latter  would  be  unable  to  argue  for 
a  change.  If  the  proposal  were  rejected  in  toto 
because  of  such  disagreement,  the  Council 
would  be  labeled  "obstructionist" — even  though 
that  body  might  be  in  sympathy  with  the 
bulk    of    the    proposal. 

Section  9  which  requires  that  the  appropria- 
tion of  the  Public  Facilities  Department  must 
be  accepted  by  the  City  Council  as  a  whole 
or  rejected  as  a  whole  is  also  a  basic  weak- 
ness for  the  same  reasons  that  apply  in  Sec- 
tion  6. 


Section  12  The  proposed  legislation  amends 
certain  Charter  provisions,  viz.,  Sections  31, 
31A  and  31B  of  Chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of 
1909.  Section  31  places  the  acquisition  of 
land  in  the  hands  of  the  Public  Facilities 
Commission;  Section  31 A  places  the  transfer 
of   land   in    that   Commission. 

Section  31B  gives  the  Mayor  and  the  Public 
Facilities  Commission  complete  authority  over 
the  disposition  of  any  and  all  city-owned  land. 
The  Public  Facilities  Commission  may  sell, 
lease  or  convey  any  parcel  of  land  (except 
park  land)  to  any  person  or  firm  for  any 
price  the  Public  Facilities  Commission  deems 
appropriate  and   absolute. 

This  control  over  the  disposition  of  city 
property,  without  let  or  hindrance,  is  un- 
precedented and  potentially  dangerous.  Some 
safeguards  should  attend  this  absolute  au- 
thority. Certainly,  the  basic  requirement 
of  notice  in  newspapers  and  public  hearing 
should  be  established,  as  a  minimum,  to  be 
observed  in  the  case  of  any  proposed  dis- 
position   of   land. 

Section  15  guarantees  the  transfer  of  present 
School  Buildings  employees  to  a  similar  posi- 
tion under  the  School  Maintenance  Engineer, 
but  there  appears  to  be  a  lack  of  a  clear 
guarantee  of  continuity  in  the  case  of  other 
employees. 

Although  Section  2  provides  Civil  Service 
protection  for  those  who  may  be  transferred 
to  the  new  Public  Facilities  Department  as 
that  department  assumes  control  over  various 
facilities  and  buildings,  we  find  no  assurance 
in  the  proposal  that  those  now  employed  in 
the  maintenance  or  operation  of  various  pub- 
lic buildings  and  facilities  will  in  fact  be  so 
transferred  to  the  new  Public  Facilities  De- 
partment. 

If  it  is  the  intention  to  so  transfer  present 
employees,    this    should    be    spelled    out. 

Conclusion 
The  Finance  Commission,  therefore,  respect- 
fully suggests  that  the  several  sections  involved 
in  the  copy  of  the  proposal  which  was  given 
to  the  Finance  Commission,  be  revised  to  reflect 
the   objections   raised. 

While  admitting  the  desirability  of  certain 
features  of  this  proposal  (notably  centralized 
conti-ol  over  the  construction  and  maintenance 
of  buildings  and  the  abolition  of  the  School 
Buildings  Commission)  the  Finance  Commission 
feels  that  this  legislative  proposal  should  be 
approached  with  caution.  The  new  sweep- 
ing concept  of  municipal  administration  en- 
tailed represents  such  a  break  with  established 
patterns  and  municipal  institutions  that  it 
can    not   be   accepted    lightly.

Coun.  FOLEY,  for  the  Committee  on  Public 
Lands,    submitted    the    following: 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands 
on  the  matter  of  the  exchange  of  land  with 
the  Metropolitan  District  Commission  at  Deer 
Island. 

Your  committee  recommends  the  adoption 
of  this  order.  It  would  normally  make  such 
recommendation  without  comment.  It  appears 
here,  however,  that  three  municipal  employees 
would  otherwise  go  without  recognition  for  an 
excellent  job  done  for  the  city.  Their  work 
ought  to  be  acknowledged  in  some  public  way. 
They  are  Joseph  V.  McBrine,  Commissioner, 
Institutions  Department;  Edgar  L.  Shephard, 
Master  of  Deer  Island,  House  of  Correction; 
and    Cornelius    F.    Finnegan,    Captain,    Boston 
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Fire  Department,  appearing  as  an  officer  of  the 
Boston  Fire  Department  responsible  for  water 
distribution  fire  fighting  purposes  on  Deer 
Island. 

The  pi'oposal  is  quite  attractive  to  the  City 
of  Boston.  The  city  is  freed  of  the  necessity 
to  maintain  a  2%  miLlion-gallon  reservoir  on 
Deer  Island.  Fire  protection  on  Deer  Island 
is  massively  improved.  The  city  receives  an 
additional  15.1  acres  plus  electrical  current 
produced  from  sewer  gas.  All  of  this  at  no 
charge  to  the  City  of  Boston  except  the  grant- 
ing to  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission  of 
the  aforementioned  reservoir. 

These  three  officials,  upon  their  own  initia- 
tive, have  struck  an  excellent  bargain  for  the 
City  of  Boston.  They  are  to  be  commended 
for  it.  The  Committee  on  Public  Lands  recom- 
mends that  their  efforts  be  at  least  in  this 
way  acknowledged  and  appreciated.

wherever  existing,  regardless  of  local  political 
boundaries,  or  to  an  agency  empowered  to 
construct  and  operate  sewage  disposal  facilities. 
In  the  case  of  Boston,  the  latter  agency  is 
the  Metropolitan  District  Commission,  an 
agency  of  the  Commonwealth.

Report    on     Development    op    the    Charles 

River,   Council  Order  of  March  7,   1966. 

Two  major  planning  studies  of  the  Charles 
River     are    now     under     way: 

Metropolitan  Area  Planning  Council  Study 

The  MAPC  recently  initiated  a  $200,000 
Open  Space  Study  of  Boston  Harbor  and 
of  the  area's  major  rivers  including  the 
Charles. 

The  study  undertaken  in  cooperation  with 
the  seventy-nine  cities  and  towns  within  the 
MAPC  District  will  include  a  comprehensive 
Open  Space  Plan  with  specific  recommenda- 
tions   for    the   lands    along    the    Charles    River. 

Two  thirds  of  the  funds  for  the  study  are 
provided  by  the  federal  government  through 
the  HHFA.  The  local  share  is  provided  in 
equal  parts  by  the  MDC,  the  Department  of 
Natural    Resources    and    the    MAPC. 

Commissioner  Devine  is  a  member  of  the 
study's  technical  committee.  The  BRA,  act- 
ing as  the  City's  Planning  Board,  is  kept 
informed  of  all  phases  of  the  study  and  will 
review    all    proposals. 

Corps  of  Engineers  Study 
A  $600,000  study  has  been  funded  and  is 
presently  being  programmed  by  the  Corps 
of  Engineers.  The  study  is  to  determine 
"the  feasibility  of  improvements  in  the  in- 
terests of  flood  control,  water  supply,  recrea- 
tion, water  quality  control,  navigation,  tidal 
flood  control,  allied  purposes  and  related  land 
resources." 

Public  hearings  in  each  community  along 
the  Charles  will  be  held  probably  in  June 
of    1966. 

A  bill  for  a  third  study  was  filed  this  year 
by  Senator  DeNormandi  but  was  withdrawn 
following   the   funding   of   the   MAPC   study. 

Conclusions 

1.  Coordinated  planning  for  the  further 
development  of  the  Charles  River  is  cur- 
rently under  way. 

2.  Further  federal  funds  for  the  planning 
of  the  Charles  River  should  not  be  sought  at 
this   time.

The 
proposed  Public  Facilities  Commission  which 
is  to  build  schools  is  forbidden  by  legislation 
to  have  as  a  member  a  school  committeeman. 
The  commission  also  does  not  have  to  observe 
the    open    meeting    law. 

Coun.  FOLEY  also  stated  that  the  pro- 
posed director  would  have  the  same  power 
as  the  present  Redevelopment  Administrator. 
He  also  stated  that  the  commission  would 
have  exclusive  authority  to  make  capital  im- 
provement decisions.  Coun.  FOLEY  also 
stated  that  although  the  lump  sum  appropria- 
tion method  had  been  modified  it  was  not 
thoroughly  modified.  He  also  stated  that 
the  commission  has  the  exclusive  right  to 
select  where  every  new  structure  and  facility 
goes.

Dear  Mr.  President: 

The  Committee  on  Probation  at  its  meeting 
May  12,  1966,  voted  pursuant  to  General 
Laws,  chapter  276,  sections  83  and  99A,  to 
establish  the  schedule  of  probation  officer 
compensation  as  shown  on  the  sheet  attached, 
and  directed  that  the  commissioner  consult 
with  respect  thereto,  the  judicial  bodies  and 
the  county  commissioners  as  required  by  the 
statute. 

The  committee's  new  schedule  is  projected 
to  take  effect  January  1,  1967.  It  involves  a 
one  increment  increase,  three  hundred  dollars, 
over  the  current  schedule,  in  all  steps  mini- 
mum to  maximum,  inclusive,  without  inter- 
ference with  each  probation  officer's  current 
annual  increment  accrual  date.  In  addition, 
longevity  increments  are  provided,  each  in 
the  amount  of  three  hundred  dollars,  to  accrue 
at  the  fifth,  tenth,  and  fifteenth  anniversaries 
of  a  probation  officer's  arrival,  according  to 
the  committee's  scheduling,  at  the  maximum 
salary  (eleventh  step)  for  that  position  which 
he  holds.  The  new  schedule  applies  pro  rata 
with  respect  to  officers  scheduled  as  part-time 
probation  officers;  it  does  not  apply  to  pro- 
bation officers  who  have  reached  the  age  of 
compulsory     retirement. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  general  increase 
projected  approximates,  though  it  does  not 
completely  compensate  for,  the  cost-of-living 
increase  reported  by  the  Bureau  of  Labor 
Statistics  for  the  period  since  the  last  proba- 
tion salary  adjustment.  The  longevity  incre- 
ments recognize  that  probation  officers  custom- 
arily devote  a  lifetime  to  the  probation 
service,  that  opportunities  for  promotion  are 
limited,  and  that  there  should  be  compensa- 
tion for  long  years  of  professional  public 
service   in    the   same   position. 

Implementation  of  the  new  schedule  on 
January  1,  1967,  involves  first  paying  each 
probation  officer  the  new  rate  of  salary  for 
the  same  numbered  step  to  which  he  is  al- 
located by  the  committee's  schedule  in  effect 
theretofore;  and  secondly,  paying  those  pro- 
bation officers  who  on  January  1,  1967,  will 
have  been  scheduled  by  the  committee  for 
five  years  at  the  maximum  for  the  position 
held,  an  additional  increase  in  salary  of  three 
hundred  dollars  per  annum,  the  first  longevity 
increment.

SALE  OF  DORCHESTER  AVENUE,  FROM 
SUMMER  STREET  TO  DORCHESTER 
AVENUE  BRIDGE,  TO  UNITED  STATES 
OF  AMERICA 

The  following   was   received:

To   the   City   Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  herewith  transmit  for  your  consideration 
an  order  permitting  the  sale  of  Dorchester 
avenue,  from  Summer  street  southwesterly 
nearly  to  the  Dorchester  Avenue  Bridge  over 
the  Fort  Point  Channel,  to  the  Post  Office 
Department  of  the  United   States   Government. 

The  Post  Office  Department  wants  exclusive 
use  of  that  segment  of  Dorchester  avenue  to 
ensure  the  feasibility  of  its  projected  21.5 
million  dollar  addition,  including  mechaniza- 
tion, to  the  South  Postal  Annex.  Dorchester 
avenue  would  provide  additional  parking, 
maneuvering,  and  loading  areas  for  mail 
trucks  both  in  connection  with  the  new  build- 
ing and  the  existing  South  Postal  Annex. 
The  new  building,  together  with  the  existing 
building,  which  will  be  modernized  under  a 
5  million  dollar  program,  will  serve  almost 
150  post  offices  in  the  Boston  area  and  will 
be  the  gateway  for  all  New  England  mail. 
About  1,500  employees  will  be  added  to  the 
Post  Office  payroll.  Since  the  new  building 
would  be  owned  by  a  private  developer  and 
leased  to  the  Post  Office  Department  under  a 
long-term  lease,  it  would  be  a  tax-paying 
facility. 

The  city  is  in  a  position  to  consider  giving 
up  existing  Dorchester  avenue  because  the 
state  Department  of  Public  Works  and  the 
United  States  Bureau  of  Public  Roads  last 
week  committed  themselves  to  undertake  con- 
struction   studies    of    a    new,    improved    Dor- 
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Chester  avenue  as  provided  in  the  city's  master 
plan.  The  new  Dorchester  avenue  would  be 
built  on  fill  on  the  westerly  side  of  Fort 
Point  Channel  and  would  in  a  later  stage 
connect  with  the  new  Atlantic  avenue  in  the 
waterfront    area. 

The  total  cost  of  the  initial  stage  is  esti- 
mated at  6  million  dollars.  The  city  would 
contribute  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of 
existing   Dorchester   avenue   towards   that   cost. 

The  Bureau  of  Public  Roads  and  the  state 
Department  of  Public  Works  would  finance 
the   remainder. 

The  Post  Office  would  not  take  title  until 
March,  19G9,  allowing  time  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  new  avenue,  and  in  the 
meantime,  since  this  is  City  of  Boston  land, 
traffic  can  continue  to  flow  through  existing 
Dorchester  avenue.  Also,  the  Post  Office  is 
willing  to  accept  a  provision  in  the  sales 
agreement  providing  for  the  voidability  of 
the  agreement  should  the  forthcoming  con- 
struction study  indicate  that  construction  of 
the  new  road  would  not  be  feasible.  A  copy  of  a 
letter  from  Dennis  A.  Jensen,  Director, 
Realty  Division,  U.  S.  Post  Office  Depart- 
ment, to  the  Public  Improvement  Commission 
dated   June  6,   1966,  is  attached  hereto. 

There  is  a  need  for  the  most  expeditious 
handling  of  this  matter.  The  Post  Office 
Department  has  the  sum  for  its  purchase  of 
Dorchester  avenue  in  its  current  fiscal  year 
budget,  which  expires  June  30,  1966.  If 
the  sales  agreement  is  not  executed  by  June 
30,  thereby  obligating  the  Post  Office  funds, 
that  money  is  lost  to  the  Post  Office.  Their 
plans  for  their  addition  to  the  South  Postal 
Annex  would  be  placed  in  some  jeopardy,  and 
the  financing  of  the  new  Dorchester  avenue 
would  have  suffered  a  setback.  It  is  un- 
fortunate to  have  to  ask  you  to  act  so 
quickly,  but  this  request  could  not  have  come 
sooner  because  the  approvals  of  the  Bureau 
of  Public  Roads  and  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  were  not  made  until  last  week. 

I  therefore  request  the  speedy  adoption  of 
the    accompanying    order.

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APPROPRIATION  FOR  GENERAL  SCHOOL 
PURPOSES 

The  following   was   received: 
City    of    Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,   June  6,   1966. 
To  the   City   Council. 
Gentlemen: 

On  May  25,  1966,  the  School  Committee 
was  notified  that  I  had  allowed  $48,742,877 
for  1966  General  School  Purposes  for  an  in- 
crease over  the  1965  allowance  of  $3,747,189. 
This  recommendation  combined  with  the  budget 
of  $150,000  for  Land  and  Buildings  and  $1,- 
800,000  for  Alterations  and  Repairs  brings 
the  total  budget  for  1966  for  all  school 
purposes    to    $50,692,877. 

A  cursory  examination  of  the  annual  budget 
allowance  for  all  school  purposes  has  in- 
creased, during  my  administration,  from  $33,- 
856,807  in  1960  to  $50,692,877  in  1966,  an  in- 
crease of  $16,836,070,  or  almost  50  percent  over 
a   span   of   six    (6)    years. 

Of  the  amount  allotted  for  General  School 
Purposes  there  were  funds  allowed  to  grant 
substantial  pay  raises  to  teachers.  It  is  my 
desire  to  have  the  Boston  school  system  com- 
parable to  any  school  system  in  the  Common- 
wealth and  I  believe  this  position  can  be 
achieved  with  the  funds  available  in  this 
budget. 

In  my  letter  to  the  School  Committee  I 
made  specific  mention  of  the  financial  crisis 
facing  the  City  of  Boston  if  the  provisions 
of  chapter  641  passed  by  the  General  Court 
in  1965,  relating  to  imbalance,  is  not  resolved. 
I  do,  however,  feel  confident  that  the  school 
authorities  and  the  officials  of  the  State  De- 
partment of  Education  will  find  an  accept- 
able  solution   to   the  problem. 

Under  the  appropriation  limit  established 
by  chapter  224  of  the  Acts  of  1936,  as  amended 
by  chapter  117  of  the  Acts  of  1949,  and  as 
most  recently  amended  by  chapter  786  of  the 
Acts  of  1963,  the  School  Committee  is  au- 
thorized to  appropriate  $46,430,788  for  Gen- 
eral School  Purposes.  To  make  available  to 
the  School  Committee  $48,742,877,  which  I 
feel  is  adequate  in  1966,  the  sum  of  $2,312,089 
must  be  appropriated   with  your   approval. 

I  submit  herewith  an  order  providing  for 
the  additional  appropriation  and  respectfully 
request  its  early  consideration  and  adoption 
by    your    Honorable    Body.

I  have  your  letter  regarding  the  order  by 
the  Boston  City  Council  requesting  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Welfare  of  the  City  of 
Boston  to  supply  the  Boston  Public  Library 
in  Copley  square  and  all  its  branches  with 
the    Public    Assistance    Policy    Manual. 

It  would  be  financially  impossible  for  the 
state  to  supply  30  copies  as  we  do  not  have 
the  staff,  nor  the  money,  to  be  able  to  prepare 
this  kind  of  material  for  the  number  you 
request.  As  you  know,  it  is  a  very  bulky  and 
highly  technical  manual  and  its  many  references 
to  state  and  federal  plan  material  make  it 
extremely  complicated  for  those  who  do  not 
have  this  material  available.  As  you  are  also 
aware,  there  is  a  complement  to  this  Policy 
Manual  of  an  Administrative  Manual  which 
will  be  forthcoming  shortly. 

I  am  sorry  that  we  will  be  unable  to  fulfill 
the  City  Council's  request.

5.  Retirement  in  health,  honor,  dignity — after 
years  of  contribution  to  the  economy.

Whereas,  This  new  title  is  intended  to  replace 
the  Kerr-Mills  law,  medical  assistance  for  the 
aged,  and  the  provisions  for  direct  payments  to 
suppliers  of  medical  care  and  service  under  old-age 
assistance,  aid  to  the  blind,  aid  to  families  with  de- 
pendent children,  aid  to  the  permanently  and 
totally  disabled,  and  the  consolidated  program  for 
the  aged,  the  blind,  and  the  disabled;  and 

Whereas,  The  program  may  be  administered  by 
a  state  agency  designated  for  the  purpose  but  eligi- 
bility is  to  be  determined  by  the  public  welfare 
agency;  and 

Whereas,  The  program  is  to  include  all  persons 
now  receiving  assistance  for  basic  maintenance 
under  the  public  assistance  titles,  and  also  may 
include  persons  who  are  able  to  provide  their 
maintenance  but  whose  income  and  resources  are 
not  sufficient  to  meet  their  medical  care  costs;  and 

Whereas,  The  new  medical  care  program  for 
needy  persons  has  already  been  adopted  by  several 
states,  and  must  be  adopted  by  all  states  no  later 
than  December  31,  1969;  and 

Whereas,  The  new  program  providing  an  in- 
creased federal  matching  grant  formula,  has  been 
adopted  by  several  of  the  states,  and  can  be  imple- 
mented in  Massachusetts  under  the  authority

VATE HEALTH  INSURANCE  POLICIES 
UNDER   MEDICARE

Whereas,  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Welfare  in  a  recent  ruling  has  discontinued  the 
practice  of  allowing  for  the  inclusion  in  the  budgets 
of  recipients  of  OAA  and  MAA,  an  allowance  for 
premiums  of  private  health  insurance  policies;  and 

Whereas,  The  State  Department  of  Public 
Welfare  has  allowed  for  the  payment  of  the  Medi- 
care Part  B  83.00  a  month  premium  only  for  the 
OAA  category;  and 

Whereas,  The  State  Department  of  Public 
Welfare  policy  has  thus  disenfranchised  the  MAA 
category  from  participating  in  Medicare  Part  B 
Supplementary   Medical   Insurance   Benefits;   and 

Whereas,  Those  persons  on  OAA  and  in  receipt 
of  monthly  social  security  checks  will  in  effect 
be  making  their  own  payments  for  Medicare 
Part  B;  and  in  addition  those  persons  on  OAA 
and  not  in  receipt  of  monthly  social  security  checks 


or  other  monthly  income  sufficient  to  cover  their 
voluntary  payments  for  Medicare  Part  B,  will 
have  these  $3.00  monthly  payments  made  for 
them  by  the  city  and  state  on  a  pro  rata  basis, 
state  share  70  percent  (82.10  a  month)  and  city 
share  30  percent  (90(4  a  month);  and 

Whereas,  Those  persons  on  MAA  not  in  receipt 
of  monthly  social  security  checks  or  other  monthly 
income  sufficient  to  cover  their  voluntary  pay- 
ments for  Medicare  Part  B,  will  not  have  a  S3. 00 
monthly  payment  for  Medicare  Part  B,  made 
for  them  by  the  city  and  state;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  now  available  for  those  over 
65,  Blue  Cross  Medicare  Extension  Plan  No.  2, 
which  if  the  premiums  were  allowed  for  both  the 
OAA  and  MAA  categories,  and  together  with 
the  opportunity  for  all  recipients  of  assistance  to 
join  Medicare  Part  B,  will  provide  full  hospital 
coverage  for  365  days  a  year,  and  88.00  a  day  for 
365  days  in  an  extended  care  facility  following 
hospital  discharge;  and 

Whereas,  The  maximum  cost  in  Boston  for 
enrolling  all  OAA  and  MAA  recipients  in  Medex 
II  and  Medicare  Part  B  (exclusive  of  the  reducing 
cost  factor  o,f  applying  the  Medicare  Part  B  83.00 
a  month  payment  out  of  a  person's  monthly  social 
security  and  other  resource)  would  be  approxi- 
mately 82  million  yearly,  while  current  annual 
costs  for  hospital  and  nursing  home  care  for  OAA 
and  MAA  recipients  is  S14.4  million  and  shared 
pro  rata  by  the  federal  government,  state  and 
city;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  advantageous  to  have  all  OAA 
and  MAA  recipients  belong  to  Blue  Cross  Medex 
Plan  No.  2  in  addition  to  belonging  to  Medicare 
Part  B,  even  if  it  means  for  the  state  and  city  to 
buy  Medex  Plan  No.  2  and  Medicare  Part  B 
coverage  for  those  not  covered  on  their  own; 
therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  respect- 
fullv  requests  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Welfare  to  reconsider  its  current  ruling  of  not 
allowing  recipients  of  OAA  and  MAA  an  allowance 
in  the  budget  for  premiums  of  private  health 
insurance  policies,  and  further  the  department 
consider  making  on  a  pro  rata  basis  with  the  city, 
the  Medicare  Part  B  83.00  monthly  payments  for 
MAA  recipients,  and  further  consider  enrolling 
both  OAA  and  MAA  recipients  in  Blue  Cross 
Medex  Plan  No.  2  on  a  pro  rata  cost  basis  with 
the  city.

In  accordance  with  Rule  3  of  the  Compen- 
sation and  Classification  Plans  for  the  Officers 
and  Employees  of  Suffolk  County,  the  Super- 
visor of  Personnel  whenever  a  new  position 
is  established,  is  required,  after  an  investigation 
of  the  actual  and  proposed  duties  and  respon- 
sibilities and,  with  the  approval  of  the  City 
Council  and  the  Mayor,  to  classify  the  position 
by   allocating   it  to   its   appropriate  class. 

Under  date  of  June  23,  1966,  the  Chairman 
of  the  Court  House  Commission  requested  that 
the  title  of  Working  Foreman  Maintenance 
Mechanic  (Elevator  Repair)  in  compensation 
grade  R-10L  be  established  in   his   department. 

My  examination  of  this  request,  as  submitted 
indicates  that  lack  of  maintenance  could  cause 
deterioration,  major  repairs,  and  concern  for 
the  safety  of  the  general  public,  and  for  the 
above  reasons  I  feel  that  there  is  a  need  for 
this    classification.

This  is  in  reply  to  Council  order  dated  June 
27,  1966,  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  his  Ex- 
cellency, the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth, 
the  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  the  Chairman  of  the  Boston  Traffic 
Commission,  and  the  General  Manager  of  the 
Massachusetts  Bay  Transportation  Authority 
are  respectfully  requested  to  take  emergency 
action  and  to  take  all  steps  within  their  power 
to  make  possible  passage  of  vehicular  traffic 
both  of  automobiles  and  MBTA  buses  on  Centre 
street,  West  Roxbury,  and  to  advise  the  City 
Council  in  writing  at  its  next  meeting  as  to 
the  action  taken:  further,  that  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  be  requested  to  direct  the  Commissioner 
of  Public  Works  to  take  immediate  steps  to 
make  the  bridge  passable. 

As  a  result  of  a  meeting  on  June  27,  1966, 
at  the  location  in  question  which  was  attended 
by  representatives  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven 
&  Hartford  Railroad,  the  MBTA,  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Utilities  and  the  City  of  Boston 
Traffic,  Public  Works  and  Law  Departments, 
the  railroad  agreed  to  make  temporary  repairs 
to  a  portion  of  the  bridge  with  the  approval 
of  the  DPU  in  order  to  allow  the  use  of  one 
lane  in  each  direction  by  passenger  vehicles 
and  buses.  This  work  was  completed  on  Friday, 
July  1,  1966,  and  the  bridge  was  opened  to 
passenger  cars  and  bus  traffic  at  12  noon. 

However,  the  bridge  will  still  be  unsafe  for 
all  truck  traffic  over  six  tons.  We  have  been 
informed  by  the  MBTA  that  the  preliminary 
plans  of  the  railroad  for  a  new  bridge  at  this 
location  are  being  studied  by  the  MBTA  as  to 
feasibility,  cost,  and  so  foii:h.  It  is  the  intention 
of  the  MBTA  and  the  New  Haven  Railroad 
to  coordinate  their  efforts  to  expedite  the  con- 
struction of  this  new  bridge  which  will  take 
five  or  six  months  to  complete.  During  the 
construction  of  the  new  bridge  arrangements 
will  be  made  to  maintain  passenger  vehicle 
and  bus  traffic  at  all  times. 

We  have  also  received  permission  from  the 
Metropolitan  District  Commission  to  divert 
all  through  bus  and  truck  traffic  to  West  Rox- 
bury Parkway,  between  Belgrade  avenue  and 
Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  Parkway,  and 
Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  Parkway,  between 
West  Roxbury  Parkway  and  Spring  street, 
during   this   period.

I  am  directing  this  letter  to  you  in  your  ca- 
pacity as  designee  of  the  Trustees  of  the  prop- 
erty of  the  railroad  to  represent  them  con- 
cerning matters  arising  out  of  their  agree- 
ment with  this  Authority,  dated  July  28,   1965. 

As  you  know,  this  bridge  was  deemed  unsafe 
and  closed  to  vehicular  traffic  by  public  au- 
thorities. 

Our  General  Counsel  has  examined  the  legal 
and  statutory  obligations  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
the  railroad  and  this  Authority  in  the  main- 
tenance or  reconstruction  of  this  bridge.  He 
has  concluded  that,  as  between  the  railroad 
and  the  City  of  Boston,  the  obligation  falls 
on  the  railroad.  He  has  also  concluded  that 
the  Authority  did  not  assume  that  obligation 
under  the  terms  of  its  agreement  with  the 
railroad.  He  supports  that  conclusion  par- 
ticularly, without  limiting,  by  the  credit  taken 
by  the  railroad  for  savings  which  would  have 
been  realized  by  the  railroad  from  the  aban- 
donment of  3.68  miles  of  track  between  West 
Roxbury  and  Needham  Junction,  in  the 
amount  of  $8,600  annually.  (Page  24  of  Ap- 
pendix  of   the   agreement.) 

The  Authority  maintains  that  the  Trustees 
thereby  made  an  election  at  the  time  of  the 
agreement  that,  in  the  event  they  were  no 
longer  obliged  to  maintain  passenger  service, 
they  would  serve  its  freight  customers  west- 
erly of  the  bridge  from  an  easterly  direction 
by  passing  freight  under  the  bridge.  Therefore, 
the  costs  for  the  maintenance  or  reconstruc- 
tion of  this  bridge  were  not  intended  by  the 
parties  to  fall  within  the  category  of  "avoid- 
able costs"  which  the  Authority  assumed  to 
pay    under    its    agreement    with    the    Trustees. 

If  the  Trustees  of  the  property  of  the  rail- 
road do  not  concur  in  the  position  of  the  Au- 
thority in  this  matter,  the  Authority  suggests 
that  the  engineering  forces  of  the  railroad 
and  the  Authority  examine  and  concur  in  the 
plans,  specifications  and  estimates  of  costs 
for  the  reconstruction  of  this  bridge.  Follow- 
ing such  concurrence,  the  railroad  would  in- 
vite bids  for  the  work,  and  award  the  work 
to  the  lowest,  responsible  bidder.  After  the 
work  has  been  completed,  and  the  total  costs, 
including  the  costs  (in  the  amount  of  $1,500), 
for  the  emergency  repairs  to  open  this  bridge 
to  highway  traffic,  have  been  ascertained, 
the  parties  could  submit  this  issue  to  arbi- 
tration in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
therefor  contained  in  the  agreement,  dated 
July  28,    1965.

Your  letter  of  July  11,  1966,  concerning 
the  above  matter  has  been  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  Trustees.  After  review  they 
have  instructed  me  to  reply  on  their  behalf 
as    follows : 

The  Trustees  flatly  reject  the  opinion  of 
the  Authority's  General  Counsel  as  to  the  in- 
terpretation of  their  contract  with  the  Au- 
thority and  his  conclusion  that  the  expense 
for  rebuilding  bridge  2.69  is  not  the  Author- 
ity's responsibility.  The  fact  of  the  matter 
is  that  but  for  the  New  Haven's  operation 
of  passenger  service  for  the  Authority  this 
work  would  not  be  necessary.  In  this  con- 
nection I  call  your  attention  to  the  decision 
of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  dated 
November  3,  1965,  in  Finance  Docket  No. 
23195.  The  Trustees  consider  the  Authority's 
responsibility  under  the  contract  to  be  clear. 
The   concern   of   the   Trustees    over   the   con- 


dition of  bridge  2.69  was  brought  to  the  at- 
tention of  the  Authority  over  9  months  ago 
by  my  letter  of  September  29,  1965,  to  Mr. 
Mead.  Thereafter,  further  correspondence 
ensued  between  Mr.  Mead  and  myself  on  this 
subject  culminating  in  a  conference  between 
representatives  of  the  Authority  and  the 
railroad  on  April  5,  1966.  At  that  meeting, 
the  railroad's  position  as  to  the  Authority's 
responsibility  was  again  made  clear  as  was 
its  opinion  that  prompt  action  was  required 
if  the  bridge  was  to  remain  open  to  the 
public  On  the  next  day  representatives  of 
the  Authority  inspected  the  bridge.  I  was 
subsequently  informed  that  the  Authority's 
conclusion  at  that  time  was  that  the  bridge 
was  adequately  safe.  For  that  reason  I 
immediately  reviewed  the  matter  once  more 
with  the  railroad's  chief  engineer.  On  April 
29,  1966,  I  informed  the  Authority  that  the 
railroad's  opinion  that  prompt  reconstruction 
was  required  remained  unchanged  and  urged 
that  a  joint  inspection  be  made.  At  the 
same  time  I  furnished  the  Authority  certain 
requested  information,  and,  on  the  assumption 
that  our  dispute  then  involved  the  question 
whether  the  work  was  needed,  indicated  our 
intention  to  proceed  in  the  interest  of  public 
safety  notwithstanding  the  Authority's  con- 
trary view  as  to  the  necessity  for  the  work. 
As  you  know,  the  public  safety  question  has 
since  been  answered  by  the  closing  of  the  bridge, 
although  emergency  repairs  have  permitted 
partial  reopening  for  a  limited  period  of  time. 
The  requested  joint  inspection  took  place  on 
May  24,  1966,  and  we  understand  that  there 
is  no  longer  any  dispute  over  whether  major 
repairs    must   be   undertaken. 

The  Trustees  are  perfectly  willing  to  sub- 
mit the  question  of  responsibility  under  the 
contract  to  arbitration  and  to  do  so  promptly. 
They  do  not,  however,  find  anything  in  the 
contract  requiring  the  bankrupt  New  Haven 
estate  to  bear  such  expense  pending  the  results 
of  arbitration  procedures.  Accordingly,  they 
cannot  undertake  to  use  the  assets  of  the 
estate  for  this  purpose  unless  and  until  they 
are  found  to  have  responsibility  for  doing  so 
under  the  contract.  Should  the  Authority  be 
willing  to  bear  such  expense  in  the  first 
instance  so  that  work  might  proceed  during 
the  pendency  of  arbitration,  the  Trustees  are 
willing  to  proceed  on  that  basis  and  to  co- 
operate in  the  entertaining  of  bids,  etc., 
along  the  lines  suggested  by  your  letter.  In 
so  stating,  however,  I  wish  to  make  it  per- 
fectly clear  that  the  Trustees  do  not  accept 
the  assumption  contained  in  your  letter  that 
the  amount  expended  for  emergency  repairs 
can  now  properly  be  the  subject  of  arbitration. 
Those  repairs  were  made  by  the  railroad  only 
upon  the  Authority's  express  under-taking 
to  reimburse  the  railroad  for  the  expenses 
involved.  Now  to  seek  inclusion  of  this 
amount  in  any  arbitration  of  the  question  of 
rebuilding  costs  is  unequivocally  contrary 
to  the  specific  commitments  of  the  Authority 
upon  which  the  railroad  relied  when  it  made 
the    emergency    repairs. 

As  previously  noted,  the  emergency  repairs 
cannot  permit  continued  public  use  of  even 
a  part  of  bridge  2.69  for  more  than  a  brief 
period  of  time.  We  would  therefore  appre- 
ciate the  Authority's  views  with  regard  to 
the  foregoing  as  soon  as  possible.

Chap.  181.       An  Act  authorizing  the  city  op 

BOSTON  TO  SELL  TO  THE  CITY  OF 
QUINCY  CERTAIN  LAND  IN  THE 
SQUANTUM  DISTRICT  OF  THE  CITY 
OF    QUINCY. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Notwithstanding  any  contrary 
provision  of  general  or  special  law,  the  city  of  Bos- 
ton, by  its  mayor,  when  authorized  by  its  city 
council  in  accordance  with  the  charter  of  said  city, 
may  sell  to  the  city  of  Quincy  any  part  or  parts  or 
the  whole  of  the  land  owned  by  the  city  of  Boston 
and  situated  in  the  Squantum  district  of  the  city  of 
Quincy;  and  notwithstanding  any  contrary  provi- 
sion of  general  or  special  law,  the  city  of  Quincy  is 
hereby  authorized  to  pay  to  the  city  of  Boston  such 
sum  for  such  conveyance  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by 
the  city  of  Quincy  and  the  city  of  Boston. 

Section  2.  The  mayor  of  the  city  of  Boston,  in 
the  name  and  on  behalf  of  said  city,  is  authorized 
to  execute  and  deliver  any  instrument  necessary  to 
convey  any  land  sold  under  authority  of  this  act. 

Section  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage.

VARIOUS   REQUESTS   FOR  PERMITS

The  commission  could  refuse  to  grant  a  permit 
if  one  of  the  departments  which  is  responsible 
for  the  enforcement  of  any  of  the  building,  fire, 
sanitary  or  zoning  codes  were  not  properly  com- 
plied with. 

In  the  event  that  this  commission  refused  to 
grant  such  a  permit,  the  applicant  would  then 
have  a  right  of  appeal  which  now  exists  and  in 
no  way  would  his  rights  be  impaired  by  the  crea- 
tion of  this  new-  commission.

VETO    OF    ORDER    ACCEPTING    ACT    ES- 
TABLISHING TIME  AND  A  HALF  FOR 
OVERTIME  TO  CERTAIN  EMPLOYEES. 
The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  September  7,  1966. 

To  the  City  Council: 

I  am  returning  herewith,  disapproved,  the  order 
passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on  August  22,  1966, 
accepting  section  33C  of  chapter  149  of  the  General 
Laws,  which  was  inserted  by  chapter  510  of  the 
Acts  of  1961  entitled  "An  Act  Requiring  the 
Payment  of  Overtime  to  Certain  City  and  Town 
Employees  at  the  Rate  of  One  and  One-Half  Times 
Their  Regular  Rate  of  Compenssation." 

My  objections  to  the  order  returned  herewith  are: 
First,  acceptance  of  G.  L.,  c.  149,  s.  33C,  would 
deprive  Boston  of  a  certain  measure  of  home  rule: 
for  it  imposes  a  mandate  in  a  field  in  which  Boston 
now  has  discretion.  Where,  as  here,  there  is  no 
provision  for  revocation  of  an  acceptance,  an 
acceptance  once  given  may  not  be  revoked.  Bru- 
cato  v.  Lawrence,  338  Mass.  612,  615-616. 

Second,  G.  L.,  c.  149,  s.  33C,  contains  no  provi- 
sion like  that  to  be  found  in  G.  L.,  c.  149,  ss.  33A 
and  33B,  to  the  effect  that — 

"This  section  shall  not  apply  to  policemen, 
firemen,  school  teachers,  incumbents  of  offices 
specifically  established  by  or  under  the  authority 
of  any  general  law  or  special  act,  or  such  other 
classes  or  groups  of  employees  as  from  time  to 
time  may  be  specifically  exempted  therefrom  in 
the  manner  provided  for  the  acceptance  of  this 
section." 

This  failure  to  specify  whether  police  officers,  fire 
fighters,  school  teachers  and  supervisory  and  special 
personnel  are  covered  not  only  invites  controversy 
and  litigation  concerning  their  coverage  but  more 
important  leaves  uncertain  the  financial  expense 
being  incurred. 


Third,  the  subject  matter  of  G.  L.,  c.  149,  s.  33C, 
is  one  which,  under  the  recently  enacted  provisions 
of  G.  L.,  c.  149,  ss.  178G  to  178N,  should  properly 
be  left  to  collective  bargaining  agreements,  which, 
incidentally,  can  definitively  settle  the  uncer- 
tainties just  mentioned. 

My  opposition  to  acceptance  of  this  statute  is  not 
new  for  you  will  recall  that  in  January,  1962,  I 
vetoed  an  earlier  order  for  the  acceptance  of  this 
same  statute,  the  text  of  which  has  not  been 
changed  in  the  interim.

APPROPRIATION   FOR   WAGE  INCREASES 
FOR   CITY   AND    COUNTY   EMPLOYEES 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  September  9,  1966. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  submit  herewith  an  order  for  an  appropriation 
to  provide  a  5  percent  wage  increase  per  week  with 
a  minimum  increase  of  six  dollars  a  week  for  most 
employees  in  the  service  of  the  City  of  Boston  and 
County  of  Suffolk. 

"In  November  of  1965,  I  accepted  an  act  which 
permitted  collective  bargaining  by  city  employees. 
It  appears  at  this  time  that  more  months  of  nego- 
tiating are  necessary  in  order  to  implement  the 
collective  bargaining  process,  but  I  feel  that  the 
employees'  situation  calls  for  this  adjustment  now. 

"I  also  want  to  make  it  clear  that  these  in- 
creases are  not  intended  in  any  way  to  interfere 
with  the  collective  bargaining  process.  We  stand 
ready  to  bargain  promptly  and  in  good  faith  with 
whatever  employee  organizations  may  be  selected 
by  city  employees  to  represent  them." 

An  order  in  the  amount  of  $1,153,910  will  provide 
the  necessary  funds  to  defray  the  expenses  payable 
for  salary  increases  effective  as  of  August  31,  1966, 
for  weekly  salaried  employees,  and  effective  on 
September  1,  1966,  for  employees  paid  on  a  monthly 


I  respectfully  recommend  adoption  of  the  accom- 
panying appropriation  order  by  your  Honorable 
Body.

Gentlemen: 

Chapter  401  of  the  Acts  of  1966  authorizes 
cities  and  towns  to  cover  certain  elected  or 
appointed  officers  under  the  workmen's  com- 
pensation act.  The  precise  provision  added 
to  the  law  by  chapter  401  reads  as  follows: — 
"The  terms  laborers,  workmen  and  mechanics, 
as  used  in  sections  sixty-eight  to  seventy-five, 
inclusive,  shall,  if  the  city  council  or  the 
town  meeting  so  votes,  also  include  such 
elected  or  appointed  officers  of  the  city  or 
town,  except  the  mayor,  city  councillors, 
selectmen  or  members  of  the  police  or  fire 
force,  as  the  mayor  or  board  of  selectmen 
may,  from  time  to  time,  designate,  as  evi- 
denced  by   a   writing   filed   with   the   division." 

I  believe  the  benefits  of  the  workmen's 
compensation  act  should  apply  to  city  omcials 
as  much  as  to  the  municipal  employees  now 
covered;  and  so  I  submit  herewith  an  order 
by  the  adoption  of  which  your  Honorable 
Body  would  vote  that  the  terms  "laborers, 
workmen  and  mechanics",  as  used  in  the 
sections  of  the  workmen's  compensation  act 
applicable  to  municipalities,  shall  include  such 
elected  or  appointed  officers,  except  the  Mayor, 
City  Councillors  and  members  of  the  police 
and  fire  forces,  as  the  Mayor  may,  from  time 
to  time,  designate,  as  evidenced  by  a  writing 
filed  with  the  state  Industrial  Accident  Board. 
Since  the  City  of  Boston  is  a  self-insurer, 
this  extension  of  coverage  under  the  work- 
men's compensation  act  will  increase  the  cost 
of  government  only  when  an  elected  or  ap- 
pointed officer  suffers  an  industrial  accident.

PLOYED BY  THE  CITY

Gentlemen : 

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature 
and  disapproved,  the  order  passed  by  your 
Honorable  Body  on  September  7,  1966,  accept- 
ing chapter  245  of  the  Acts  of  1951  entitled 
"An  Act  Relative  to  the  Remuneration  of 
Civil  Engineers  Employed  by  Certain  Cities", 
as  amended  by  chapter  192  of  the  Acts  of 
1958  entitled  "An  Act  Relative  to  the  Re- 
numeration  of  Certain  Civil  Engineers  Em- 
ployed  by   the   City   of   Boston." 

Acceptance  of  St.  1951,  c.  245,  as  so 
amended,  would  mean  that  civil  engineers 
employed  by  Boston  under  class  twenty-seven 
of  the  Civil  Service  regulations  would  there- 
after be  compensated  according  to  the  re- 
muneration plan  for  civil  engineers  and  in- 
spectors in  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Works.  When  this  statute  was  before  the 
Supreme  Judicial  Court  in  McDonough  v. 
Lowell,  Mass.  Adv.  Sh.  (1966)  193,  that 
Court  made  two  things  indisputably  clear. 
First,  since  St.  1951,  c.  245  contains  no 
authorization  to  rescind  its  acceptance,  once 
Boston  accepts  it,  Boston  cannot  rescind  its 
action  without  the  enactment  of  a  new 
statute  authorizing  it  to  do  so.  Second,  once 
Boston  accepts  St.  1951,  c.  245,  Boston  is  bound 
by  the  state  remuneration  plan  as  from  time 
to   time  amended. 

My  objection  to  the  order  returned  herewith 
is  that,  as  appears  from  the  pronouncements 
of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court,  by  the  accep- 
tance of  St.  1951,  c.  245  (as  amended  by  St. 
1958,  c.  192),  Boston  would  surrender  its 
present  home  rule  power  to  fix  the  compen- 
sation of  its  civil  engineers.  It  is  my  firm 
conviction  that  such  surrender  would  be 
definitely  against  the  interest  of  Boston, 
its  taxpayers,  citizens  and  employees.

You  are  aware  that  an  extreme  emergency 
condition  has  arisen  in  the  new  Suffolk 
County  Court  House  building  in  that  the  fire 
proofing  walls  in  the  elevator  shafts  have 
loosened  and  were  falling  on  the  elevators, 
creating  a  condition  endangering  the  life 
and  safety  of  the  public.  After  an  inspec- 
tion of  this  condition  by  inspectors  of  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Safety 
we  were  ordered  to  shut  down  the  elevators 
until  the  remaining  dangerous  walls  were 
removed.  This  has  been  done  and  we  are 
being  permitted  to  operate  the  elevators  pro- 
viding that  immediate  restoration  of  the  walls, 
as  required  by  statute,  be  undertaken.  We 
have  engaged  the  services  of  Hufarelli  Gen- 
eral Contracting  Company  to  do  this  work 
as  an  extreme  emergency  condition  at  a  cost 
not  to  exceed  one  hundred  and  twenty  thou- 
sand dollars  ($120,000).  The  Court  House 
Commission  requests  that  an  appropriation 
of  this  amount  be  made  available  to  this  de- 
partment to  cover  the  cost  of  this  work  as 
we  have  no  available  funds  in  our  current 
budget  for  this  unforeseen  purpose.

ENFORCEMENT   PROGRAM 
The    following    was    received: 
City    of    Boston,

Gentlemen: 

Submitted  herein  is  a  resolution  pertaining 
to  the  Concentrated  Code  Enforcement  Pro- 
gram as  outlined  in  section  117,  of  the  Hous- 
ing   Act    of    1949,    as    amended. 

Your  Honorable  Body  has  requested  in- 
formation concerning  the  proposed  administra- 
tion of  the  program  as  well  as  possible  areas 
of   eligibility   within   the   City  of  Boston. 

As  regards  administration  of  a  Code  En- 
forcement program,  which  could  more  de- 
scriptively be  called  a  Community  Conserva- 
tion   program,    please    be    advised    of    my    in- 


tention to  designate  the  Commissioner  of  the 
Housing  Inspection  Department,  Mr.  Daniel 
J.  Finn,  as  Program  Coordinator.  I  shall 
establish,  at  the  same  time,  an  Interdepart- 
mental Committee,  consisting  of  the  Com- 
missioners and  heads  of  the  several  depart- 
ments which  would  normally  participate  in 
such  a  program,  to  advise  and  consult  with 
the  Coordinator.  Represented  on  the  Inter- 
departmental Committee  would  be  such  de- 
partments as  the  Public  Works  Department, 
which  would  have  responsibility  for  con- 
structing and  reconstructing  new  streets,  side- 
walks and  other  public  works  facilities,  the 
Parks  and  Recreation  Department,  which 
would  be  responsible  for  providing  new  and 
improved  park  and  playground  facilities,  and 
the  School  Department  with  its  responsibility 
for  providing  new  and  improved  schools  in 
the  area.  Other  departments  would  include 
the  Building  Department,  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment, the  Police  Department,  the  Health  and 
Hospitals  Department,  the  Welfare  Depart- 
ment  and   the   Traffic   Department. 

The  Committee  will  be  designated  as  the 
Community  Conservation  Interdepartmental 
Committee.  This  is  done  to  emphasize  the 
nature  of  the  program.  The  Community  Con- 
servation program,  it  must  be  stressed,  is  not 
a  clearance  program.  Instead,  it  is  designed 
to  assist  the  city  in  reconstructing  worn  out 
streets  and  sidewalks,  building  new  and  im- 
proved parks  and  playgrounds,  planting  trees 
and,  in  general,  making  neighborhoods  more 
attractive  places  in  which  to  live.  It  will 
also  provide  homeowners  with  low-interest 
loans  as  well  as  outright  giants  of  federal 
funds  to  enable  them  to  maintain  their 
property   in   decent   and   attractive  condition. 

It  should  also  be  noted  that  section  116 
funds — demolition  funds — are  not  applied  for 
under  this  resolution.  Demolition  under  this 
program  would  be  strictly  limited  to  those 
structures  which  would  normally  be  taken 
down  under  the  authority  of  the  Building 
Department  or  the  Housing  Inspection  De- 
partment. 

To  date,  at  least  four  areas  of  the  city, 
outside  urban  renewal  areas,  have  been  identi- 
fied as  areas  in  which  a  Community  Con- 
servation program  would  be  of  great  benefit. 
Upon  the  passage  of  this  resolution,  I  shall 
direct  the  Coordinator  to  commence  a  program 
to  select  one  pilot  area  from  among  those 
areas.  The  selection  program  will  establish 
the  need  for  a  Community  Conservation  pro- 
gram and  the  desirability  of  such  a  program 
in  terms  of  the  wishes  and  receptivity  of 
the  local   residents   in   the  several   areas. 

It  is  anticipated  that  most  residents  of 
these  areas  will  respond  quickly  and  favorably 
to  the  opportunity  to  preserve  their  neigh- 
borhoods with  the  aid  of  federal  funds.  Sta- 
tistical and  other  fact-gathering  studies  will 
also  proceed  quickly.  At  such  time  as  the 
selection  of  a  pilot  area  can  then  be  made 
as  a  result  of  these  efforts,  I  shall  direct  the 
Coordinator  to  file  with  the  federal  govern- 
ment an  application  for  funds  under  the 
provisions  of  the  appropriate  federal  regula- 
tions and  laws.  Since  it  is  anticipated  that 
the  local  share  of  Community  Conservation 
costs  can  be  met  largely  through  normal  de- 
partmental appropriations,  no  extraordinary 
financial    actions    are   contemplated. 

I  respectfully  request  the  adoption  of  the 
accompanying  resolution  by  your  Honorable 
Body  in  order  that  we  may  begin  activities 
under  this  most  promising  program  and  in 
order  that  we  may  notify  the  appropriate 
federal  agencies  of  our  intent.

Whereas,  It  is  recognized  that  the  grant  of 
funds  pursuant  to  section  117  will  impose 
certain  obligations  and  responsibilities  upon 
the  City  of  Boston,  among  which  is  the  obliga- 
tion to  assure  that  any  persons  who  may  be 
displaced  as  a  result  of  the  code  enforce- 
ment and  public  improvements  programs  are 
relocated  into  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary  hous- 
ing in  accordance  with  the  regulations  of  the 
Housing   and    Home   Finance   Agency;    and 

Whereas,  Title  VI  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act 
of  1964,  and  the  regulations  of  the  Housing 
and  Home  Finance  Agency  effectuating  that 
title,  provide  that  no  person  shall,  on  the

1.  That  an  application  be  filed  with  the 
Housing  and  Home  Finance  Agency  on  behalf 
of  the  City  of  Boston  for  a  code  enforcement 
grant  under  section  117  of  the  Housing  Act 
of  1949,  as  amended,  of  two-thirds  of  the 
cost  of  undertaking  and  carrying  out  a  code 
enforcement  program,  which  cost  is  now  esti- 
mated to  be  $4,500,000  in  an  area  or  areas

2.  That  during  the  period  of  the  contract 
for  the  code  enforcement  grant  the  City  of 
Boston  will  maintain  a  level  of  expenditures 
for  code  enforcement  activities,  exclusive  of 
expenditures  in  any  federally  assisted  code 
enforcement  or  Title  I  urban  renewal  project 
area,  that  is  not  less  than  the  average  yearly 
expenditure  for  such  activities  throughout  the 
locality  for  the  two  full  fiscal  years  immediate- 
ly   preceding    the    filing    of    the    application. 

3.  That  the  locality  has  a  program  for  and 
will  provide  in  a  timely  manner  all  necessary 
public  improvements  for  the  code  enforcement 
area. 

4.  That  there  exists  in  the  locality  an 
adequate  amount  of  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary 
housing  which  is  available  to  persons  dis- 
placed as  a  result  of  the  code  enforcement  and 
related  public  improvements  programs,  at 
prices  which  are  within  their  financial  means 
and  which  are  not  generally  less  desirable 
in  regard  to  public  utilities  and  public  and 
commercial  facilities  than  the  dwellings  of 
the  displaced  individuals  and  families,  and  it 
is  the  sense  of  this  body  that  such  displacees, 
if  any,  will  be  relocated  in  accordance  with 
applicable  regulations  of  the  Housing  and 
Home  Finance  Agency. 

5.  That  the  United  States  of  America  and 
the  Housing  and  Home  Finance  Administrator

Whereas,  Under  Title  I  of  the  Housing  Act 
of  1949,  as  amended  (herein  referred  to  as 
"Title  I"),  the  Secretary  of  the  Department 
of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  (herein 
referred  to  as  the  ("Secretary")  is  authorized 
to  extend  financial  assistance  to  local  public 
agencies  in  the  elimination  and  prevention 
of  the  spread  of  their  slums  and  urban 
blight  through  the  planning  and  undertaking 
of    urban    renewal    projects; 

Whereas,  It  is  desirable  and  in  the  public 
interest  that  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority (herein  referred  to  as  the  "Author- 
ity"), make  surveys  and  prepare  plans,  pres- 
ently estimated  to  cost  approximately  six  hun- 
dred thirty  thousand  two  hundred  dollars 
($630,200),  in  order  to  undertake  and  carry 
out  an  urban  renewal  project  of  the  character 
contemplated  by  section  110  (c)  of  Title  I, 
to  wit,  the  proposed  urban  renewal  project 
known  as  the  "Campus  High  School  Urban 
Renewal  Project"  (herein  referred  to  as  the 
"Project"),  within  an  area  of  this  City  of 
Boston,  County  of  Suffolk,  and  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts,  described  in  the  attached 
Exhibit  "A"  (herein  referred  to  as  the 
"Project    Area"); 
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Whereas,  The  Authority  proposes  to  enter 
into  an  Early  Land  Acquisition  or  Tempo- 
rary Loan  Contract  (herein  referred  to  as 
the  "Contract")  for  financial  assistance  under 
Title  I  with  the  United  States  of  America 
(herein  referred  to  as  the  "Government") 
acting  by  and  through  the  Secretary,  pur- 
suant to  which  federal  funds  would  be  pro- 
vided for  early  land  acquisition  and  related 
activities    in    connection    with    the    Project; 

Whereas,  Under  such  Contract  the  Govern- 
ment would  provide  financial  assistance  for 
early  land  acquisition  and  related  activities, 
and  the  applicable  provisions  of  Title  I  pro- 
vide that  "No  loan  for  such  purpose  shall 
be  made  unless  .  .  .  the  governing  body  of 
the  locality  .  .  .  shall  have  approved  by  reso- 
lution or  ordinance  the  acquisition  of  real 
property  in  the  urban   renewal   area"; 

Whereas,  Title  I  also  provides  that  "the 
Secretary  may  .  .  .  permit  any  structure  so 
acquired  to  be  demolished  and  removed,  and 
may  include  in  any  early  land  acquisition 
loan  .  .  .  the  cost  of  such  demolition  and  re- 
moval, together  with  administrative,  reloca- 
tion, and  other  related  costs  and  payments,  if 
the  approval  of  the  local  governing  body 
extends  to  such  demolition  and  removal,"  and 
further  that  such  real  property  may  be  dis- 
posed of  if  "the  local  governing  body  of  the 
locality  involved  shall  have  .  .  .  consented  to 
the    disposal    of    such    real    property"; 

Whereas,  Title  I  further  prohibits  any 
loans  from  being  made  for  the  purposes  of 
early  land  acquisition  unless: 
"either  (A)  the  Secretary  shall  have  deter- 
mined that  such  loan  is  reasonably  secured 
by  a  first  mortgage  or  other  prior  lien  upon 
such  real  property  or  is  otherwise  reasonably 
secured,  or  (B)  the  govei'ning  body  of  the 
locality  shall  have  assumed  the  responsibility 
to  bear  any  loss  that  may  arise  as  the  result 
of  such  acquisition  in  the  event  that  the 
property  so  acquired  is  not  used  for  urban 
renewal  purposes  because  the  urban  renewal 
plan  for  the  project  is  not  approved,  or  is 
amended  to  omit  any  of  the  acquired  prop- 
erty,  or  is  abandoned  for  any  reason"; 

Whereas,  Pursuant  to  chapter  121  of  the 
General  Laws  (Ter.  Ed.),  as  amended,  the 
Authority,  with  the  consent  of  the  Mayor 
with  authorization  of  the  City  Council,  may 
acquire,  by  eminent  domain  or  otherwise,  and 
hold,  clear,  repair,  operate  and  dispose  of 
land  constituting  any  part  or  parts  of  any 
area  which  it  has,  after  notice  and  a  public 
hearing,  found  to  be  decadent  or  substandard, 
with  respect  to  which  a  contract  has  been 
executed  and  for  which  it  is  preparing  an 
urban  renewal  plan; 

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  found  the 
Project  Area  to  be  a  decadent  and  substan- 
dard area  and  is  preparing  an  urban  renewal 
plan  for  the  Project  Area,  and  deems  it 
necessary,  advisable  and  in  the  public  in- 
terest to  acquire  and  clear,  operate  and/or 
dispose  of  all  or  part  of  the  Project  Area, 
including  that  portion  of  the  Project  Area 
described  in  the  attached  Exhibit  "B",  and 
the  Authority  has  approved  for  the  portion  so 
described  the  "Land  Use  and  Building  Re- 
quirements" set  forth  in  Exhibit  "C"  attached 
hereto; 

Whereas,  A  general  plan  entitled  "1965-1975 
General  Plan  for  the  City  of  Boston  and 
the  Regional  Core"  (herein  referred  to  as 
the  "General  Plan")  has  been  prepared  and 
approved  by  the  Authority  and  is  recognized 
and  used  as  a  guide  for  the  general  develop- 
ment  of    the   City    of   Boston    as    a   whole; 

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  prepared  and 
submitted  a  program  for  the  relocation  of 
individuals  and  families  that  may  be  dis- 
placed as  a  result  of  carrying  out  such  early 
land  acquisition  activities,  which  is  referred 
to  as  the  "Relocation  Program"  and  has 
been    attached    hereto    as    Exhibit   "D"; 

Whereas,  There  have  been  presented  to 
this  Council  information  and  data  respecting 
said  Relocation  Program,  which  has  been  pre- 
pared as  a  result  of  studies,  surveys,  and 
inspections  in  the  Project  Area  and  the  as- 
sembling and  analysis  of  the  data  and  infor- 
mation obtained  from  such  studies,  surveys, 
and   inspections; 


Whereas,  The  members  of  this  Council  have 
general  knowledge  of  the  conditions  prevail- 
ing in  the  Project  Area  and  of  the  availability 
of  proper  housing  in  the  City  of  Boston  for 
the  relocation  of  individuals  and  families  that 
may  be  displaced  from  the  Project  Area  as 
a  result  of  early  land  acquisition  and  related 
activities  and,  in  the  light  of  such  knowl- 
edge of  local  housing  conditions,  have  care- 
fully considered  and  reviewed  such  proposals 
for   relocation: 

Whereas,  Title  VI  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act 
of  1964,  and  the  regulations  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Housing  and  Urban  Development 
effectuating  that  Title,  provide  that  no  person 
shall,  on  the  ground  of  race,  color  or  national 
origin,  be  excluded  from  participation  in,  be 
denied  the  benefits  of,  or  be  subjected  to 
discrimination  in  the  undertaking  and  carry- 
ing out  of  urban  renewal  projects  assisted 
under  Title  I  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1949, 
as  amended;  now,  therefore,  be  it 
Resolved    as    follows : 

1.  That  the  proposed  Urban  Renewal  Pro- 
ject Area  described  above  is  a  slum,  blighted, 
deteriorated,  or  deteriorating  area  appropriate 
for  an  urban  renewal  project  and  that  the 
undertaking  by  the  Authority  of  surveys  and 
plans  for  an  urban  renewal  project  of  the 
character  contemplated  by  section  110  (c)  of 
Title  I  in  the  proposed  Urban  Renewal  Area 
is    hereby    approved. 

2.  That  this  Council  is  cognizant  of  the 
conditions  that  are  imposed  in  the  under- 
taking and  carrying  out  of  urban  renewal 
projects  with  federal  financial  assistance  under 
Title  I,  including  those  relating  to  (a)  the 
relocation  of  site  occupants,  (b)  the  pro- 
vision of  local  grants-in-aid,  (c)  the  prohi- 
bition of  discrimination  because  of  race,  color, 
creed,  or  national  origin,  and  (d)  the  re- 
quirement that  the  locality  present  to  the 
Secretary,  as  a  prerequisite  to  approval  of  an 
application  by  the  Authority  for  an  advance 
of  funds  from  the  Government  to  enable  it 
to  defray  the  cost  of  the  surveys  and  plans 
for  the  Project,  a  workable  program  for 
community  improvement,  as  set  forth  in 
section  101  (c)  of  Title  I,  for  utilizing  ap- 
propriate public  and  private  resources  to 
eliminate  and  prevent  the  development  or 
spread   of   slums   and    urban    blight. 

3.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  financial  assistance  under  the  provisions 
of  Title  I  and  pursuant  to  the  contracts  for 
federal  financial  assistance  pertaining  to  the 
project  is  necessary  to  finance  the  planning 
and  undertaking  of  the  proposed  Project  and 
to  enable  the  Project  to  be  undertaken  and  the 
land  in  the  Project  Area  be  renewed  in 
accordance  with  the  urban  renewal  plan  for 
the  Project  Area,  and  accordingly  the  filing 
by  the  Authority  of  applications  for  such 
financial  assistance  under  Title  I  is  hereby 
approved. 

4.  That  (a)  this  Council  finds  and  de- 
termines that  the  program  for  the  proper 
relocation  of  individuals  and  families  which 
may  be  displaced  in  carrying  out  early  land 
acquisition  and  related  activities  in  connection 
with  the  Project  in  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary 
dwellings  in  conformity  with  acceptable  stan- 
dards is  feasible  and  can  be  reasonably  and 
timely  effected  to  permit  the  proper  carrying 
out  of  such  activities;  and  that  such  dwell- 
ings or  dwelling  units  available  or  to  be 
made  available  to  such  displaced  individuals 
and  families  are  at  least  equal  in  number 
of  the  number  of  displaced  individuals  and 
families,  are  not  generally  less  desirable  in 
regard  to  public  utilities  and  public  and  com- 
mercial facilities  than  the  dwellings  of  such 
displaced  individuals  and  families,  are  avail- 
able at  rents  or  prices  within  the  financial 
means  of  the  displaced  individuals  and  families, 
and  are  reasonably  accessible  to  their  places 
of  employment,  and  (b)  it  is  the  sense  of 
this  Council  (i)  that  a  feasible  method  for 
the  relocation  of  individuals  and  families  dis- 
placed from  the  Project  Area,  in  conformity 
with  Title  I,  can  be  prepared,  and  (ii)  that  the 
local  grants-in-aid  can  and  will  be  provided 
in  an  amount  which  will  be  not  less  than 
one-third     of    the    Net    Project     Cost    of    the 
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Project  and  which,  together  with  the  federal 
capital  grant,  will  be  generally  equal  to  the 
difference  between  Gross  Project  Cost  and  the 
proceeds  or  value  of  project  land  sold,  leased, 
or  retained  for  use  in  accordance  with  the 
urban  renewal  plan. 

5.  That  the  "Land  Use  and  Building  Re- 
quirements" set  forth  in  Exhibit  "G"  hereto, 
which  requirements  are  to  be  included  in  the 
urban  renewal  plan  for  the  Project  Area 
which  is  under  preparation  by  the  Authority, 
are   hereby    approved. 

6.  That  such  requirements  conform  to  the 
general  plan  for  the  locality  as  a  whole;  and 
that  such  requirements  will  afford  maximum 
opportunity,  consistent  with  the  sound  needs 
of  the  city  as  a  whole,  for  the  redevelopment 
of  the  Project  Area  by  private  enterprise, 
and  give  due  consideration  to  the  provision 
of  adequate  park  and  recraational  areas  and 
facilities,  as  may  be  desirable  for  neighbor- 
hood improvement,  with  special  eonsidei-ation 
for  the  health,  safety  and  welfare  of  children 
residing  in  the  general  vicinity  of  the  Pro- 
ject   Area. 

7.  That  the  objectives  of  the  said  re- 
quirements cannot  be  achieved  through  re- 
habilitation    of     the     Project     Area. 

8.  That  there  are  hereby  approved  the 
acquisition  of  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the 
real  property  in  the  Project  Area,  including 
the  taking  by  eminent  domain  of  property 
within  that  portion  of  the  Project  Area  de- 
scribed in  Exhibit  B,  the  demolition  and  re- 
moval of  any  structure  acquired  with  financial 
assistance  provided  under  the  Contract,  and 
the  inclusion  in  the  early  land  acquisition 
loan  of  funds  sufficient  to  cover  the  cost  of 
any  such  acquisition,  demolition  or  removal, 
together  with  administrative,  relocation,  and 
other    related    costs    and    payments. 

9.  That  the  disposition  of  such  real  property 
in  accordance  with  the  "Land  Use  and  Build- 
ing Requirements"  set  forth  in  Exhibit  "C" 
be    and    hereby    is    approved. 

10.  That  the  City  of  Boston  agrees  to 
assume,  and  does  hereby  assume,  the  re- 
sponsibility to  bear  any  loss  that  may  arise 
as  a  result  of  the  acquisition  of  such  real 
property  and  the  undertaking  of  related 
activities  with  financial  assistance  provided 
under  the  Contract  in  the  event  that  the 
property  so  acquired  is  not  used  for  urban 
renewal  purposes  because  the  urban  renewal 
plan  for  the  projects  is  not  approved  or  is 
amended  to  omit  any  of  the  acquired  property, 
or   is   abandoned   for   any   reason. 

11.  That  the  Mayor  be,  and  he  hereby  is, 
authorized  and  empowered  in  the  name  of 
and  in  behalf  of  the  city,  (a)  to  consent 
to  the  acquisition  by  eminent  domain  or 
purchase  or  otherwise,  by  the  Authority,  of 
the  land  in  the  Projcet  Area,  (b)  to  consent 
to  the  holding,  clearance,  repair,  and/or  op- 
peration  of  such  land,  (c)  to  consent  to  the 
disposition  of  such  land,  in  accordance  with 
said  "Land  Use  and  Building  Requirements", 
and  (d)  to  execute  and  deliver  a  covenant  in 
the    form    attached    hereto    as    Exhibit    "E". 

12.  That  the  Government  and  the  Secretary 
be,  and  they  hereby  are,  assured  of  full  com- 
pliance by  the  City  Council  with  regulations 
of  the  Secretary  effectuating  Title  VI  of  the 
Civil   Rights   Act   of   1964.

149,  SECTION  33C,  PAYMENT  OF 
OVERTIME  TO   CERTAIN  EMPLOYEES

This  is  in  reply  to  yours  of  September  27, 
196C,  concerning  your  duty  to  make  a  return 
under  G.  L.,  c.  4,  s.  5,  to  the  State  Secretary 
respecting  an  order  for  the  acceptance  of 
section  33C  of  chapter  149  of  the  General 
Laws,  which  was  passed  by  the  City  Council 
on  August  22,  1966,  returned  by  the  Mayor 
on  September  8,  1966,  with  his  objections 
thereto  in  writing,  and  notwithstanding  the 
disapproval  of  the  Mayor,  again  passed  by 
the  City  Council  on  September  26,  1966,  by 
eight    yeas    and    no    nays. 

St.  1948,  c.  452,  s.  17D,  as  appearing  in  St. 
1951,  c.  376,  s.  1.  gives  the  City  Council 
power  to  override  Mayor's  vetoes  except  the 
veto  of  an  order,  ordinance,  resolution  or 
vote  "authorizing  a  loan  or  appropriating 
money  or  accepting  a  statute  involving  the 
expenditure  of  money."  The  basic  provision 
of  G.  L.,  c.  149,  s.  33C,  is  that  "Notwith- 
standing any  other  provision  of  general  or 
special  law,  any  permanent  employee  of  a 
city  or  town  who  is  required  to  work  in  ex- 
cess of  his  regular  number  of  maximum  hours 
per  week  as  regulated  by  law,  ordinance  or 
by-law  or  rule  shall  be  compensated  for  such 
additional  hours  of  service  at  a  rate  of  one 
and  one  half  times  his  regular  hourly  com- 
pensation." This  is  clearly  a  statute  in- 
volving the  expenditure  of  money;  for  its 
acceptance  would  make  it  mandatory  for 
overtime  coming  within  its  terms  to  be  com- 
pensated for  at  a  rate  one  and  one  half 
times  the  employee's  regular  hourly  compensa- 
tion. 

It  is  my  opinion,  therefore,  that  the  City 
Council  had  no  power  to  override  the  Mayor's 
veto  of  the  above-quoted  order  accepting  G. 
L.  c.  149,  s.  33C,  that  such  order  is  a  nullity, 
and  that  you  have  no  duty  to  make  a  return 
to  the  State  Secretary  respecting  the  same.

VETO  OF  ORDER  TO  ACCEPT  CHAPTER 
660  OF  THE  ACTS  OF  1966  RE  CONSTRUC- 
TION  OF   POLICE    STATION    IN   WARD    20 

The  following  was  received: 
City  of  Boston, 
Office  cf  the  Mayor,  October  11,  1963. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature  and 
disapproved,  the  order  passed  by  your  Honor- 
able Body  on  September  26,  1966,  accepting 
chapter  660  of  the  Acts  of  1966  directing  the 
City  of  Boston  to  construct,  furnish  and  equip 
a  police  station  in  Ward  20. 

First,  if  the  Police  Commissioner  is  to 
have  the  responsibility,  as  he  does,  of  con- 
ducting Boston's  Police  Department  in  an 
economical  and  efficient  manner,  the  location 
of  police  stations  should  be  left  to  his  sound 
administrative  judgment.  As  your  Honorable 
Body  knows,  following  an  extensive  study  of 
the  matter,  the  Police  Commissioner  nearly 
two  years  ago  determined  that  the  retention 
of  the  old  station  was  not  economically  or 
administratively  feasible.  I  believe  his  posi- 
tion to  be  particularly  well  reasoned.  Con- 
struction of  a  new  building  to  serve  the  Ja- 
maica Plain,  Roslindale,  West  Roxbury  area 
may  be  necessary  but  this  legislation  unduly 
inhibits  the  choice  of  location. 

Secondly,  the  construction  and  location  of 
police  stations  is  essentialy  a  local  municipal 
matter  which  should  not  be  the  subject  of 
legislation.  To  be  sure,  chapter  660  is  subject 
to  local  acceptance;  but  the  mere  enactment 
of  this  statute,  which,  once  accepted,  imposes 
a  legislative  mandate  on  Boston,  constitutes 
a  kind  of  legislative  impingement  on  Boston's 
home  rule.  If  Boston  is  to  win  its  battle 
for  home  rule,  this  type  of  legislation  should 
not  be  encouraged  by  acceptance.

I  respectfully  request  a  supplementary  budget 
allowance  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  1966 
of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($200,(100) 
in  our  Veterans'   Relief  Item  45. 

Because  of  the  increase  in  our  caseload 
during  the  past  year  the  balance  in  our  budget 
of  "45"  is  insufficient  to  cover  the  remainder 
of  the  year  1966.  Hospital  rates  have  been 
increased  and  made  retroactive  to  January, 
1966,  which  necessitated  paying  the  additional 
rate  and  also  reimbursing  for  amount  not  paid 
since  January.  Nursing  Homes  have  appealed 
the  rates  set  for  them  and  hearings  on  the 
appeals  are  still  being  heard.  In  most  in- 
stances higher  rates  have  been  granted  and 
are  retroactive  to  January,  1966.  There  have 
been     substantial     increases     in     the     rates     of 


Visiting  Nurses,  the  Kennedy  Memorial  Hos- 
pital, and  also  doctors'  fees.  The  doctors  are 
now  paid  $5  for  office  visits  where  they  were 
formerly  paid  $3;  home  visits  are  increased 
from  $5  to  $7  per  visit.  Home  Makers  rates 
have  gone  up  from  $17  per  day  to  $20  per 
day.  None  of  these  rates  are  permanent  and 
could   be  subject  to   increase  at  any  time. 

Those  applicants  under  our  care  who  are 
sixty-five  and  over  are  under  Blue  Cross- 
Blue  Shield,  Medex  II,  for  which  we  pay 
$16.65  every  quarter.  This  is  to  cover  that 
which   Medicare   doesn't  cover. 

I  am  enclosing  a  detailed  report  of  the  Relief 
Expenditures  for  the  years  1965  and  1966. 

Concurrence  of  your  office  is  respectfully 
requested  in  the  granting  of  this  supplemen- 
tary budget  allowance  for  Item  45  since  it  is 
obvious  that  we  cannot  carry  out  the  proper 
functions  of  the  Veterans'  Sei'vices  Department 
without  sufficent  funds  in  this  item.

During  the  present  calendar  year,  Welfare 
Department  expenditures  for  public  assistance 
had  been  affected  by  a  series  of  program  changes 
which  will  increase  our  gross  expenditures  for 
1966  by  $5  million  over  the  estimated  ex- 
penditures for  which  appropriations  have  been 
received. 

The  program  changes,  emanating  for  the 
most  part  from  state  directives,  included  a 
"Simplified"  monthly  allotment  plan  applicable 
as  of  March  1,  1966,  to  Old  Age  Assistance 
and  Disability  Assistance  clients  and  as  of 
October  1,  1966,  to  families  receiving  Aid  to 
Famlies  with  Dependent  Children:  a  3  per- 
cent Cost  of  Living  adjustment  which  became 
applicable  on  Old  Age  Assistance,  Disability 
Assistance  and  Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent 
Children  programs  on  April  1,  1966:  an  adjust- 
ment in  General  Relief  allowances  which  be- 
came effective  in  June,  1966;  increased  per 
diem  rates  for  hospitals,  nursing  homes  and 
boarding  homes:  the  elimination  of  liability 
of  adult  children  on  Medical  Assistance  cases; 
and  incentive  allowances  applying  to  the 
earnings  of  children  on  Aid  to  Families  with 
Dependent  Children  cases.  A  number  of 
these  changes  could  not  be  anticipated  in  our 
original  budget  estimates. 

Fortunately,  under  the  recently  announced 
"Medicaid"  piogram  under  Title  XIX  of  the 
Social  Security  Act,  the  department  will 
receive  approximately  $1,050,000  additional 
federal  revenues  during  the  last  quarter  of 
the  year.  In  addition,  payment  under  the 
federal  "Medicare"  program  of  hospital  bills 
for  elderly  clients  has  also  had  a  helpful  effect 
and  will  reduce  expenditures  between  July  1 
and  December  31,  1966,  by  an  amount  approach- 
ing an  additional   $1   million. 


Monies  available  by  transferring  appropria- 
tions which  are  unexpended  over  the  remain- 
ing three  months  from  the  administration 
account  will  enable  the  department  to  further 
reduce  the  amount  of  additional  monies  needed. 

At  this  time  we  will  be  short  appropriated 
funds  in  the  amount  of  $1.8  million  and  we 
respectfully  request  that  these  additional  funds 
be  appropriated  in  order  to  meet  our  obligations 
during  the  current  calendar  year.  This  is 
a   minimum   estimate. 

In  order  to  hold  the  request  to  this  amount 
it  is  necessary  for  the  department  to  defer  the 
operation  of  a  new  requirement  under  which 
contributions  from  absentee  fathers  which  are 
made  to  the  court  under  the  nonsupport  laws 
will  be  forwarded  by  the  court  to  the  Welfare 
Department  as  a  receipt.  Under  this  require- 
ment it  will  be  necessary  for  us  in  the  coming 
year  to  increase  some  1,500  Aid  to  Families 
with  Dependent  Children  cases  to  full  monthly 
allotment  status  with  the  revenue  from  the 
court  appearing  as  a  department  receipt.

SUMMARY 


The  Act  imposes  a  temporary  tax  upon 
all  retail  sales  of  tangible  personal  property 
at  the  rate  of  three  per  cent  of  the  selling 
price.  Sales  of  certain  items  are  exempted 
from  the  tax,  including  but  not  limited  to 
sales  of  food  products  for  human  use,  articles 
of  clothing,  prescription  medicines,  agricul- 
tural machinery  and  certain  publications.

Vendors  may 
apply  to  the  State  Tax  Commission  for  abate- 
ments of  the  amounts  owed  where  they  believe 
such  amounts  to  be  excessive,  and  decisions 
of  the  Commission  on  such  applications  may 
be  reviewed  by  the  Appellate  Tax  Board. 
The  Commissioner  of  Corporations  and  Taxa- 
tion shall  have  the  usual  powers  and  reme- 
dies provided  for  tax  collection  for  the  col- 
lection of  the  taxes  imposed  by  this  section. 
The  State  Tax  Commission  shall  issue  regu- 
lations necessary  for  proper  administration 
and   enforcement  of   the  section. 

The  Act  further  imposes  a  temporary 
excise  upon  the  storage,  use  or  other  con- 
sumption in  Massachusetts  of  tangible  per- 
sonal property  at  the  rate  of  three  per  cent 
of  the  sales  price  of  such  property.  Sales 
upon  which  the  retail  sales  tax  described 
above  has  been  imposed,  or  which  are  exempt 
from  the  retail  sales  tax,  shall  be  exempt 
from  the  use  tax.  Sales  upon  which  a  tax 
has  been  paid  in  another  jurisdiction  shall 
also  be  exempt.  Assessment,  abatement  and 
collection  of  the  use  tax  shall  be  governed  by 
the  provisions  which  relate  to  the  tax  upon 
retail  sales.  The  tax  upon  retail  sales  and 
the  excise  upon  storage,  use  or  other  con- 
sumption shall  be  effective  during  the  period 
from    April    1,    1966    to    December    31,    1967. 


Each  qualified  taxpayer  shall  be  entitled 
to  a  credit  of  four  dollars  for  himself,  four 
dollars  for  his  spouse  and  eight  dollars  for 
each  qualified  dependent,  but  such  credit  shall 
not  be  allowed  if  the  taxable  income  of  such 
individual  and  his  spouse  exceeds  five  thou- 
sand dollars  for  the  year.  In  addition  to 
the  taxes  described  above,  the  Act  provides 
for  new  excises  upon  certain  banks;  new 
taxes  upon  the  income  of  certain  corpora- 
tions; new  taxes  upon  cigarettes;  a  room  oc- 
cupancy excise  upon  rent  paid  for  the  use 
of  hotel  rooms  and  other  lodging  places; 
and  excises  upon  sales  of  certain  alcoholic 
beverages. 

The  Act  creates  the  Local  Aid  Fund  for 
the  purpose  of  providing  educational  assistance, 
and  authorizes  the  periodic  distribution  of 
amounts  from  such  Fund  to  the  cities  and 
towns.  In  addition,  the  Act  contains  a  variety 
of  provisions  relating  to  the  program  of  State 
aid  to  public  schools,  and  to  its  administration.

The  Boston  Housing  Authority  currently 
has  642  elderly  units  in  occupancy  status.

In  addition,  elderly  households  (meaning 
that  one  member  of  the  household  is  65  years 
of  age  or  older)  are  served  in  the  family 
developments  operated  by  the  Boston  Hous- 
ing Authority.  As  of  September  30,  1966, 
4,255  units,  representing  31.9  percent  of  oc- 
cupied units  in  the  family  program,  are 
tenanted   by   the   elderly.

Rising  construction  costs  have  adversely 
affected  the  pace  of  development  activity.  The 
Boston  Housing  Authority  is  required  to

developments.  It  is  our  opinion  that  the 
facilities  for  the  elderly  should  not  compromise 
with  fulfilling  every  specific  need  supporting 
a  decent,  homelike  atmosphere  for  our  elderly 
citizens. 

In  a  number  of  instances,  serious  problems 
have  produced  time  delays  in  reconciling  cost 
considerations    with    quality    standards. 

In  the  case  of  the  Jay  Street  Development 
in  South  Boston,  we  have  been  required  to  re- 
ject bids  twice  because  of  high  costs  following 
refusal  of  the  Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development  to  approve  bid  award.  The 
first  bid  date  was  October  15,  1964,  and  the 
second  bid  date  was  February  10,  1966.  This 
development  is  now  undergoing  a  complete 
redesign  in  an  effort  to  achieve  a  design  ap- 
proach which  will  enable  receipt  of  a  satis- 
factory bid. 
Architectural  Procedure: 

Each  development  is  treated  separately  from 
a  design  standpoint.  This  procedure  includes 
an  arrangement  for  architectural  services  for 
each  development. 

It  is  to  be  noted,  however,  that  two  of  the 
projects  in  development  status  involve  more 
than  one  site.  Specifically,  the  South  End 
on  four  (4)  sites  and  the  Charlestown  develop- 
ment on  seven  (7)  sites.  Both  of  these  de- 
velopments are  in  Urban  Renewal  Areas  and 
reflect  implementation  of  the  Urban  Renewal 
plans  for  the  areas. 

The  utilization  of  different  architects  helps 
to  insure  that  maximum  use  is  made  of  the 
architectural  talent  in  the  Boston  area  and 
assists    in    promoting   desirable   design    variety. 


This  process  does  not  exclude  the  utilization 
of  established  design  experience.  The  develop- 
ment staff  of  the  Housing  Authority  makes 
available  to  all  architects  che  benefits  of 
tested  design  features  for  inclusion  in  the 
design  process. 

"Turnkey"  Method: 

The  Boston  Housing  Authority  has  investi- 
gated the  so-called  "Turnkey"  method.  In 
fact,  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  has  been 
among  the  leaders  in  Housing  Authority  efforts 
throughout  the  country  to  work  with  the  federal 
agency  to  develop  new  and  flexible  approaches 
to  the  creation  of  low-rent  housing  for  low- 
income  persons. 

The  "Turnkey"  method  became  possible  as  an 
approvable  federally  assisted  undertaking  with 
the  passage  of  the  Housing  and  Urban  Develop- 
ment Act  of  1965.  Promptly,  following  its 
passage,  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  has 
taken  steps  to  familiarize  itself  with  the  process 
involved  and  to  encourage  interest  in  this 
approach    locally. 

At  the  present  time,  however,  it  must  be 
understood  that  the  use  of  the  "Turnkey" 
method  in  Boston  is  questionable  under  Massa- 
chusetts statutes.  Specifically,  the  conceivable 
stumbling  block  is  chapter  149,  section  44,  of 
the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth 
— commonly  known  as  the  "bidding  statute." 
There  are  varying  interpretations  of  this 
statute  advanced  by  attorneys  familiar  with 
this  provision.  The  important  point  is  that 
if    questions    exist,    it    is    not   possible   for    the 
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Housing  Authority  to  assume  that  it  may  use 
the   "Turnkey"   method. 

The  Housing  Authority  has  made  an  ener- 
getic attempt  to  obtain  a  formal  opinion  from 
the  Office  of  the  Attorney  General  relative  to 
the  legality  of  the  "Turnkey"  approach.  A 
number  of  avenues  for  legal  clarification  have 
been    and    continue   to   be   explored. 

The  record  is  clear  that  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority  has  been  interested  in  and  anxious 
to  apply  the  "Turnkey"  method  in  its  efforts 
to    accelerate    development   progress. 

Development   Schedules: 

At  the  present  time,  contractors  submitting 
bids  for  the  construction  of  elderly  housing 
facilities  are  required  to  complete  construction 
within  one  year.  It  can  be  assumed,  therefore, 
that  this  schedule  will  be  observed  whenever 
a  construction  bid  award  can  be  made.  For- 
merly, up  to  eighteen  (18)  months  was  per- 
mitted for   the  construction   schedule. 

The  time  required  to  design  a  development 
varies  considerably.  Every  effort  is  being 
made  to  shorten  the  design  period,  but  under 
existing  federal  regulations  a  series  of  pre- 
scribed steps  are  involved,  none  of  which  can 
be  excluded. 

Utilization   oi    Procram  Allocations: 

At  the  present  time,  1,998  of  the  2,000  units 
most  recently  allocated  to  Boston  are  com- 
mitted in  some  official  category.  Reference 
to  the  preceding  list  of  elderly  projects  in 
development  status  will  show  a  summary  de- 
scription of  the  1,076  units  that  are  exclu- 
sively in  the  elderly  category.  There  are  S22 
units  assigned  to  family  housing.  Although 
some  elderly  units  are  subject  to  reassignment 
to  new  sites,  there  has  been  an  active  effort 
to  utilize  the  total  available  program  for  the 
housing  needs  of  Boston's  low-income  persons. 
The  vast  majority  of  the  program  allocation 
has  been  directed  to  fulfilling  the  need  of  the 
elderly.  Although  it  is  acknowledged  that 
elderly  needs  are  critical,  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority  also  must  be  concerned  about  family 
needs,   especially   for   large   households. 

In  order  to  appraise  objectively  the  status 
of  the  Authority's  Development  Program,  it 
may  be  useful  to  recapitulate  the  sequence  of 
events  relative  to  the  2,000-unit  local  program 
allocation. 

One  thousand  (1,000)  units  of  the  total 
were  the  subject  of  application  to  the  federal 
agency  for  a  program  reservation  on  April 
8,  1960.  On  May  12,  1960,  the  Authority  by 
letter  requested  the  Mayor  to  submit  to  the 
Council  the  necessary  resolution  whereby  the 
Council  would  determine  the  need  for  the 
proposed  1,000  units  of  public  housing  in  the 
City  of  Boston.  The  Mayor  submitted  the 
resolution  and  asked  for  Council  approval  on 
May    23,    1960. 

Several  attempts  were  made  by  the  Au- 
thority to  expedite  action  by  the  Council  on 
the  required  resolution.  On  May  18,  1961,  the 
Committee  on  Public  Housing  asked  the  Hous- 
ing Authority  for  additional  information. 
This  letter  was  answered  by  then  Chairman 
Hassan  on  April  20,  1961.  A  public  hearing 
on  the  proposal  was  held  on  May  10,  1961. 
The  Council  adopted  the  proposed  resolution  on 
June  5,  1961,  and  it  was  approved  by  the  Mayor 
on   June   8,    1961. 

The  Authority  then  proceeded  to  prepare 
the  necessary  documents  required  to  obtain 
federal  approval.  These  documents  were 
submitted  on  June  21,  1961.  The  Housing 
Authority  was  advised  on  June  27,  1961,  that 
no  more  units  were  available  for  allocation 
to  any  locality  because  federal  commitment 
resources  had  been  exhausted.  Following  con- 
gressional action  to  authorize  additional  federal 
obligations,  the  Housing  Authority  received  the 
federal  approval  on  September  26,  1961.  This 
is  the  earliest  date  that  the  Authority  could 
take  any  formal  steps  whatsoever  to  implement 
the  first  thousand-unit  program. 

The  second  thousand-unit  part  of  the  over- 
all 2,000-unit  program  was  initiated  on  October 
21,  1963,  by  the  Authority  in  an  application  for  a 


program  reservation  to  the  federal  agency.  On 
November  1,  1963,  the  Authority  submitted  to 
the  Mayor  the  resolution  for  his  approval 
and  submittal  to  the  City  Council  to  establish 
the  evidence  of  local  need.  The  Mayor  referred 
the  resolution  with  his  recommendation  for 
adoption  to  the  Council  on   December  23,   1963. 

The  Committee  on  Public  Housing  of  the 
City  Council  held  hearings  on  this  resolution 
on  February  6  and  February  27,  1964.  The 
resolution  was  adopted  by  the  Council  on 
March  16,  1964.  On  March  20,  1964,  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority  presented  the  res- 
olution and  other  necessary  documentation  to 
the  federal  agency.  On  June  22,  1964,  the 
federal  agency  advised  the  Housing  Authority 
that  its  request  could  not  be  processed  because 
no  units   were  available  for  allocation. 

Following  Congressional  action,  the  Au- 
thority was  told  on  October  12,  1964,  that 
consideration  could  not  be  given  to  the  Boston 
request  for  a  program  reservation,  but  that 
it  would  be  necessary  to  obtain  evidence  of 
recertification  of  the  Workable  Program  for 
the  City  of  Boston.  The  Workable  Program 
had  expired   on    October   1,   1964. 

After  recertification  had  been  obtained,  the 
federal  agency  advised  the  Authority  on  Feb- 
ruary 8,  1965,  that  it  could  expect  to  receive 
initial  approval  for  500  of  the  requested  1,000 
units.  The  Authority  received  the  formal 
authorization  in  the  form  of  a  Preliminary 
Loan  Contract  on  March  9,  1965.  It  was 
not  until  December  8,  1965,  that  the  Authority 
received  the  Preliminary  Loan  Contract  for  the 
additional  500  units,  representing  the  balance 
of  the  second  1,000-unit  request.  Accordingly, 
it  was  not  until  December,  1965,  that  the 
Authority  could  proceed  to  implement  the 
final  quarter  of  the  2,000-unit  program  res- 
ervation.

10,  I  submit  herewith  draft  of  an  ordinance 
to   modify   the   provision   in    Rev.    Ord.    (1961) 


c.  3,  s.  12,  that  none  but  citizens  shall  be 
employed  in  any  capacity  so  as  to  permit 
the  Mayor  to  order  otherwise  after  the  officer 
in  charge  of  a  department  certifies  to  him 
in  writing  that  no  citizen  competent  to  per- 
form the  work  in  question  can  be  had.  Com- 
pare Rev.  Ord.  (1961),  e.  3,  ss.  30  and  31. 
To  avoid  misunderstanding,  I  must  empha- 
size that  passage  of  the  ordinance  submitted 
herewith  will  remove  only  one  of  the  obstacles 
to  relieving  personnel  shortages  by  the  employ- 
ment of  aliens;  for  such  an  ordinance  will  in 
no  way  affect  the  requirement  of  G.  L.,  c. 
264,  s.  14,  that  every  person  entering  the 
employ  of  the  city,  before  entering  upon  the 
discharge  of  his  duties,  take  and  subscribe  an 
oath  to  uphold  and  defend  the  Constitutions 
of  the  United  States  and  Massachusetts.  Only 
exchange  teachers  have  been  exempted  by  the 
Legislature  from,  this  requirement.  G.  L.,  c. 
264,   s.    14A.

Fourth   Street  Bridge.

Dear  Mr.   Mayor: 

This  is  written  to  request  that  you  submit 
to  the  City  Council  the  accompanying  order 
to  authorize  and  direct  the  Corporation  Coun- 
sel to  make  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of 
the  City  Council  appropriate  application  to 
the  State  Department  of  Public  Utilities  for 
the  maintenance  and  repair  by  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company 
of  the  bridge  carrying  West  Fourth  street 
over    its    tracks. 

You  will  recall  that  a  year  ago  last  July 
21st  a  fire  destroyed  one  of  the  spans  of  this 
bridge.  As  it  is  the  railroad's  responsibility 
under  G.  L.,  c.  159,  s.  77,  to  maintain  and 
keep  in  repair  the  superstructure  and  sub- 
flooring  of  the  destroyed  span  and  its  abut- 
ments and  other  supports,  I  forthwith  called 
upon  the  railroad  to  reconstruct  the  same. 
The  railroad's  engineers  called  to  attention 
an  aspect  of  the  matter  already  obvious  to  me, 
namely,  that  a  reconstruction  would  result 
in  a  new  span  no  stronger  nor  easier  to  keep 
in  repair  than  the  old  span  and  quite  in- 
ferior to  the  improved  type  of  construction 
used  a  decade  or  so  ago  when  another  fire 
destroyed  three  other  spans  of  the  same  bridge. 

To  use  the  improved  type  of  construction 
on  the  recently  destroyed  span  would  con- 
stitute an  alteration  under  G.  L.,  c.  159,  s.  59, 
rather  than  a  repair  under  G.  L.,  c.  159,  3.  77, 
and  mean  a  new  apportionment  of  costs.  The 
original  cost  of  the  bridge  had  been  appor- 
tioned 65  percent  to  the  railroad,  25  percent 
to  the  state,  and  10  percent  to  Boston.  After 
eight  months  of  negotiations,  local  counsel  for 
the  railroad  finally  agreed,  despite  substantial 
reduction  in  railroad  traffic,  to  present  to 
the  railroad's  trustees  that  the  railroad  bear 
half  the  cost  of  the  improved  structure. 
Negotiations  were  then  commenced  with 
the  State  Department  of  Public  Works  in 
an  endeavor  to  get  the  state  to  pay  25 
percent  as  it  did  originally,  but  since  the 
prorogation  of  the  Legislature  it  has  be- 
come clear  that,  while  the  State  Department 
of  Public  Works  would  allow  the  city  to 
use  for  such  alteration  so-called  Chapter  90 
money  available  to  the  city  anyway,  the 
state  has  no  other  moneys  available.  Before 
a  recent  conference  which  I  called  to  final- 
ize the  matter  on  this  basis,  local  counsel 
for  the  railroad  discussed  with  court-appoint- 
ed counsel  for  the  New  Haven's  trustees 
payment  of  half  the  cost  and  was  instructed 
to  oppose  any  petition  for  such  payment. 
Since  it  is  now  plain  that  there  can  be  no 
agreement  as  to  a  just  apportionment  of  the 
cost  of  the  alteration,  I  see  no  alternative 
but  to  ask  the  railroad  to  reconstruct  the 
original  type  span,  however  reluctant  I  may 
be  to  see  such  construction  in  the  present 
day.  Hence,  I  make  the  request  above  set 
forth.

The  Committee  on  Probation  at  its  meeting 
November  1,  1966,  having  considered  action 
taken  by  the  Legislature  to  raise  rates  of 
compensation  for  state  employees  by  6  per- 
cent, rescinded  the  $300  across  the  board 
increase  voted  by  the  committee  on  May  1<!, 
1966  which  was  communicated  to  you  by 
my  letter  of  May  20,  1966,  voted  pursuant 
to  General  Laws,  chapter  276,  sections  83 
and  99A,  instead  to  establish  the  schedule 
of  probation  officer  compensation  for  all  pro- 
bation officers  as  shown  on  the  sheet  attached, 
and  directed  that  the  commissioner  consult 
with  respect  thereto,  the  judicial  bodies  and 
the  county  commissioners  as  required  by  the 
statute. 


The  committee's  new  schedule  is  projected 
to  take  effect  January  1,  1967.  It  involves 
a  6  percent  increase  over  the  schedule  cur- 
rently in  effect,  in  all  steps  minimum  to  maxi- 
mum inclusive,  without  interference  with 
each  probation  officer's  current  annual  in- 
crement accrual  date;  in  addition,  longevity 
increments  are  provided,  each  in  the  amount 
of  three  hundred  dollars,  to  accrue  at  the 
fifth,  tenth,  and  fifteenth  anniversaries  of 
a  probation  officer's  arrival,  according  to 
the  committee's  scheduling,  at  the  maximum 
salary  (eleventh  step)  for  that  position  which 
he  holds.  The  longevity  increments  apply 
pro  rata  with  respect  to  officers  scheduled 
as  part-time  probation  officers  and  do  not 
obtain  with  respect  to  probation  officers 
who  have  reached  the  age  of  compulsory 
retirement. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  general  increase 
very  nearly  approximates  the  cost  of  living 
increase  reported  by  the  Bureau  of  Labor 
Statistics  for  the  period  since  the  last  pro- 
bation salary  adjustment.  The  longevity  in- 
crements recognize  that  probation  officers 
customarily  devote  a  life  time  to  the  proba- 
tion service,  that  opportunities  for  promo- 
tion are  limited,  and  that  there  should  be 
compensation  for  long  years  of  professional 
public   service  in   the   same  position. 

Implementation  of  the  new  schedule  on 
January  1,  1967,  involves  first  paying  each 
probation  officer  the  new  rate  of  salary  for 
the  same  numbered  step  to  which  he  is 
allocated  by  the  committee's  schedule  in  effect 
therefore;  and  secondly,  paying  those  pro- 
bation officers  who  on  January  1,  1967,  will 
have  been  scheduled  by  the  committee  for 
five  years  at  the  maximum  position  held,  an 
additional  increase  in  salary  of  three  hundred 
dollars  per  annum,  the  first  longevity  incre- 
ment.

RESURVEY    OF    ROUTE    OF    SOUTHWEST 
EXPRESSWAY

Gentlemen: 

Reference  is  made  to  the  Boston  City 
Council  resolve  adopted  October  10,  1966, 
noting  the  action  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  in  agreeing  to  restudy  the 
alignment  of  the  proposed  belt  route  through 
Cambridge  and  requesting  similar  action  to 
resurvey  de  novo  for  the  Southwest  Express- 
way in  an  attempt  to  further  reduce  the 
number  of  families  to  be  displaced  by  the 
proposed     construction. 

Commissioner  Ribbs  has  informed  me  that, 
unlike  the  City  of  Cambridge,  which  has 
approved  no  design  to  date,  amicable  dis- 
cussions have  been  held  at  all  levels  with 
City  of  Boston  representatives  and  all  agencies 
are  in  accord  on  all  major  issues  relating 
to  the  location  and  design  of  the  Southwest 
Expressway. 

Commissioner  Ribbs  has  noted  the  follow- 
ing action  which  has  transpired  in  the  last 
three    years : 
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Chapter  822  of  the  Acts  of  1963  created 
the  Board  of  Project  Review.  This  three- 
man  Board,  which  included  Boston  Public 
Works  Commissioner  James  Haley,  reviewed 
the  department's  plans  and,  after  holding 
a  public  hearing:  as  required  by  the  statute, 
approved  that  portion  of  the  expressway  from 
the  Belt  Route  to  Roxbury  street.  The 
Review  Board  also  recommended  the  creation 
of  a  Southwest  Corridor  Policy  Committee 
consisting  of  representatives  of  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Works,  the  Boston 
Public  Works  Department,  the  Boston  Re- 
development Authority,  the  Massachusetts 
Bay  Transportation  Authority,  and  the  Area 
Planning  Council  to  review  and  coordinate 
the  interests  of  all  agencies  affected  by  the 
proposed    project. 

The  concept  of  a  transportation  corridor 
providing  for  the  proposed  highway,  the 
MBTA,  and  possibly  the  Boston  &  Providence 
Railroad  was  developed  by  this  department 
and    presented    for    review    to    the   committee. 

This  plan  was  unanimously  approved  by  all 
agencies  represented,  with  Mr.  Edward  Logue, 
BRA,  and  Mr.  John  Flaherty,  Commissioner 
of  Public  Works,  City  of  Boston  approving 
and  signing  the  report  as  representatives 
of  the  City  of  Boston.  Be  assured  that  all 
agencies  represented  shared  your  concern 
for  the  number  of  families  which  would  be 
displaced   by    the   proposed   construction. 

I  am  sure  you  will  be  interested  to  know 
that,  whereas  the  original  1962  plan  would 
have  required  the  dispossession  of  over  2,100 
families,  the  final  plan,  as  recommended 
by  the  department  and  approved  by  the 
Southwest  Corridor  Policy  Committee,  re- 
duced   this    number    to    less    than    half. 

The  department  has  continued  to  work 
with  representatives  of  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  and  the  City  of  Boston 
Public  Works  Department.  Only  last  week 
a  representative  of  the  city,  the  department, 
and  the  Bureau  of  Public  Roads  met  and 
resolved  many  problems  affecting  the  local 
street  pattern — such  as  location  and  widths 
of  cross  streets,  pedestrian  facilities,  over- 
passes and  underpasses,  and  numerous  other 
design   details. 

As  a  result  of  the  city's  approval  we 
have  recently  completed  a  new  survey  of 
the  entire  route  and  now  have  only  to  con- 
firm commitments  with  the  MBTA  before 
embarking    on    final    design. 

The  department,  in  cooperation  with  pro- 
fessional representatives  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
has  reviewed  many  alternate  alignments  for 
this  proposed  expressway.  All  have  agreed 
in  the  necessity  for  the  highway  and  in  the 
conclusion  that  no  alignment  can  be  found 
which  would  further  reduce  property  dam- 
ages. 

However,  during  the  process  of  completing 
the  final  design,  you  may  be  assured  that 
flexibility  will  be  maintained  to  accommodate 
beneficial  changes  relevant  to  property  taking 
and  relocation  of  families.

CONSTRUCTION  OF  POLICE  STATION  IN 
WARD    20,    WEST   ROXBURY 

The    following    was    received: 

City   of   Boston, 
Law    Department,    November    8,    1966. 
To     the     Honorable     the     City     Council. 
Gentlemen : 

This  is  written  to  inform  you,  and  at  the 
same  time  make  a  matter  of  public  record, 
that  I  have  this  day  written  the  Director  of 
Administrative    Services    as   follows: 

"This  is  in  answer  to  yours  of  November 
2,  1966,  concerning  the  following  order,  which 
was  passed  by  the  City  Council  on  September 
26,  1966,  returned  by  the  Mayor  on  October 
11,  1966,  with  his  objections  thereto  in  writ- 
ing, and  notwithstanding  the  disapproval  of 
the  Mayor,  again  passed  by  the  City  Council 
on  October  31,  1966,  by  nine  yeas  and  no 
nays: 

"Ordered,  Whereas,  Chapter  660  of  the 
Acts  of  1966  provides  as  follows:  Section  1. 
The  City  of  Boston  is  hereby  directed  to  con- 
struct, furnish  and  equip  a  building  to  be 
used  as  a  police  station  in  ward  twenty  in 
said  city.  Said  police  station  shall  serve 
such  area  of  said  city  as  may  be  designated 
by  the  police  commissioner  of  the  city  of 
Boston.  Section  2.  This  act  shall  take 
effect  upon  its  acceptance  by  the  city  of 
Boston." 

"Therefore  be  it  ordered  that  Chapter  660 
of  the  Acts  of  1966  be,  and  hereby  is, 
accepted." 

"St.  1948,  c.  452,  s.  17D,  as  appearing  in 
St.  1951,  c.  376,  s.  1,  gives  the  City  Council 
power  to  override  Mayor's  vetoes  except  the 
veto  of  an  order,  ordinance,  resolution  or 
vote  'authorizing  a  loan  or  appropriating 
money  or  accepting  a  statute  involving  the 
expenditure  of  money.'  Chapter  660  of  the 
Acts  of  1966  is  clearly  a  statute  involving 
the  expenditure  of  money;  for  its  acceptance 
would  make  it  mandatory  for  the  City  to 
construct  a  police  station  in  Ward  20.  In 
my  opinion,  therefore,  the  City  Council  had 
no  power  to  override  the  Mayor's  veto  of 
the  above-quoted  order  accepting  St.  1966, 
c.  660,  and  that  order  is  a  nulity."

MINORITY      REPORT      OF      COUNCILLOR 
PIEMONTE 

Coun.  PIEMONTE  submitted  the  following 
Minority   Report: 

Article  4  of  the  resolution  approving  the 
application  for  a  code  enforcement  grant 
reads  as  follows: 

4.     That   there   exists   in   the  locality   an 
adequate  amount  of  decent,  safe,  and  san- 
itary   housing    which    is    available    to    any 
persons   displaced   as   a   result   of   the   code 
enforcement    and    related    public    improve- 
ments programs  at  prices   which  are  with- 
in their  financial  means  and  which  are  not 
generally  less  desirable  in  regard  to  public 
utilities    and    public    and    commercial   facil- 
ities   than    the    dwellings    of    the    displaced 
individuals  and  families,  and  it  is  the  sense 
of  this   Body  that  such  displacees.,  if  any, 
will  be  relocated  in  accordance  with  appli- 
cable   regulations    of    the    Department    of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development. 
The  November   13,   1966,   issue  of  the  Boston 
"Globe"       on       page       B-45       carried       under 
the   by-line   of   its    real   estate   columnist,    Paul 
Kneeland,  an  article  entitled  "Lack  of  Housing 
May  Threaten   New   England."   On   August  14, 
1963,   the   Boston    "Globe"    carried   a   full    page 
account,  page  A-3,  written   by  Anthony  Yudis, 
under  the  heading  "Housing  for  the  Poor — 259, 
000  in   Bay  State  Live  in   Substandard   Homes; 
the    6th     paragraph    reading     as     follows:     Of 
the   259,000,    a   total    of   113,000    are   in   metro- 
politan  Boston,   half  in   Boston  itself. 

The  figures  come  from  a  study  made  by  a 
special  commission  on  low-income  housing. 

The  other  Boston  media  have  from  time  to 
time  published  accounts  under  the  by-lines 
of  their  real  estate  columnist  calling  attention 
to  the  lack  of  low-income  or  medium-income 
housing  available  and  also  the  lack  of  housing 
available    for    large    family    units. 

Evidence  has  not  been  submitted  at  any 
hearing  on  which  there  can  be  found  a  com- 
pliance with  requisite  4  of  the  resolution 
required   by   the   federal    government. 

I,  therefore,  on  purely  legal  grounds  and  in 
keeping  with  my  oath  of  office,  am  obliged  to 
vote  against  the  present  resolve. 

On  the  broader  side  I  would  like  to  make 
the    following    observations : 

A  minimum  standard  of  fitness  for  human 
habitation  or  code  enforcement  uniformly 
applied  in  every  section  of  the  city  preceded 
by  a  detailed  and  down-to-earth  educational 
campaign  and  allowing  a  reasonable  time  for 
compliance  is  long  overdue. 

If  we  really  believe  in  the  concept  of  the 
individual's  dignity  and  self-respect,  then 
having  established  a  minimum  standard  of 
fitness    for    dwelling    units    there    is    but    one 


course  open  and  that  is  to  pursue  it  uniformly 
throughout  the  city  so  that  all  may  have  the 
privilege  of  its  program  regardless  of  geo- 
graphical   location    or    ethnic    background. 

Since  1955  when  it  became  necessary  for  the 
city  to  pass  a  minimum  standard  for  dwelling 
units  in  order  to  qualify  for  Mi-ban  renewal, 
the  City  Council  has  periodically  passed  orders 
calling  on  the  administration  to  pursue  an 
education  program  of  the  minimum  standard 
and  to  set  a  reasonable  time  for  compliance. 

This  for  some  unexplained  reason  has  not 
been    followed. 

Some  observers  have  even  felt  that  no  real 
attempt  to  pursue  it  is  intentional  in  order  to 
offer  some  justification  for  continued  dipping 
into    the    federal    till. 

In  any  event,  it  is  my  opinion  that  an 
essential  safeguard  at  this  time  would  be  to 
have  the  Council  have  an  active  voice  in  the 
proposed  program  of  Code  Enforcement  under 
this  federal  grant  due  to  the  provisions  that 
it  calls  for  emphasis  in  particular  areas  of 
the    city.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  PERAMBU- 
LATION OF  THE  BOUNDARY  LINES 

Coun.  CRAVEN  and  HYNES,  for  the  Com- 
mittee on  Perambulation  of  the  Boundary 
Lines,  between  Boston  and  the  cities  of 
Revere,  Everett,  Somerville,  and  Newton,  and 
the  towns  of  Brookline,  Dedham,  Milton,  and 
Winthrop,    submitted    the    following: 

In  City  Council,  December  12,  1966. 
The  special  committee  appointed  to  examine 
the  lines  and  bound  marks  between  the  City 
of  Boston  and  the  cities  of  Revere,  Everett, 
Somerville,  and  Newton,  and  the  towns  of 
Brookline,  Dedham,  Milton,  and  Winthrop, 
respectively,  report  that  they  have  attended 
to  the  duty  with  which  they  were  charged, 
have  met  with  the  committees  designated  by 
the  Said  cities  and  towns,  and  have  jointly 
examined  and  verified  the  several  boundaries 
and  bound  marks  in  the  existing  boundary 
lines. 

The  committee  found  the  existing  bounda- 
ry markers  and  points  to  be  essentially  in 
the  same  condition  as  reported  by  the  last 
previous     perambulation     committee. 

The  boundary  lines  between  Boston-Somer- 
ville,  Boston-Newton,  Boston-Brookline,  Bos- 
ton-Dedham,  and  Boston-Milton  are  for  the 
most  part  satisfactorily  marked;  although 
some  of  the  markers  are  not  in  evidence  by 
virtue  of  being  buried  under  existing  pave- 
ment or  ground  surfaces,  and  a  few  others 
are     missing     or     inadequately     marked. 

The  boundaries  between  Boston-Revere  and 
Boston-Winthrop  are  insufficiently  marked  in 
those  lareas  where  the  Belle  Isle  Inlet  and 
Shirley    Gut    waterways     have    been    filled    in. 

The  boundary  line  between  Boston  and 
Everett  is  not  clearly  marked  because  many 
of  the  markers  are  buried.  It  is  the  in- 
tention of  the  Engineering  Division  of  the 
Public  Works  Department  with  the  approv- 
al of  the  commissioner  to  correct  this  con- 
dition in  the  near  future  by  the  installation 
of  permanent  visible  markers. 

Inasmuch  as  the  committee  members  and 
engineers     of    the    communities    involved    and 
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referred  to  herein,  are  in  general  agreement 
as  to  where  the  marking  of  the  respective 
boundary  lines  can  be  improved  by  more  ade- 
quately marking  existing  markers;  restoring 
missing  markers;  raising  markers  that  are 
buried;  and  setting  additional  markers  at 
certain  significant  points,  it  is  the  recom- 
mendation of  this  committee  that  the  Com- 
missioner of  Public  Works  be  requested  to 
order  the  Engineering  Division  of  the  Public 
Works  Department  to  prepare  and  plan  for 
specific  improvements  as  may  be  indicated 
through  consultation  and  agreement  with  the 
engineers  of  the  respective  cities  and  towns 
of  Revere,  Everett,  Somerville,  Newton, 
Brookline,   Dedham,   Milton,   and  Winthrop.

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MINORITY  REPORT  OF  COUNCILLOR 
PIEMONTE  RE  APPOINTMENT  OF 
HOUSING    INSPECTORS 

Coun.    PIEMONTE: 

T    offer    a    minority    report. 

As  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Public 
Services  I  initiated  the  action  to  refer  the 
notice  of  appointments  as  housing  and  en- 
vironmental sanitation  inspector  to  the  Pub- 
lic Service  Committee  as  each  notice  was 
read  into  the  Council  meeting.  I  realize 
that  there  is  nothing  we  can  do  as  members 
of  the  Council  or  as  a  body  towards  accept- 
ing   or    rejecting    the   individual   appointments. 

It  was  and  is  my  hope,  however,  that  by 
doing  this  we  might  excite  enough  interest 
in  the  appointing  authority  which  might 
result  in  a  review  of  the  qualifications  for 
this  position  and  the  method  of  appoint- 
ments. This  concern  has  been  affirmed  by 
the  recent  Massachusetts  Supreme  Court  de- 
cision in  the  Maiden  case  in  which  the 
Supreme  Court  defined  the  authority  of  an 
inspector  to  enter  a  dwelling  for  the  purpose 
of  making  an  inspection.  In  substance  the 
Supreme  Court  has  placed  in  the  person  of 
the  housing  and  sanitation  inspector  more 
power  than  the  police  have  in  the  matter 
of     entering     homes. 

Hearings  were  held  by  the  committee  at 
which  the  individuals  appointed  as  provisional 
housing  and  sanitation  inspectors  were  in- 
vited to  appear.  Each  was  asked  basic 
questions.  It  is  obvious  that  much  needs  to 
be  done  in  the  matter  of  review  of  qualifica- 
tions and  method  of  appointment.  More  than 
half  of  the  inspectors  serving  the  past  two 
years  were  provisional  or  temporary  ap- 
pointees. A  Civil  Service  exam  was  held  in 
September.  Of  the  65  who  took  the  exam 
only  11  passed.  Only  9  of  the  44  temporary 
or  provisional  employees  passed  the  Civil 
Service    exam    for    that    position. 

As  long  as  I  am  a  member  of  the  City 
Council,  I  will  continue  to  request  that  these 
notices  of  appointment  of  temporary  and 
provisional  housing  and  sanitation  inspectors 
be  referred  to  an  appropriate  committee  in 
the  hope  that  some  time  during  this  period 
the  appointing  authority  will  divest  himself 
of  "acting  under  allegiance  to  the  administra- 
tion" and  act  as  if  it  were  the  last  act  he 
was  called  upon  to  perform  on  this  earth.

MINORITY  REPORT  OF  COUNCILLOR 
FOLEY  RE  NEIGHBORHOOD  FACILI- 
TIES   GRANTS 

The  letter  from  the  Development  Adminis- 
trator dated  October  28,  1966,  is  a  character- 
istic and  typical  example  of  Logue  clap- 
trap and  double  talk.  From  the  very  begin- 
ning it  was  plain  that  the  purpose  of  the 
Neighborhood  Facilities  Act  was  to  provide 
multi-service  centers  to  support  the  War  on 
Poverty. 

He,  of  course,  tried  to  divert  this  pro- 
gram intended  by  the  Congress  and  the 
federal  administrators  to  aid  the  poor,  to 
the  support  of  his  bloated  and  grandiose 
urban    renewal    program. 

The  letter  would  indicate  that  it  has  only 
recently  become  the  policy  of  the  federal 
administrators  to  direct  the  funds  available 
under  the  Neighborhood  Facilities  Act  to 
social  purposes.  This  is  a  lie.  The  local 
public  agency  letter,  which  was  read  ex- 
tensively at  the  hearings  upon  this  matter, 
indicated  plainly  that  it  was  always  their 
intent    to   so    direct   the   funds    available. 

At  the  time  of  the  hearing  in  the  Council, 
the  Park  Commissioner  and  his  staff  were 
present.  It  was  obvious  that  they  knew 
nothing  of  the  subject,  and  it  is  further 
obvious  that  they  knew  nothing  of  the  sub- 
ject because  of  Logue's  deliberate  policy  to 
keep  all  but  himself  and  a  handful  around 
him  in  the  dark.  The  Washington  Park 
Project  about  which  we  hear  so  much  was 
an  elaborate  and  expensive  effort  which  re- 
sulted in  massive  displacement  of  poor  people 
and  the  creation  of  a  middle-class  enclave  in 
Roxbury  which  thereafter  voted  2  to  1  to 
keep  poor  people  out  who  needed  public 
housing. 

To  add  to  this  silly  arrangement,  a  gymna- 
sium to  be  built  with  funds  intended  to 
service  the  people  Logue  had  chased  away 
would,  indeed,  be  to  compound  the  felony. 
This  is  a  three  quarter  of  a  million  dol- 
lar blunder  on  Logue's  part.  It  is  that  and 
nothing  more,  and  I  challenge  the  editorial 
writer  of  any  Boston  newspaper  to  say 
otherwise.  If  any  member  of  this  Body 
made  an  error  a  tenth  the  magnitude  of 
this  one,  he  would  not  only  be  defeated  for 
reelection,  he  would  be  tarred  and  feathered 
and  run  out  of  Boston  on  a  rail.  Unhappily, 
this  is  only  one  more  episode  in  the  long- 
continued  Collins  and  Logue  policy  of  rob- 
bing   the    poor    to    support    urban    renewal.

MINORITY  REPORT  OP  COUNCILLOR 
WILLIAM  J.  FOLEY,  JR.,  RE  RESO- 
LUTION APPROVING  FILING  OF 
PLAN  AND  APPLICATION  APPROV- 
ING EARLY  LAND  ACQUISITION  AND 
DISPOSITION  OF  CAMPUS  HIGH 
SCHOOL  URBAN  RENEWAL  PROJECT 

The  proposal  to  locate  the  so-called  campus- 
type  high  school  in  the  Madison  Park  area  is 
both  economically  disastrous  and  educationally 
disastrous  and  indefensible  on  either  score. 
Economics 
On  the  third  day  of  the  stenographic  record 
of  the  Madison  Park  campus  high  school 
hearings,    page    495, 

"Councillor  HINES.  Excuse  me,  I  only 
have  ten  minutes  and  I_  do  wish  your 
answers   would  be  more  brief. 

"Criticism  is  coming  that  a  large  part 
of  it  is  not  going  to  industrial  use.  Are 
you   of   that   opinion   yourself? 

"Mr.  LOGUE.  I  am  of  the  opinion,  un- 
fortunately, and  regretfully  with  present 
practices  the  City  of  Boston  will  not  have 
adequate  land  for  industrial  growth  without 
far  more  family  displacement  than  we  would 
ever  want  to  recommend,  and  very  quickly, 
this  is  one  story  maximum  flexible  con- 
struction, minimum  site  use  with  columns, 
60  percent  expansion  room  if  the  firm  pros- 
pers, and  maximum  flexibility.  We  don't 
have  that  kind  of  land." 

It  has  been  my  position  for  some  four  years 
that  the  problem  of  economically  rehabilitating 
the  City  of  Boston  is  one  which  Edward  J. 
Logue  cannot  solve  within  the  time  limit  he 
has  allotted  himself,  to  achieve  national  glory. 
He,  therefore,  excuses  himself  from  the  battle. 
I  should  invite  to  the  attention  of  the  Body 
the  fact  that  a  man  who  could  say  on  No- 
vember 23,  1966,  that  we  don't  have  "that 
kind  of  land"  has  obviously  short-changed  the 
City  of  Boston  for  a  long  time. 

1.  This  is  the  man  who,  in  Charlestown, 
recommended  the  wiping  out  of  two  lumber 
yards  standing  upon  55  acres  of  land,  one  of 
which  was  the  only  importer  of  mahogany  on 
the  eastern  coast  of  the  United  States,  for  the 
purposes  of  providing  a  location  for  apartment 
house  construction  which,  on  the  BRA's  own 
figures,  would  be  well  above  that  which  the 
500  displaced  families  could  pay  for  housing. 
The  site  was  on  the  periphery  of  the  Charles- 
town  area,  an  eminently  industrial  site;  never- 
theless, the  going  businesses  were  destroyed, 
jobs  eliminated  for  the  purpose  of  construc- 
ing  apartments  which  the  Charlestown  people 
affected   cannot   afford. 

2.  This  is  the  Edward  J.  Logue  who  recom- 
mended the  conversion  of  the  so-called  "State 
Prison  Site"  to  a  college  campus.  The  lan- 
guage, "State  Prison  Site,"  is  deliberately  de- 
ceptive to  disguise  the  fact  that  the  campus 
would  be  composed  of  50  acres,  only  8  of 
which  would  come  from  the  old  State  Prison 
Site.  The  remaining  42  acres,  commercial  and 
industrial  land,  much  of  which  is  already  de- 
veloped, which  would  stand  near  or  upon  the 
extension  of  Route  93  to  Boston,  an  extensive 
railroad  yard,  and  if  that  were  not  enough  to 


make  it  a  promising  industrial  and  commercial 
site,  there  also  will  run  past  the  area  rapid 
high  speed  mass  transportation.  This  site, 
nevertheless,  is  to  be  converted  to  a  college 
campus.  The  college  will  be  faced  with  the 
choice  of  constructing  approximately  $8,000,000 
worth  of  garages  or  the  allocation  of  35  acres 
to    student    parking    out   of    50. 

3.  This  is  the  Edward  J.  Logue  who  recom- 
mended the  conversion  of  104  acres  upon  the 
waterfront  serviced  by  both  rail,  and  by  the 
central  arterial  highway  constructed  at  the 
cost  of  great  pain  and  anguish  to  the  people 
of  the  City  of  Boston  to  luxury  apartment 
housing.  Into  this  area,  when  and  if  de- 
velopment is  completed,  will  move  6,000  people 
who  must  be  serviced.  The  city  will  extract 
from  these  104  acres  about  $1,500,000  more 
than  was  extracted  before.  Simple  long  di- 
vision will  indicate  that  it  costs  the  city 
over  a  million  dollars  to  service  6,000  people. 
The  year  this  foolish  recommendation  was 
made,    the    city    budget    jumped    $20,000,000. 

4.  This  is  the  Edward  J.  Logue  who  tak- 
ing a  28-acre  site  in  the  South  End  on  the 
Turnpike,  two  blocks  from  the  Expressway, 
decreed  that  15  acres  of  the  site  should  go 
for  FHA  financed  housing;  that  5  acres  of  the 
site  should  be  developed  to  housing  for  the 
elderly,  overlooking  the  Turnpike  extension; 
that  a  substantial  expansion  of  the  parking 
lot  of  the  Holy  Trinity  Church  should  be  ac- 
complished because,  of  course,  the  parishioners 
of  the  Holy  Trinity  Church  now  live  in  Bel- 
mont, Weston,  Arlington,  and  other  suburban 
communities  and  must  have  a  place  to  park 
their  cars.  All  this  despite  the  fact  that  the 
developer  who  wanted  to  develop  the  28  acres 
had  demonstrated  his  ability  to  develop  the 
24-acre  New  York  Streets  site,  and  that  the 
development  of  the  entire  area  would  have 
been  much  easier  than  the  New  York  Streets 
development  because  of  factors  intervening 
in  time.  Nevertheless,  this  was  the  decision 
for    Castle    square. 

Now  we  are  asked  to  take  a  point  in  the 
city  where  the  Southwest  Expressway  and  the 
Inner  Belt  cross  and  to  convert  it  into  a 
high    school    campus. 

In  the  course  of  the  hearings,  I  pressed  Mr. 
Logue  to  tell  us  why  this  should  be  the  site. 
He  said  that  it  would  be  a  good  thing  for 
suburbanites  coming  to  work  in  Boston  to 
see  a  large  campus  high  school  as  they  go  by. 
Men   have  been   committed  for   less   than   that. 

The  point  in  Boston  where  the  Southeast 
Expressway  and  the  Inner  Belt  cross  is  po- 
tentially a  most  valuable  site  because  the 
Southwest  Expressway  is  the  road  to  New 
York  or  will  be  the  road  to  New  York,  and 
New  York  and  Philadelphia  are  where  people 
live  in  the  United  States.  Route  95  north 
and  Route  93  north  are  fine  roads  but  in  each 
case  they  run  to  a  state,  the  population  of 
which  is  not  as  great  as  that  of  the  City  of 
Boston.  Route  95  south  will  be  a  main  artery 
of  commerce  and  the  area  in  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  it  should  not  be  squandered  in  this 
fashion.  We  have  to  earn  a  living  in  Boston 
and  we  will  have  to  earn  a  living  after  Logue 
goes,  or  after  he  is  driven  out,  the  latter  now 
seeming   to   be  more  likely. 

This  is  an  ideal  commercial-industrial  loca- 
oation.  It  is  almost  criminal  to  squander  it 
in  this  way  after  the  errors  of  the  past,  in- 
cluding, of  course,  the  brutal  blunder  com- 
mitted by  the  BRA  driving  the  produce  men  to 
Chelsea  and  Everett,  but  perhaps  in  spite  of 
the  fact  that  the  economics  of  the  question 
seem  so  clear-cut,  we  should  sacrifice  economics 
for  education,  which  leads  me  to  the  second 
major  point. 

Education 

The  proposal  is  educationally  disastrous  as 
well. 

Before  I  state  my  reasons  why  I  so  believe, 
I  want  to  state  that  it  is  wrong  that  this 
Body  should  have  to  make  decisions  in  the 
field  of  education.  The  fact  that  such  a  duty 
devolves  upon  it  is  not  the  fault  of  the  elected 
School  Committee  of  the  City  of  Boston.  It 
is,  to  a  considerable  extent,  the  fault  of  the 
liberal    establishment    here    in    the    Common- 
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wealth  which  has  now  become  the  largest  and 
most  vocal  of  our  many  mutual  admiration 
societies. 

The  United  States  Office  of  Education  has 
recently  prepared  a  study  on  the  subject  of 
equality  of  education  in  the  United  States,  and 
some  excerpts  from  that  study  are  pertinent 
at  this  point.  This  is  one  by  James  Coleman, 
sociologist  at  John  Hopkins  University,  in 
collaboration  with  Ernest  Q.  Campbell  of  Van- 
derbilt  University,  and  Carl  J.  Hobson,  James 
McPartland,  Alexander  M.  Mood,  Frederic  D. 
Weinfeld,  and  Robert  L.  York,  all  of  the 
United   States    Office   of    Education. 

HOW  IMPORTANT  IS  INTEGRATION? 

From  a  recent  report  by  the  U.S.  Office  of 
Education  prepared  by  Mr.  Coleman,  a  sociolo- 
gist at  John  Hopkins  University,  in  collabora- 
tion with  Ernest  Q.  Campbell  of  Vanderbilt 
University  and  Carl  J.  Hobson,  James  Mc- 
Partland, Alexander  M.  Mood,  Frederic  D. 
Weinfeld  and  Robert  L.  York,  all  of  the  U.S. 
Office  of  Education: 
James  Coleman, 
et  al 

"What  factors  in  the  school  seem  to  be 
most    important    in    affecting    achievement?  .  .  . 

"Variations  in  the  facilities  and  curriculums 
of  the  schools  account  for  relatively  little  varia- 
tion in  pupil  achievement  insofar  as  this  is 
measured  by  standard  tests.  But  it  is  for 
majority  whites  that  the  variations  make  the 
least  difference;  for  minorities,  they  make  some- 
what more  difference.  Among  the  facilities 
that  show  some  relationship  to  achievement 
are  several  for  which  minority  pupils'  schools 
are  less  well  equipped  relative  to  whites.  For 
example,  the  existence  of  science  laboratories 
showed  a  small  but  consistent  relationship  to 
achievement,  and  .  .  .  minorities,  especially 
Negroes,  are  in  schools  with  fewer  of  these 
laboratories. 

"The  quality  of  teachers  shows  a  stronger 
relationship  to  pupil  achievement.  Further- 
more, it  is  progressively  greater  at  higher 
grades,  indicating  a  cumulative  impact  of  the 
qualities  of  teachers  in  a  school  on  the  pupil's 
achievements.  Again,  teacher  quality  seems 
more  important  to  minority  achievement  than 
to  that  of  the  majority.  .  .  . 

"Finally,  it  appears  that  a  pupil's  achieve- 
ment is  strongly  related  to  the  educational 
backgrounds  and  aspirations  of  the  other  stu- 
dents in  the  school.  Only  crude  measures  of 
these  variables  were  used  (principally  the  pro- 
portion of  pupils  with  encyclopedias  in  the 
home  and  the  proportion  planning  to  go  to 
college).  Analysis  indicates,  however,  that 
children  from  a  given  family  background,  when 
put  in  schools  of  different  social  composition, 
will  achieve  at  quite  different  levels.  This 
effect  is  again  less  for  white  pupils  than  for 
any  minority  group  other  than  Orientals.  Thus, 
if  a  white  pupil  from  a  home  that  is  strongly 
and  effectively  supportive  of  education  is  put 
in  a  school  where  most  pupils  do  not  come 
from  such  homes,  his  achievement  will  be  little 
different  than  if  he  were  in  a  school  composed 
of  others  like  himself.  But  if  a  minority 
pupil  from  a  home  without  much  educational 
strength  is  put  with  schoolmates  with  strong 
educational  backgrounds,  his  achievement  is 
likely  to  increase. 

"This  general  result  .  .  .  has  important  im- 
plications for  equality  of  educational  opportu- 
nity. For  .  .  .  the  principal  way  in  which 
the  school  environments  of  Negroes  and  whites 
differ  is  in  the  composition  of  their  student 
bodies,  and  it  turns  out  that  the  composition 
of  the  student  bodies  has  a  strong  relationship 
to  the  achievement  of  Negro  and  other  minority 
pupils."    (Equality  of  Educational  Opportunity) 

Mr.  President,  there  is  a  further  article 
here  upon  the  subject  of  some  length  which 
I  should  like  to  include.  This  is  by  a  very 
well-known  educational  writer,  one  Christopher 
Jencks  who  is  a  Fellow  at  the  Institute  for 
Policy  Studies  in  Washington  and  he  reviews 
equality  of  educational  opportunity  for  The 
New   Republic : 


WHAT  DETERMINES 
STUDENT  PERFORMANCE? 

Mr.    Jencks,    a    Fellow    at    the    Institute   for 
Policy  Studies   in    Washington,    D.    C,   reviews 
Equality   of   Educational    Opportunity   for   The 
New  Republic: 
Christopher  Jencks 

"Equality  of  Educational  Opportunity  is  not 
light  reading.  Prepared  as  a  U.S.  Office  of 
Education  report  to  Congress,  it  is  written  in 
the  workmanlike  prose  of  an  Agriculture  De- 
partment bulletin  on  fertilizer.  Well  over  half 
its  737  pages  are  filled  with  tables,  charts  and 
questionnaires,  most  of  which  will  be  virtually 
incomprehensible  to  those  who  are  not  trained 
in   statistics.  .  .  . 

"Despite  its  defects  as  literature,  the  report 
is  the  most  important  piece  of  educational  re- 
search in  recent  years.  To  begin  with,  its 
scale  is  unprecedented.  The  study  surveyed 
more  than  half  a  million  students  and  60,000 
teacher's  in  4,000  schools,  at  a  cost  of  $1.5 
million.  The  survey  was  nominally  intended 
to  document  the  extent  and  effects  of  racial 
segregation,  North  and  South,  but  it  actually 
did  far  more.  It  does  not,  after  all,  take  $1.5 
million  to  show  that  Americans  of  different 
colors  usually  attend  different  schools,  and 
that  those  with  darker  skins  usually  have 
worse  facilities,  worse  teachers,  less  varied 
programs   and  less   stimulating   classmates. 

"The  revolutionary  thing  about  James  Cole- 
man's study  is  that  it  went  beyond  this  well- 
known  if  depressing  fact  to  ask  what  effect 
different  school  charateristics  had  on  what  in- 
dividual students,  white  and  black,  actually 
learned.  Shocking  as  it  may  seem,  this  ques- 
tion had  never  before  been  examined  in  a 
systematic  way.  .  .  . 

"While  the  authors  themselves  make  no 
policy  recommendations,  their  diagnosis  of  what 
makes  students  learn  is  at  odds  with  almost 
everything  legislators,  school  board  members, 
and  school  administrators  have  believed  in  re- 
cent decades.  Not  only  that,  but  it  is  at  odds 
with  what  most  contemporary  curriculum  re- 
formers believe.  If  the  report's  analysis  is 
correct,  then  most  of  the  money  now  being 
spent  to  improve  the  public  schools  is  going 
down  the  drain. 
New  buildings? 

"The  report  begins  by  describing  some  of  the 
differences  between  schools  attended  by  Negroes 
and  whites.  Schools  attended  by  Negroes 
generally  have  inferior  facilities  and  programs, 
but  the  differences  are  not  very  large.  Indeed, 
Negroes  are  in  some  respects  better  off  than 
the  average  white.  In  the  South,  for  ex- 
ample, the  average  Negro  attends  school  in  a 
newer  building  than  the  average  white,  re- 
flecting the  fact  that  most  Southern  school 
boards  built  'modern'  facilities  for  whites  be- 
fore World  War  II,  while  they  did  not  build 
them  for  Negroes  until  more  recently.  In  the 
urban  North,  on  the  other  hand,  Negro  school 
buildings  are  older  than  white  ones." 

Other  factors  such  as  libraries,  textbooks, 
class  size,  etc.,  also  vary  between  Negro  and 
white  schools.  "Overall,  however,  the  strik- 
ing fact  about  school  facilities  for  Negroes  and 
whites  is  how  alike  they  are.  The  gap  between 
Negro  and  white  schools  is  significantly  less 
than  the  gap  between  rural  and  urban  schools 
or  the  gap  between  Southern  and  Northern 
schools. 

"When  one  turns  from  facilities  to  staff, 
much  the  same  picture  emerges.  Teachers  of 
Negroes  are  on  the  whole  inferior  to  the 
teachers  of  whites,  but  the  differences  are 
generally  small  and  far  from  uniform.  .  .  . 

"In  addition  to  facilities,  programs  and  staffs, 
the  survey  collected  information  on  students 
themselves.  Some  of  the  findings  are  startling. 
Desire? 

"To  begin  with,  the  dropout  rate  among  16- 
and  17-year-olds,  while  higher  among  Negroes 
as  a  group  than  among  whites,  is  not  higher 
among  many  particular  kinds  of  Negroes.  In 
the  rural  South,  for  example,  Negro  men  are 
more  likely  to  be  in  school  at  16  and  17  than 
white  ones.  Perhaps  this  reflects  the  fact  that 
most  of  these  rural  Negroes  want  to  move  to 
a  city,  preferably  in  the  North,   and  want  a 
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diploma  to  help  them  find  work.  The  whites, 
on  the  other  hand,  usually  plan  to  stay  in  the 
rural  South,  and  do  not  need  a  diploma  to 
take  over  the  family  farm  or  store.  In  the 
urban  South,  Negro  girls  stay  in  school  slight- 
ly longer  than  whites,  perhaps  because  they 
expect  to  go  on  working  after  marriage  and 
therefore  care  more  about  having  a  diploma. 
Similarly,  in  the  nation  as  a  whole  among 
families  whose  head  has  less  than  eight  years 
of  education  and  earns  less  than  $3,000,  Negro 
children  are  more  likely  than  whites  to  stay 
in  school.  .  .  .  The  problem  ...  is  not  lack  of 
motivation    but   lack   of    performance.  .  .  . 

"What  does  all  this  mean?  .  .  . 

"The  authors'  first  conclusion  was  that  de- 
spite the  rather  small  external  differences  be- 
tween Negro  and  white  schools,  Negroes  were 
learning  substantially  less  than  whites.  About 
a  sixth  of  the  Negro  first  graders  score  above 
the  national  average  on  tests  of  verbal  ability. 
The  same  is  true  of  Negro  high  school  seniors. 
The  picture  is  not  substantially  different  when 
one  examines  nonverbal  ability,  reading,  mathe- 
matics, or  general  information.  Twelve  years 
of  schooling,  in  other  words,  does  nothing  to 
narrow  the  initial  gap  between  Negroes  and 
whites.  In  the  South,  schooling  actually  seems 
to  widen  the  gap  slightly.  Kenneth  Clark's 
research  suggests  that  the  gap  also  widens  in 
Harlem,  but  this  is  evidently  not  typical  for 
Northern  whites.  This  same  pattern  evidently 
continues  in  college.  .  .  . 
Verbal  ability? 

"The  authors'  second  conclusion  was  that  of 
all  the  tests  they  administered,  the  best  measure 
of  school  effectiveness  was  the  verbal  ability 
test.  .  .  .  The  authors  then  set  out  to  isolate 
the  characteristics  of  both  individuals  and  their 
schools  which  influenced  verbal  scores.  This 
is  by  no  means  easy.  We  know  that  verbal 
ability  usually  develops  in  small  increments 
over  long  periods  of  time.  Verbal  scores  are 
therefore  influenced  not  just  by  the  school  a 
student  is  attending  when  he  takes  a  test,  but 
all  the  other  schools  he  has  ever  attended.  It 
is  extremely  difficult  to  get  accurate  reti-o- 
spective  information  about  these  schools.  Since 
the  authors  could  not  spend  twelve  years 
following  various  sorts  of  students  through 
school,  observing  all  the  salient  features  of 
each  institution,  they  had  to  assume  that  a 
student  who  was  in  a  particular  kind  of  school 
at  the  time  of  the  survey  had  probably  spent 
most  of  his  academic  life  in  similar  schools. 
While  there  is  a  good  deal  of  empirical  evi- 
dence to  support  this  general  assumption, 
there  are  plenty  of  exceptions.  Each  excep- 
tion reduces  the  relationship  between  a 
student's  current  attainment  and  the  charac- 
teristics of  his  current  school.  .  .  .  Family 
background,  for  example,  seems  to  exert  more 
independent  influence  on  verbal  ability  than 
the   schools    do.  .  .  . 

"Over-all,  the  report  makes  a  convincing 
though  not  definitive  case  for  the  view  that 
student  achievement  depends  largely  on  forces 
over  which  today's  schools  exercise  little  con- 
trol. Whether  they  could  exercise  more  influ- 
ence if  they  were  organized  and  run  differently 
remains   an   open   question. 

"To  the  extent  that  schools  do  influence 
what  a  student  learns,  their  facilities  and  pro- 
grams are  evidently  the  least  important  fac- 
tors in  the  equation.  If  the  quality  of  teachers 
and  students  is  held  constant,  luxurious  physi- 
cal plant  contributes  nothing  to  the  develop- 
ment of  verbal  skills,  and  an  inadequate  plant 
does  nothing  to  inhibit  them.  Nor  does  it 
matter  whether  the  textbooks  are  old  or  new, 
whether  there  is  a  library  or  a  librarian, 
whether  the  classes  are  large  or  small,  or 
whether  the  school  groups  children  in  separate 
tracks  or  not. 
Good   teachers    or   good    students? 

"Good  teachers  seem  to  contribute  some- 
what more  than  bad  ones  to  their  students' 
verbal  ability,  but  it  is  hard  to  tell  how  much. 
Partly  this  is  because  able  teachers  are  usually 
found  in  the  same  schools  with  able  students, 
so  that  it  is  hard  to  separate  the  influence  of 
teachers  from  that  of  classmates.  Partly  it 
is  because  the  statistical  analysis  in  the  report 
is   poorly  explained   and   seems    at   times   con- 


tradictory. One  thing  is  clear,  however,  namely 
that  good  teachers  are  much  more  important 
to   Negroes    than   to   whites. 

"However  much  difference  teachers  may 
make,  the  student  culture  evidently  makes 
more.  Again,  the  difference  is  far  greater  for 
Negroes  than  whites.  Negroes  do  much  better 
if  they  have  middle-class  schoolmates,  while 
whites  do  little  worse  when  they  have  lower- 
class  ones.  Those  of  our  forefathers  who 
pushed  for  the  common  primary  school,  and 
later  for  the  comprehensive  high  school,  were 
evidently  on  the  right  track.  Such  a  melting 
pot  seems  to  help  the  disadvantaged  without 
appreciably  hurting  the  advantaged. 

THE  PERSISTENCE  OF  INEQUALITY 

"The  finding  that  able  teachers  and  able 
classmates  matter  more  for  Negroes  than  for 
whites  raises  a  basic  question. 

"It  is  hard  to  believe  that  this  is  really  a 
racial  difference,  and  tempting  to  assume  that 
it  is  an  economic  one.  Unfortunately,  the 
report  provides  no  separate  tabulations  for 
middle-class  Negroes  or  for  lower-class  whites, 
so  the  question  cannot  be  answered  directly. 
Indirect  evidence  does,  however,  suggest  that 
it  is  the  poor  in  general,  rather  than  Negroes 
in  particular,  who  respond  strongly  to  good 
and   bad   schools.  .  .  . 

"Integrating  poor  Negroes  with  poor  whites, 
in  other  words,  probably  does  no  good.  In- 
tegrating poor  Negroes  with  middle-class 
Negroes  might  do  as  much  good  as  integrating 
them  with  middle-class  whites,  but  as  a  practi- 
cal matter  there  aren't  enough  middle-class 
Negroes  to  go  around.  One  reason  for  this 
is  that  10  percent  of  all  white-collar  Negroes 
send  their  children  to  private  schools,  an  in- 
credible finding  which  deserves  study.  For 
the  foreseeable  future  class  integration  will  be 
impossible  without  racial  integration  as  well.  .  . 

"Taking  the  report  as  a  whole,  three  tenta- 
tive conclusions  seem  warranted: 

"First,  America's  present  school  system  is 
doing  nothing  to  narrow  the  gap  in  achieve- 
ment between  Negroes  and  whites.  If  the  gap 
is  narrowing  at  all  and  that  is  certainly  de- 
batable, the  credit  must  go  to  forces  outside 
the    school    system. 

"Second,  pouring  more  money  into  Negro 
schools  will  probably  accomplish  little  or 
nothing.  While  the  report  does  not  prove 
that  as  yet  untried  improvements  in  school 
facilities  and  programs  e.g.,  computers  would 
have  no  significant  effect  on  learning,  it  does 
provide  a  good  deal  of  indirect  evidence  that 
this  kind  of  innovation  has  made  very  little 
difference    in    the   past. 

"Third,  closing  the  gap  between  whites  and 
Negroes  would  require  radical  changes  in  the 
present  system  of  matching  teachers  with  stu- 
dents, and  students  with  one  another.  Bar- 
ring truly  open  housing,  mixing  classes,  as  well 
as  races,  equality  of  opportunity  would  re- 
quire abandoning  the  neighborhood  school. 
Not  only  that,  it  would  require  mixing  stu- 
dents from  the  inner  city  with  those  from  the 
suburbs,  perhaps  in  educational  parks.  But 
neither  parents  nor  educators  will  believe  the 
report's  finding  that  white,  middle-class  chil- 
dren do  as  well  in  heavily  integrated  schools 
as  elsewhere.  The  necessary  changes  will  there- 
fore be  strongly  opposed  by  both  suburban 
and  small  town  educators,  and  by  white 
parents.  They  will  only  be  possible  if  the 
Federal  government  ignores  those  people's  pro- 
tests and  intervenes  directly  in  an  area  tradi- 
tionally reserved  to  local  government.  Such 
intervention    is    unlikely." 

("Education:  The  Racial  Gap."  The  Neto 
Republic,    Oct.    1.    1966.) 

I  invite  your  attention  further  to  the  article 
in  the  New  Republic  of  December  17,  1966,  in 
which  a  strong  case  is  made  for  the  proposi- 
tion that  integrated  housing  in  northern  cities 
is   an   unrealizable  goal.      Two   brief   extracts: 

What  Would  Integration  Require? 
In  view  of  these  trends,  the  task  of  main- 
taining racial  balance  in  the  city  seems  in- 
superable: to  offset  them,  huge  numbers  of 
families  would  have  to  be  shuffled  about  by 
desegregation  programs.  This  point  was  spelled 
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out  last  spring  by  George  Schermer  at  a 
"national  housing  workshop"  sponsored  by  the 
National  Committee  Against  Discrimination  in 
Housing.  Schermer  estimated  the  numbers  of 
people  who  would  have  to  be  moved  each  year 
in  order  to  insure  a  50-50  population  balance  in 
Washington,  D.C.  in  the  year  2000.  Assuming 
that  migration  trends  and  birthrates  remain 
constant,  12,000  nonwhite  families  would  have 
to  be  dispersed  to  suburban  areas  and  4,000 
white  families  induced  to  return  to  the  District 
every   year   until   2000. 

Even  if  whites  could  be  induced  back  to  the 
city  and  Negroes  accommodated  in  the  suburbs, 
residential  integration  would  not  result.  For 
within  the  central  city  itself,  residential  con- 
centration by  color  is  on  the  upswing.  In 
1910,  for  example,  60  percent  of  New  York 
City's  Negroes  lived  in  assembly  districts  which 
were  less  than  five  percent  Negro;  by  1960,  62 
percent  were  in  districts  over  half  Negro.  In 
Southern  cities,  which  traditionally  have  ten- 
dered toward  more  dispersed  patterns  of  settle- 
ment (with  Negro  servants  and  artisans  living 
near  those  they  serve),  ghettoes  are  being 
formed  by  the  concentration  of  growing  Negro 
populations. 

Again,  aasuming  that  present  trends  persist, 
Schermer  estimates  that  to  achieve  integration 
neighborhood-by-neighborhood  in  Philadelphia 
by  the  end  of  the  century,  6,000  Negro  families 
would  have  to  go  to  the  suburbs  and  3,000 
whites  settle  exclusively  in  ghetto  areas  each 
year.  The  numbers,  of  course,  would  be  in- 
finitely greater  in  cities  like  New  York  and 
Chicago,  which  have  much  larger  aggregations 
of   Negroes. 

I  invite  also  most  respectfully  attention  of 
the  Body  to  the  November  17,  1966,  issue  of 
"The  Reporter,"  describing  angry  parents  of  I. 
S.  201,  which  was  the  school  at  Harlem  about 
which  there  was  so  much  difficulty  this  year. 
A   brief   quote   from    Page   33: 

In  a  statement,  Donovan  outlined  the  "un- 
surpassed educational  features"  I.  S.  201  would 
offer:  a  chance  for  all  pupils  to  study  a 
foreign  language,  a  musical  instrument,  and 
typing;  a  maximum  class  size  of  twenty-four 
pupils  as  compared  to  an  average  of  thirty 
or  more  in  junior  high  schools;  an  after- 
school  program  of  courses  in  Negro  and  Puerto 
Rican  history  and  culture.  Only  three  of  the 
fifty-five  teachers  (twenty-six  Negro,  the  rest 
white)  would  be  teaching  for  the  first  time 
— an  unusual  situation  in  Harlem,  where  many 
complain  that  the  schools  have  a  high  per- 
centage of  inexperienced  teachers.  And  "For 
closer  parent  and  citizen  involvement  in  the 
school  program,  the  school  has  a  full-time 
community    relations   specialist." 

"A  commitment  was  made  in  1954  by  the 
Board  of  Education  in  New  York,  Public  edu- 
cation in  a  racially  homogeneous  setting  is 
socially  unrealistic  and  blocks  the  attainment 
of  the  goals  of  democratic  education,  whether 
this  occurs  by  law  or  by  fact.  It  is  now  the 
clearly  reiterated  policy  program  of  the  Board 
of  Education — to  devise  and  put  into  opera- 
tion a  plan  which  will  prevent  a  further  de- 
velopment of  such  schools  and  to  integrate 
the   existing   ones    as    quickly    as    practicable." 

Thereafter,  the  I.  S.  201  was  constructed  and 
it  was  found  impossible  to  integrate  the  school, 
a  school  building  in  the  middle  of  Harlem. 

I  suggest  from  all  this  that  residential  inte- 
gration may  well  be  an  unattainable  goal,  and 
I  suggest  that  educational  integration  is  a 
goal  which  must  be  attained,  but  that  the 
experience  in  the  northern  cities  indicates 
that  it  will  not  be  attained  within  narrow 
geographical  boundaries.  Only  some  sort  of 
metropolitan  dispersion  of  students  not  to 
lace  stocking  communities  but  to  working 
class  communities  is  obviously  the  only  direc- 
tion  in   which   to   go. 

Returning  to  the  subject  at  hand,  in  the 
face  of  this  massive  evidence  to  build  this 
campus-type  high  school  in  the  middle  of  the 
Negro  area  in  Boston  is  educationally  dis- 
astrous and  all  the  attempts  by  Logue  and 
others  to  obscure  this  fact  at  the  hearings 
failed. 


The  Sargent  report  upon  which  all  this  is 
based  states  that  the  new  campus-type  high 
school  should  be  built  upon  the  tradition  and 
the  student  body  of  the  present  English  High 
School. 

Presently  English  High  School  is  in  a  white 
area  and  it  is  24  percent  Negro.  The  new 
school  will  be  in  a  Negro  area  and  it  will 
not  have  the  student  body  of  English  High 
School  because  there  will  be  a  separate  English 
High  School.  It  must,  therefore,  surely  have 
an  enrollment  of  more  than  24  percent  Negro. 
To  deny  that  would  be  to  deny  the  sun  rises 
in   the   east   in    the   morning. 

I  find  no  magic  in  the  figure  of  51  percent, 
but  to  construct  a  gold-plated  high  school  in 
the  middle  of  a  Negro  area  which  you  are 
quite  certain  will  be  no  less  than  24  percent 
Negro  and  in  all  probability  be  more  than 
that,  is  faulty,  it  is  wrong,  and  the  City 
Council,  having  thrust  upon  it  by  the  mach- 
ination of  Edward  J.  Logue  and  others, 
the  responsibility  of  making  important  edu- 
cational decisions,  should  have  the  courage  to 
say    it    is    wrong. 

Why 

Why  have  matters  come  to  such  a  pass? 
In  1948,  George  Orwell  said  that  dictators  had 
discovered  the  only  way  to  keep  people  docile 
was  to  maintain  a  continual  state  of  crisis. 
Our  local  would-be  dictator  has  been  intent 
for  some  years  to  raise  his  badly  eroded  power 
position  by  striking  for  the  mayoralty  of 
Boston.  His  power  position  was  badly  eroded 
by  the  dismissal  of  his  Washington  contact, 
Mr.  Slayton,  last  spring,  and  by  the  death  of 
the  person  upon  whom  his  debatable  connection 
with  the  Ford  Foundation  rested,  his  father- 
in-law,  and  by  the  disastrous  election  results 
of  September  13,  1966. 

He  is  more  than  willing  to  be  the  man  on 
the  white  horse  for  the  men  of  the  vault,  but 
in  this  case,  he  has  no  white  horse,  so  he  is 
mounting  the  horse  of  educational   racism. 

We  can  all  be  grateful  that  the  people  have 
caught  up  with  him  even  if  the  men  of  the 
vault    have    not.

MINORITY  REPORT  OF  COUNCILLOR 
GABRIEL  F.  PIEMONTE  RE  CAMPUS 
HIGH  SCHOOL  URBAN  RENEWAL 
PROJECT 

The  need  of  any  additional  educational 
facilities  in  Boston  is  an  established  fact. 
Many  who  have  the  power  to  do  something 
about  it  continue  to  give  lip  service  instead. 
As  a  result  Boston  finds  its  educational  needs 
grow  more  and  more  with  each  year.  In 
September  of  this  year  under  newly  enacted 
legislation  a  new  Board  known  as  the  Public 
Facilities  Commission  came  into  being.  It 
was  created  to  do  away  with  the  "alleged 
snarl"  that  existed  in  connection  with  new 
school  construction.  The  new  Commission 
has  now  all  of  the  authority  necessary,  in- 
cluding the  funds — approximately  50  million 
dollars  authorized  loan  issue — to  acquire  land 
and  construct  schools.  No  action  is  being 
taken  by  this  Commission  in  the  matter  of 
the  Campus  High  School.  Instead  we  are 
asked  to  proceed  through  this  urban  renewal 
project.      But   what   do    the   facts   show? 

Instead  of  adding  to  our  educational  facili- 
ties, this  project  diminishes  our  educational 
facilities.  Included  in  the  project  area  are 
two  elementary  schools,  the  William  Bacon 
and  Asa  Gray  which  house  some  600  students 
who  were  burnt  out  of  more  modern  school 
buildings,  the  Everett  School  and  the  Hyde 
School.  The  hearings  disclosed  that  no  plans 
had  as  of  that  time  been  made  to  substitute 
other  educational  facilities  for  these  two  which 
being    in    the    area    are   to    be    razed. 

As  to  the  Campus  High  School  itself,  the 
hearings  disclosed  that  the  urban  renewal 
procedure  rather  than  speed  the  construction 
of  the  facility  would  delay  the  same.  The 
School     Superintendent     unequivocally     states 
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that  he  will  not  approve  the  plan  from  the 
school  viewpoint,  which  approval  is  necessary, 
unless  it  includes  a  15-acre  site  now  used  for 
industrial.  The  BRA  administrator  passes  it 
off  by  a  suggestion  that  if  that  much  land 
were   necessary   it   could    be   had    later. 

Where  is  this  15  acres  to  come  from?  Is 
it  suggested  that  perhaps  the  portion  now 
committed  for  housing  be  used? 

The  spirit  of  the  letter  of  the  law  is  that 
with  each  renewal  project  the  needed  housing 
units    be   increased    in    availability. 

There  is  no  evidence  to  indicate  that  Bos- 
ton's need  for  low  income  or  public  housing 
has  diminished.  As  a  matter  of  fact  the  need 
will   be  made  greater  by  this   project. 

No  evidence  has  been  given  regarding  re- 
location to  indicate  that  this  project  will  not 
be  a  repeat  of  past  performances.  Brochures 
are  drawn,  statistics  are  prepared,  but  the 
facts  disprove  the  statistics.  A  factual  ac- 
count may  be  found  in  the  report,  "Logue's 
Record  in  Boston,  An  Analysis  of  His  Re- 
newal and  Planning  Activities,"  by  Michael  D. 
Appleby,  a  former  Boston  planner  and  a  Ph.D. 
candidate  in  city  planning  at  the  Massachu- 
setts Institute  of  Technology  and  issued  by  the 
Council  for  New  York  Housing  and  Planning 
Policy,    May,    1966. 

Renewal  for  Boston  has  meant  a  net  re- 
duction in  total  housing  supply  and  a  serious 
decline  in  the  number  of  low-rental  units. 

It  appeared  for  a  period  that  some  progress 
was  being  made  to  correct  the  situation.  A 
group  of  young  planners  organized  as  the 
Urban  Planning  Aid  became  involved  with 
the  people  in  the  area.  They  attended  hear- 
ings, offered  suggestions,  prepared  papers. 
Their  dedication  translated  into  persistence 
accompanied  by  the  sympathetic  support  of 
understanding  people  overcame  Logue's  initial 
open  hostility  to  an  attitude  of  tolerance. 
But  that  is  all  it  amounts  to  for  even  as  of 
this  date  no  word  has  been  issued  from  Logue 
of  acceptance  by  him  of  the  Memorandum  of 
Understanding  with  the  Lower  Roxbury  Com- 
munity Committee  and  it  has  been  definitely 
stated  by  him  that  in  no  event  would  any 
such  memorandum  contain  the  veto  power. 
Without   the   veto   power   it   is   meaningless. 

Commitments  must  be  substituted  for  con- 
cern. In  the  absence  of  commitment  and  be- 
cause of  the  facts  stated  above  and  as  re- 
ported in  the  Appleby  report  which  I  in- 
corporate by  reference,  I  do  not  vote  for  this 
project. 

The  needs  of  educational  facilities  can  best 
be  served  by  proceeding  under  the  authority 
of  the  newly  formed  Public  Facilities  Com- 
mission.
